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WRESTLING CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

EVERY year the interest in the wrestling 
department of the club increases, and the 
exponents of the art become more adept. It 
was, therefore, not surprising that • the club 
championship on March 12 and 14 attracted a 
large crowd to the gymnasium. The frequent 
tussles in preliminary work had served, in a 
measure, to demonstrate the superiority of some 
of the entries, and this probably had a deterrent 
eflfect on the poorer men, when the day of com- 
petition arrived. Those, however who did 
compete gave such splendid exhibitions that 
the spectators were well rewarded for attending. 

The protracted struggles of last season, which 
had such a depressing effect upon those who 
witnessed them, actuated the committee to re- 
vise the rules. This year, instead of having the 
competitors wrestle until a fall was gained, it 
was made imperative on the referee to give a 
decision on the best work done after two bouts 
had been wrestled without a fall. In many m- 
stances the referee was forced to award a de- 
cision under this ruling when there was scarcely 
sujBScient difference between the work of the 
two men to warrant it. The general idea pre- 
vailed that, in future, it should be in the discre- 
tion of the referee to award the prize for best 
work, or to order another round, until one man 
had demonstrated a decided superiority. 

The 125-pound class was won by T. Avery 
Collett, who has had a long career as an athlete 
in many branches of sport. The work of C. C. 
Turner, who was victorious in both the 135- 
pound and 145-pound competition, was extreme- 
ly briliant. He had no difi&culty in throwing 
his opponent in the lighter weight, but J. E. 
Leech pressed him very hard for the champion- 
ship honor in the 145 -pound class. Another 
dual winner, E. AVeinacht, showed remarkable 
activity for a man of his weight. He was not 
only able to win the middle-weight class on the 
best work, but finally won the heavy-weight 
contest, which was postponed until March 21.

The 
diving for distance was a fiasco as far as compe- 
tition was concerned. Only two men appeared 
at the starting point when the race was called, 
Normandie Murray, New York A. C, and T. 
E. Gilmore, of Newark, facing the starter. 
Gilmore tried first and only succeeded in cover- 
ing 50 feet. Murray then went in, easily cov- 
ered 100 feet, which was the length of the tank, 
and came to the surface without further trying, 
unaware that any other competitor was to fol- 
low. After this, Dr. C. T. Adams, of the 
New Manhattan A. C, appeared, was allowed 
to start, and covered 15 feet more than Murray. 
The New York man could certainly have done 
much better if he had been aware that anyone 
was to follow him. 

The swimming championship meetings were 
successful from every point of view. The con- 
tests were well arranged, the meeting well 
managed, and the course clearly marked out to 
prevent fouling. A number of New York Ath- 
letic Club members attended to give encourage- 
ment to the club entries. In the trial heat of the 
100 yards, P. F. Dickey was just beaten by G. 
J. Whittaker, of the Chicago A. A., the ulti- 
mate winner. Normandie Murray, New York 
A. C , won his heat, however, and finished a 
close third on the final heat. In the 300-yard 
championship Dickey had practically a walk- 
over, as Whittaker did not face the starter after 
his victory in the loo yards, and none of the 
other competitors was in the same class with 
the smart swimmer of the New York A. C. 
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A 2oo-yards handicap was sandwiched between 
the championship events, and F. A. Wenck, 
a promising novice, who swam for the first 
time imder the colors of the New York Athletic 
Club, won the final, with 20 seconds handicap, 
defeating H. KoUock, of the National Swim- 
ming Association of Philadelphia, who was a 
warm favorite. 



MR. GODFREY SHAW, who captained 
the London Athletic Club team last 
year, regrets the decision of the L. A. C. not to 
challenge for a return match. The following is 
extracted from his letter to a friend in New 
York: 

"I am very sorry that the L. A. C. have not seen 
their way to send the N. Y. A. C. a challenge, as I am 
sare our defeated athletes would have liked to see what 
we could do against you in England.

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INTERNATIONAL RACES 
PROPOSED. 

THERE is a prospect of a series of inter- 
national r^ces being arranged to take 
place under the auspices of the New York 
Athletic Club, in the fall, which will create as 
great an interest as last year's international 
meeting. 

The Athletic Committee is making a com- 
mendable effort to fill the void created by the 
absence of F. E. Bacon and E. C. Bredin from 
the English team last season. While the inter- 
national meeting was being discussed, the 
chances of a meeting between Bacon and Con- 
neff were referred to oftener than any of the 
other races anticipated, and the withdrawal of 
the English mile champion was the signal for 
expressions of regret which have found echoes 
whenever the international meeting has been 
referred to during the winter. 

E. C. Bredin, acting on behalf of Bacon, 
wrote personally to Conneff some time since, 
suggesting a race. Conneff submitted the cor- 
respondence to the Athletic Committee, who 
promptly issued the following challenge : 
B. C. Bredin, Esq., London Athletic Club, Stamford 

Bridge, Ptilham Road, London. 
• Dear 5ir— The blatter in regard to which you and Mr 
CottXieff , of this club, have been in correspondence was 
laid before the Athletic Committee by him ; in answer 
thereto, and at the request of the Athletic Committee, 
I hereby issue a challenge on behalf of this club for a 
one (i) mile match race between Thos. P. Conneff, of 



this club, and P. E. Bacon, of the London Athletic 
Club, to be run in this city or vicinity, in September 
next, for a suitable trophy, this club to pay the expenses 
of Mr. Bacon and one (t) attendant from London to 
New York and return, and for four (4) weeks in this 
country. 

If this challenge is acceptable, I should be happy to 
receive prompt notice of the same, and would be glad 
to communicate with you in regard to any. further 
arrangements which you may consider necessary in 
connection with the matter.

Captain Bartow S. Weeks, inspired by the 
praiseworthy desire to provide the best possible 
entertainment for his clubmates, and at the 
same time effectually settle questions of super- 
iority which the international meeting may 
have left in abeyance, carefully considered the 
situation, and suggested, in the following letter, 
other matches scarcely less important than the 
meeting of Bacon and Conneff: 

E. C. Bredin, Esq. 

Dear 5i>— Our Athletic Committee has to-day for- 
warded you a formal challenge on behalf of Mr. T. P. 
Conneff, for a match race with Mr. P. E. Bacon. Should 
the match be arranged, it has occurred to me that you 
would in all probability desire to accompany Mr. Bacon, 
and in that case we would be glad also to arrange a 
match between yourself and Mr. C. H. Kilpatrick for 
the half-mile. 

There have also been some rumors over here that 
both Mr. Shaw and Mr. Bradley would be glad to meet 
again Mr. Chase and Mr. Wefers of our club, and if that 
is the case we would willingly arrange matches for 
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tbem aUo. Of course, if sach a series were arranged, 
we would expect to pay their expenses. 
Hoping to hear from you favorably, believe me. 
Yours very truly, 

Bartow S. Wrsks, Captain. 

• Should the matches be cpnsummated the re- 
sult will be the greatest series of races ever 
witnessed. 

F. E. Bacon came to the front of long dis- 
tance runners by winning a four-mile scratch 
race in 1891, defeating Thomas, Crossland, 
Paarce and Watkins in 19 minutes 39 seconds, 
equaling the amateur record held then by W. 
G. George. 

Bacon won the one-mile English champion- 
ship at his first attempt for the honor, in 1893, 
covering the distance in 4 minutes 22 1-5 sec- 
onds. The following year he still further added 
to his reputation by clipping a fifth of a second 
off the British record and establishing the Scotch 
record of 24 minutes 572-5 seconds for five 
miles. He also won the one-mile English 
championship in 4 minutes 25 2-5 seconds, and 
the four-mile championship in 19 minutes 483-5 
seconds. 

In 1895 Bacon won the ten-mile English 
championship in 52 minutes 43 4-5 seconds, and 
the one-mile championship in 4 minutes 17 sec- 
onds, a woirld's record for a few weeks, until 
ConneflP lowered the figures to 4 minutes 15 3-5 
seconds. Bacon's performance is, however, 
entitled to rank equal with Conneff's, as in ad- 
dition to the measurement of the tracks being 
slightly favorable to American records, the 
Englishman's time was accomplished in a wait- 
ing race, while Conneff's competitors adapted 
their running to aid him as far as possible in 
his effort to break the record. 

Conneff's performances need no recounting. 
In Bacon he will meet the most formidable 
antagonist he has yet encountered. The En- 
glishman is renowned for his wonderful finish- 
ing powers, but Conneff's admirers predict that 
he will set a pace fast enough to deprive Bacon 
of his usual speedy finish, and this assumption 
is warranted by his three-quarter mile perform- 
ance last summer. 

E. C. Bredin has frequently expressed his 
desire for a race with Kilpatrick, and his record 



certainly entitles him to respect. Bredin has 
been on the track for some years and won the 
quarter and half-mile championships of Eng- 
land in 1893 and 1894 He has run a quarter 
of a mile in 48J^ sebonds, and a half-mile in i 
minute 55 seconds, the latter performance being 
made in a handicap race around a large field of 
men. Bredin is a splendid judge of pace, and 
as he is certainly faster than Horan, who gave 
Kilpatrick a good race last year, a desperate 
struggle will result if the pair meet.

BASEBALL. 

IT is proposed to organize a strictly amateur 
baseball team for the season of 1896.

It is early in the season for the island at pres- 
ent, but before the opening day a nine will in 
all probability be organized, as the idea to re- 
vive the interest in the National game appears 
to meet with the hearty indorsement of the 
large number of **fans" in the ranks of the 
club. 
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ANOTHER PRIZE CUP. 

NEARLY every member of the New York 
Athletic Club knows W. F. Pendleton, 
the donor of the handsome silver cup for road 
riding:, but many are unaware that the popular 
** Billy" was himself a ** scorcher" of the first 
water a few years ago. 

During the racing seasons of 1888, '89. '90, 
few racers could defeat Pendleton on the track, 
while along a stretch of road it was even more 
difficult to leave the irrepressible William in 
the rear. 

In his very first race, a novice event at Ber- 
gen Point on July 4, 1888, he scored a winning 
bracket. Those were the days when the ordi- 
nary bicycle held sway. Pendleton improved 
so rapidly that he was looked upon as the com- 
ing champion, and when, a year later, he fin- 
ished a close third in a third-of-a-mile scratch 
race at Roseville to Irving Halsted and H. 
Caldwell, his prospects for a brilliant racing 
career were considered bright indeed. A. A. 
Zimmerman finished behind him on that occa- 
sion. Business, however, eclipsed his racing 
propensities just as he became a rising star, but 
not before he had taken part in one of the 




earliest century runs to Philadelphia and fin- 
ished one of the thirty survivors out of ninety 
starters. 

Mr. Pendleton is the only rider who has 
twice won the coveted Tarrytown bottle. He 
shares with J. H. Hanson the honor of holding 
the record, 2 hours 4 minutes, for the famous 
watchnight scorch. The record was made by 
the pair on a tandem tricycle. Mr. Pendleton 
was a member of the New York Bicycle Club, 
then of the Citizens', with which organization 
he graduated to the New York A. C. 

The prize which he has donated to encourage 
persistent road riding is a handsome piece of 
silverware. It has been inscribed the ** Bicy- 
cle Daily Five-Mile Road Cup," an outrageous 
sacrifice to the donor's modesty. It is safe to 
say that the prize will be more generally known 
as the ** Pendleton Cup." 



THE COASTING MATCH. 

THE coasting race fixed for the 23d of May 
is the chief topic of conversation among 
the wheelmen of the club. The course over 
which the trial will take place has not yet been 
decided. The committee has several places 
under consideration. The one most favorably 
thought of is the Teaneck Hill on the Phelps 
Estate, which has the advantage of a good 
course whichever way the wind may blow on 
the day. 

The following are the conditions of the 
match ; 

1. The rider making the longest distance to 
win. 

2. The contestants shall be pushed off from 
a standstill, and where the foot touches the 
ground when the wheel falls shall be the finish. 

3. The feet must be placed on a forward rest 
at starting and kept there during the race. 

4. All wheels must be in the same condition 
as for ordinary road or track riding, and the 
use of special appliances and gears is barred. 

5. The qualification of each wheel must be 
passed on by the committee. 

6. All makes of wheels allowed. 
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CROSS-COUNTRY HANDICAP. 

THE first open cross-country handicap ever 
given by the New York Athletic Club 
took place over the Fort George course on 
April 1 8. As far back as 1883 the club pro- 
moted the first individual championship race at 
this sport and continued the event under its 
auspices until 1887, after which the individual 
competition was merged with the team cham- 
pionship race of the National Cross- Country 
Association. Since that body discontinued its 
precarious career and the Amateur Athletic 
Union assumed control of the sport, there has 
been no racing to control and the Cross-Coun- 
try Committee essayed a difficult task in pro- 
motk^ lite handicap race. 

The success of the venture, under the cir- 
cumstances, was remarkable, especially as 
many other athletic events were scheduled for 
the same day, detracting considerably from the 
number of entries. Altogether, eighty men 
sent in their names, and of these sixty-one faced 
the starter. 

The course which the committee had in view 
for the struggle was the historic one over which 
the last individual championship was decided, 
but the march of improvement has reached 
Fort George and the parapets, battlements, 
terraces and streets built by the D. P. W. with- 
out consulting the Cross-Country Committee of 
the N. Y. A. C , necessitated slight changes in 
the route and reduced the distance to a trifle 
less than the regulation five miles. 

In some quarters much uneasiness was felt at 
the late hour fixed for starting the race, lest a 
few minutes delay should result in darkness in- 
tervening before the finish. A competent staff 
of officials, under the direction of Bartow S. 
Weeks, Referee, succeeded in dispatching the 
limit man, R. R. Mamlock, precisely at 6 
o'clock. George W. Orton, of the New York 



A. C, the scratch man, was prevented from 
running by games at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, where he captains the track team, and 
E. W. Hjertberg, of the New Jersey A. C, was 
the virtual scratch man. . 

The course led along the cable road,, directly 
under the old iort ; then the racers came down 
the hill at breakneck speed, through thorns -and 
bushes, in. the direction of Inwood Church. So 
far the going had been good, but at the bottom 
of the hill a morass was encountered which 
tested the stamina of the runners. A stiflE up- 
hill climb was indulged in by the side of the 
old gashouse, and Mamlock, the limit man, still 
held a commanding lead^ ELere. he began to 
tire, and at the Grammar School by the Kings - 
bridge road he was only a few yards in front of 
Eggleston of the Pastime A. C, with Rabinson 
third, Metz fourth, McCarthy fifth and Shannon 
sixth. About fifty yards behind and rapidly 
overhauling the leaders was P. Mackey, of the 
New West Side A. C, who started from the 2 
min. 45 sec. mark and had already passed his 
clubmate, Regan, who was then in twelfth po- 
sition, minus his running shoes, which he had 
left in the first swamp. 

After passing the school the toughest bit of 
running of the whole course had to be nego- 
tiated — heavy, black, swampy ground, in which 
the men sank knee deep, was alternated with 
jagged rocks. It was too much for the long- 
start brigade, except Eggleston, who held his 
own in fine style, and led at the turn for home, 
which was taken a hundred yards beyond the 
Seaman's Lodge. Mackey was then in. second 
place. 

The return journey was along the bank of 
the Harlem River, and for over a mile the run- 
ners were lost to view. When they reappeared 
Mackey was leading, with Eggleston and Re- 
gan in close attendance. Coming down the 
hill into the swamp for the last time, Mackey

ground, falling head first into the marsh. This 

put him out of the race and Regan, undismayed N 1 EGOTIATIONS have been quietly con- 
by the loss of his shoes, ran pluckily along the IN ducted during the past two months for a 
last mile of macadamized road and drawing championship water polo match .of an inter- 
steadily away from Eggleston won by a hun- national character and have resulted in the'ar- 
area yards.

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NEW PLANS FOR CLUBHOUSE. 

THE Board of Governors presented the re- 
port of the Building and Finance Com- 
mittee, in connection with the building of the 
new clubhouse, at a special meeting of the club 
on May 26. 

The committee has been confronted with 
many difficult problems, and has labored per- 
sistently to solve them. 

That they have done so to the satisfaction of 
the members was evident by the approval given 
to the following report read by the Secretary : 

New York, May 18, 1896. 
To the Board of Governors of the New York Athletic Club : 

Gentlemen— Your Committee on Building and Finance 
respectfully report as follows: 

That tbe pUns for the new clubhouse, a-* originally 
submitted and a<« p issed upon by the club at its meet- 
inf^: on June 1 2th, 1895. which authorized the expendi- 
ture of $490 000 for such building, were carefully con- 
sidered and completed, with the aid of the best experts 
in plumbing, sanitation, ventilation, electricity and iron 
construction, and estimates obtained for the construc- 
tion of the same. 

Such estimates demonstrated that such a building 
would cost about $3oo,ooo. far more than the amount 
allowed by the club to be expended for its construction, 
and the plans were modified with a view to reducing 
its cost. One floor of sleeping rooms was taken out, the 
slanting roof was removed, and the building on the 
Fifty-eighth street lot was cut down to four stories in 
height; the iron construction of same to be of sufficiert 
weight to carry up the building to the original height 
should the club subsequently desire to do ^o. 

Careful estimates have been obtained as to the cost of 
the building upon such modified plans, and the com- 



mittee find that the cost will be (exclusive of architect's 
and experts' fees, vault privileges and borings) about 
$680,000. 

Up an this estimated cost it would be necessary lor 
the club to authorize some plan that would enable your 
committee to raise at least $150,000 more than has yet 
been provided for. 

All of the second mortgage bonds have been sold ex- 
cept $45,000. and as the club has had more money on 
hand during the construction of the building up to the 
present time than was needed, no effort has been made 
to sell the balance of these bonds. Your committee feel 
confident that there will be no difiiculty in disposing of 
these bonds, especially as none have been offered to 
contractors. 

Your committee have given most careful consideration 
to the question of further reducing the cost of the build- 
ing by modifying its character, both as to size, interior 
arrangement and construction, and are convinced that 
it is not feasible to do so, bearing in mind the necessities 
of the club and having in view fitting dignity of design, 
conjoined with adequacy of accommodation, simplicity 
of construction and perfection of detail in all the ap- 
pointments requisite for a club of this character. 

The site of thd net¥ clubhouse is undoubtedly one of 
thd finest ia the city. The recent real estate transactions 
of other slubs indicate that the club centre is rapidly 
moving uptown, aad the building contemplated would 
undoubtedly bs one of the finest clubhouses in the 
world, certainly in the city of New York. The efforts 
of your committee, extending through a period of 
nearly one year, during which they have held over 
forty meetings, have all been directed toward 
securing the best results with the least expenditure, 
and it now remains with the members of the club to 
insure the completion of the work by putting their 
shoulders to the wheel and raising the necessary funds. 
Your committee suggest the following plan for raising 
the additional funds required: 
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That the number of life memberships be increased to 
500. the price of such life memberships to be $500 each 
(being a reduction of $100 from the present price), and 
that authority be given for the issue of $150,000 in five- 
year 6 per cent, debenture bonds, payaHe five years 
from November i, 1896, or such proportion thereof as 
may be necessary pending the sale of the life mem- 
berships. Such bonds to be received at par at any 
time before November i, 1901, in payment of life mem' 
bership fees (should there be a vacancy), and when so 
received to be canceled. 

After the $150,000 have been raised, any income from 
life membership fees to be used only for the redemption 
of such debenture bonds. 

The club to retain the right to redeem any or all of 
said bonds, on any interest day, at 102 and accrued 
interest (unless purchasable by the club at a lower 
price). 

The increase of life memberships, within the limit 
of 500, to be in the discretion of the Board of Governors ; 
and the amendment of the Constitution authorizing the 
increase in number of such life memberships to contain 
a proviso that any vacancy arising therein from death or 
resignation, shall not be filled until the number of life 
members shall be reduced to 200. 

Up to the present time only 537 members have sub- 
scribed for the bonds necessary to insure the erection 
of the new clubhouse, and it is hoped that this plan, 
which offers an opportunity of acquirirg a life member- 
ship in; the club at the very reasonable figure of $500, 
will be generally approved. Respectfully submitted, 
The Building and Finance Committeb, 

By Jambs Whitely, Chairman. 

The recommendations and resolutions sug- 
gested by the Board were then read as follows: 

New York. May 22, 1896. 
To th! Members of the New York Athletic Club : 

Gentlemen — Your Board of Governors having care- 
fully considered the foregoing report of the Building and 
Finance Committee, heartily approves and adopts the 
same, and recommends the adoption of the measures 
therein set forth for the completion of the new club • 
house. 

Your Board further requests that it be lelieved frrm 
the supervision of the construction of the building, and 
recommends the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved^ That the report of the Board of Governors, 
dated May 22, 1896, be and the same hereby is ap- 
proved, and that the Board of Governors is hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue $150,000 in five 
year 6 per cent, debenture bonds, as therein recom- 
mended. 

A'esolved, That the Committee on Building and Fi- 
nance heretofore appointed by the Board of Governors 
be and it hereby is given full power and authority to 
proceed ^»*itt1 the construction of the new clubhouse at 
a cost not to exceed $63o.ooo. exclusive of architect's 



and experts* fees, vault privileges, borings and fur- 
nishings; and further be it 

Resolved, That the President and Secretary or Treas- 
urer of the club be and they are hereby authorised and 
directed to execute such contracts for said building, 
within the above limitation as to cost, as may be ap- 
proved by said Committee on Building and Finance. 
Respectfully submitted. 

The Board of Governors. 

It was then proposed by Mr. A. G. Mills, and 
seconded by General T. L. Watson, 

** That the report of the Board of Governors 
be received, and that the resolutions therein 
recommended be adopted." 

After the resolution had been passed, remarks 
urging concerted action by the club members 
to guarantee the erection of the new house 
were made by President Whitely, General Wat- 
son, Bartow S. Weeks and A. G. Mills. A 
meeting of the club to amend the Constitution 
increasing the life membership, was announced 
for June 8. 




NEW YORK A. C. CREWS WIN. 

SUCCESS crowned the efforts of the New 
York Athletic Club oarsmen in the Harlem. 
Regatta on Decoration Day, and the disappoint- 
ments of last season were fully compensated for. 

The Rowing Committee and Athletic Director 
Giannini have worked hard to retrieve the lost 
laurels of the club in this branch, and they are 
to be congratulated on the excellent showing 
made. Two victories were credited to the New 
York A. C , and its junior eight-oared crew 
was only beaten by a 'varsity crew, a defeat 
almost equivalent to victory, especially as an- 
other crew from the University of Pennsylvania 
finished in the rear of the New York eight. 

It was not expected that the crew of boys 
who carried the Mercury Foot would defeat the 
University of Pennsylvania eight, with all the 
advantages of training in their favor, and the 
principal interest centered in their race with 
the Bohemian crew. 
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When the crews were dispatched, the Penn- 
sylvania Varsity took the lead, rowing a strong 
and steady stroke, 38 to the minute. The New 
Yorks had second place, but lost it at the quar- 
ter to the Bohemians, and dropped to third 
place, the Pennsylvania freshman crew bring- 
ing up the rear. All were bunched abreast, 
with a difference of less than half a length be- 
tween the first and the last crews. 

At the half mile the New Yorks, who were 
rowing a very steady stroke, began to pick up,

and moved up to second place again, less than 
half a length behind the leaders. For a while 
it looked as if they would overtake them, but 
the Quakers quickened their stroke and crossed 
the line a length ahead of the New Yorkers. 
The Pennsylvania freshman crew was third, 
the Bohemians having dropped to the rear soon 
after the half mile. Time, 5 min. 8 sec. 

In the senior four-oared shell race the N. Y. 
A. C. four were W. H. Pinckney, bow; E.J. 



Keane, 2 ; F. W. Howard, 3, and J. R. Craw- 
ford, stroke. Against them were pitted crews 
from the Metropolitan Rowing Club and the 
First Bohemian Boat Club. Neither had a 
chance with the famous four from Travers 
Island, the New Yorks leading all the way 
and winning comfortably by over a length from 
the Metropolitans. The Bohemians gave up 
the struggle at half distance. Time, 5 min. 
29 1-2 sec. 

In the junior double-shell race P. L. Howard, 
bow, and R. H. Crawford, stroke, gained an 
easy victor>\ The Excelsior Boat Club, of 
Paterson, and the Wyanoke Boat Club were 
the other cltibs represented. 

The New York A, C. crew was well in the 
lead at the quarter mile when the Paterson 
crew was fouled by a barg;e from the Dauntless 
Rowing Club, whose coxswain steered across 
their course. The crews were called back and 
started again, the race resulting in an easy 
victory for the New York A. C. boys by ^bout 
six lengths. Time, 6 min. 4 sec. Captain Bar- 
tow S, Weeks was referee of the r/sgatta. 

The success of 
the New York 
crews is a stim- 
ulus to further 
efforts, and good 
work may be ex- 
pected from the 
crews entered in 
the People's Re- 
gatta at Phila- 
delphia on July 
4. The junior 
eight should, on 
public form, 
graduate from 
that class, in which case they will probably be 
entered in the intermediate eight-oared race 
at the regatta of the National Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen at Saratoga. 

The senior four may be confidently relied 
upon to continue their victorious career at 
Philadelphia, and again secure possession of 
the cup presented by Mr. Thomas H. Down- 
ing, and will then try for National honors at 
Saratoga.

As it was, only one 
accident occurred, Mr. W. E. McCredy landing 
in a ditch with no worse results than a bruised 
ankle and a broken wheel. Among the spec- 
tators were many old-timers of the New York 
Athletic Club, Ex-Prcsident Jennings S. Cox 



and Mr. Elliott Burris were a couple of the 
most promment among these. The latter not 
only took part in the coasting race, proving 
himself quite an adept, but his son Theodore 
also coasted on a good old ordinary, imported 
especially for the occasion. 

Since the event was suggested there has been 
much discussion as to the advantage of light or 
heavy men in the contest. The result exploded 
the theory that weight is an advantage, for the 
light men were all to the fore in the race. 
Many of the heavy-weights must have dis- 
covered that their chances were at a discount, 
and failed to take part. Mr. John Seymour 
Wood and Mr. Louis Orr were, however, a 
couple of exceptions who tempted fate only to 
be defeated.

FENCING. 

THE dinner of the Amateur Fencers' League 
of America was held in the clubhouse 
May 6. A very enjoyable evening was spent. 
One of the principal features after dinner was 
the presentation to Mr. S. T. Shaw, the gener- 
ous patron of the sport, of a very fine medal. 
Mr. Shaw was successful in winning the club 
championship this year, defeating such fine 
fencers as C. G. Bothner, G. Kavanagh and Dr. 
J. T. Kemp. Shaw and Bothner tied on the 
first round with eight points each. 

The junior championship took place on May 
21, and some new blood was introduced in the 
contest. The struggle between the first three 
men was very close indeed, each of them defeat- 
ing two of the three men with whom they 
fenced.

WEFER'S GREAT RUNNING. 

THE feature of the Intercollegiate games on 
May 30 was the wonderful running of 
Bernard J. Wefers in the sprint races. The 
performances of all amateurs pale before the 
record made by him in the 220-yard dash, and 
it is doubtful if even the great professional 
Hutchens, if he had run the distance against 
time, could have beaten the marvelous figures 
of 21 1-5 seconds made by Wefers. 

Some idea of the relative value of the per- 
formance can be gained by the fact that the 
second man, H. S. Patterson, was beaten ten 
yards by the winner, yet Patterson finished the 
distance in 22 1-5 seconds, fast enough to win 
most Intercollegiate races. Wefers also won 
the loo-yard race easily, equaling the world's 
record of 9 4-5 seconds. 

Men who have carried the colors of the New 
York Athletic Club were also to the fore in the 
other events. T. B. Burke, another Interna- 
tional winner, won the quarter-mile race in 
50 2-5 seconds. His runner-up was T. R. 
Fisher, the young brother of Bob and Jack 
Fisher, who ran a gallant and remarkable race 
for his freshman year. 

In the one-mile run George Jarvis, who has 
been under a spell since he won the Metro- 
politan championship mile for the New York 
Athletic Club in 1894, showed that he had 
regained his form by beating Orton two 
yards, the last quarter being run in 60 2-5 
seconds. L. P. Sheldon not only won the broad 
jump, but furnished a great surprise in the low 
hurdle race, in which he finished a close second 
to the record holder, Bremer, losing his chance 
of victory by striking the eighth hurdle while 
a trifle in the lead. 

C. Chadwick placed the hammer-throwing 
contest to the credit of Yale. The New Haven 
University completely vanquished her opponents 
in the point contest, scoring more than the joint 
total made by Harvard and the University of 
Pennsylvania. 
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NEW YORK A. C. RACING TEAM. 

DURING the past month Captain Bartow S. 
Weeks has been arduously engaged 
organizing a cycling team to represent the club 
on the racing path this season. Though the 
club has had many fast cyclists among its 
members, they have only raced spasmodically

during the past few seasons, and have re- 
ceived but little official encouragement and no 
special trainer to instruct and look after them 
in their work. 

The stringent amateur rules recently drawn 
by the League of American Wheelmen was the 



incentive which prompted the formation of a 
racing team. Under the new regime it is dis- 
tinctly understood that amateur cyclists must 
pay their own traveling expenses, and even 
their own entrance fees. This insures a class 
of competitors on the amateur circuit entirely 
different from those who raced as amateurs 
under the easy-going rules of previous years. 

A team of five young men have now been 
selected to carry the Mercury Foot in the New 
York State circuit races who are well and favor- 
ably known both in club and racing circles, 
and they may be depended on to bring credit to 
the club wherever they compete. Mr. W. B. 
Young, who will accompany the team as trainer 
and manager, is known throughout the United 
States, and in 1894 had charge of Titus, who 
won the five-mile National championship, and 
also broke the amateur hour record. 

In 1895 Young trained C. M. Murphy, who 
also won the five-mile championship. 

The following are the dates and places of the 
meet: 

June 6, Fredonia; 9, Rochester; 11, Geneva; 
13, Ilion; 15 and 16, Utica; 18, Little Falls; 20, 
Cohoes; 22, Troy; 23, Saratoga Springs; 24, 
Albany; 27, Brooklyn. 

A brief record of the members of this team 
is as follows: 

IRWIN A. POWELL 

is the son of Dr. Seneca D. Powell, chairman of the 
Bicycle Committee. He began racing in 1892 and won 
the loter-Scbolastic championship and half-mile junior 
championship of America that year. He won several 
races in 1893. defeating, among others, P. P. Goodman, 
the Inter- Collegiate champion. In 1894 he won every 
school race except at the I. S. A. A. games, where he 
fell, and also won the New Jersey A. C. a d New York 
A. C. mile and two-mile handicaps. Powell won the 
I.S.A.A. championship in 1895, and the championship of 
Greater New York, and the mile handicap at Plainfield, 
doing 2:15 from the fifty yard mark in his heat. He 
has started in over thirty races, and was unplaced but 
once, not including seven falls. 

GEORGE E. RUPPERT 

commenced riding in 1894, and won the Inter-Scholastic 
championship that year in 2:40 2-5, breaking the school 
record. In 1895, at Asbury Park, he won the one mile 
handicap from scratch in 2:25 1-5, also the Columbia 
University championship and several other important 
events. Ruppert is 21 years of age, and a very promis- 
ing rider. 
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G. B. UNDERHILL. 

G. B. Underbill is a Columbia University student, 
only 19 years of age. and the youngest member of the 
New York A. C. team. He has only been racing since 
last year, but has shown wonderful speed and stamina 
for one so young. At Asbury Park, May 30, 1895, he 
won his novice race against a big field in 2:33 1-5, run-

ning second in the half-mile handicap the same day. 
On June 2 he won the 2:40 class at Trenton, N. J., from 
such men as Douglas, Ruppert and others. At Prince- 
ton games. May 23, i8q6. he ran second in the five-mile 
scratch race, beating Fearing, his college mate. 

H K. BIRD 

commenced riding in 1891, and won an indoor Inter- 
Scholastic safety championship. He won a novice race 
from sixty contestants, beating Von Lengerke, who 
shortly after won the great Irvington-Millburn race by 
several lengths. Bird held the two-mile collegiate 
record, as well as the Columbia College championship 
and record. In 1894 out of ten starts he won five firsts, 
three seconds and one third, defeating the best Class A 



riders of the year. In 1895, owing to several bad falls. 
Bird was forced to leave the track, but this year gives 
promise of regaining his past form. He is particularly 
speedy for short distances. 

RAY DAWSON 

has been racing for several years and is credited with 
being one of the best handicap riders in this vicinity. 
He has carried the winged foot to the fore many times. 
His most important win last year was the half-mile 
championship of New Jersey. On Decoration Day ' 
(May 30, '96), he won two-mile and three-mile handicaps 
from scratch in 5 :oi and 7:42. He now attends Stevens 
Institute and resides at Boonton, N. J. 



CYCLING NOTES. 

The following will be found of value to cyclists who 
want to know how fast they are going by simply look- 
ing at their watch for a few seconds. The time con- 
stant of a bicycle may be found by multiplying /^ 
into the gear of the bicycle. Thuft the time constant 
of a bicycle whose gear is s6 is 5x56 ^•28=10 seconds. 

Here are the constants for bicycles of thirteen differ- 
ent gears:

All that the wheelmatf on a bicycle, or an observer 
some distance off, need do to find the rate of speed of a 
bicycle, is to count the number of times he presses 
down one of his feet during the time constant of the 
wheel. Thus, if he presses down his foot fourteen 
times i a twelve seconds (the time constant), he is travel- 
ing at the rate of fourteen miles an hour. A cyclist 
may sometimes with advantage use ten times the time 
constant of his bicycle. When this is done, the number 
counted must be divided by ten. This is done simply 
by regarding the right-hand figures as tenths of miles. 
Thus a person counts 134 down strokes of his foot in 
ten times the time constant of his bicycle. He is then 
riding at the rate of 13.4 miles an hour. 

Mr. J. H. Hanson won the prize for the most trips to 
Travers Island and return during the months of March, 
April and May. Twenty-eight trips were made by him 
in the three months. The total mileage made amounted 
to 1,077 miles. Mr. Hanson's greatest activity was 
shown in April, when in the eight eligible days he 
made sixteen trips. On April 12 and 26 Mr. Hanson 
made the journey three times, covering 108 miles each 
day.

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MANY VICTORIES FOR N. Y. A. C. 
ATHLETES. 

ALTHOUGH only a small team of athletes 
have been in training at Travers Island, 
the New York Athletic Club colors have been 
frequently in front at most of the important 
athletic meetings during July. 

In addition to the all-around championship 
at Bayonne and the relay race at Philadelphia, 
many winning brackets were earned on July 4. 

H. S. Lyons was easily the star of the day 
at the People's sports in Philadelphia. 
Besides being on the winning relay team, he 
won the quarter-mile handicap from scratch 
in 51 2-5 seconds, and the 22oyard handicap 
from 13 yards in 21 2-5 seconds. S. K. Gerard 
finished second in the latter event. R. Shel- 
don was second from scratch in the shot-put- 
ting contest with the creditable put of 42 feet 
2 inches. ^ 

At the New Jersey Athletic Club games, M. 
P. Halpin, who is running better than ever, 
won the 100-yard handicap from the three- 
yard mark in 10 1-5 seconds. He also finished 
third in the 220-yard handicap. On the same 
day, at Albany, C. H. Kilpatrick won the half- 
mile handicap from scratch. 

At the Cuban Carnival games, on July 7, 
Halpin won the 220-yard handicap with an 
allowance of 11 yards on Wefers, who did not 
start, and A. B. Dalby at last broke the streak 
of ill luck which always kept him in second 



place by winning the half-mile handicap from 
35 yards in i minute 58 3-5 seconds. 

At the Institute Athletic Club games, on July 
II, only places fell to the share of the New 
York Athletic Club representatives, Halpin tak- 
ing second in the 100 and McCrae third in the 

2 20 yard handicaps. 

The team took a trip to Stamford, on July 
18, where no one had the temerity to oppose 
the following team in the relay race: G. M. 
Sands, A. B Dalby, H. S. Lyons and C. H. 
Kilpatrick. The men ran over the course in 

3 minutes 48 seconds. A. B. Dalby won the 
quarter-mile handicap from the 18-yard mark in 
the smart time of 48 2-5 seconds. McCrae fin- 
ished second and Lyons third. 

The St. George Athletic Club games closed 
the campaign for the month with a popular vic- 
tory for K. F. McCrae in the 300-yard handicap. 
The Australian showed a trace of his true form. 
George Sands, who finished third, also showed 
evidence of returning to championship form. 
L. P. Sheldon took second place in the high 
jump, and E. B. Bloss gave an exhibition hop- 
step-and-jump of 46 feet 3 inches at the same 
meeting.

MR. DANIEL D. YOUMANS. 

IT is with feelings of the deepest regret that 
we refer to the sudden death in Norway 
of Daniel D. Youmans under most distressing 
circumstances. Mr. Youmans -was deservedly- 
one of the most popular men in the New York 
Athletic Club. Everyone who came in contact 
with him admired the sterling qualities which 
were apparent in his every action. 

The energy which made Mr. Youmans a suc- 
cessful bus'.ness man has been partly devoted 
for the past three years to the good of the New 
York Athletic Club, and his associates on the 
Board of Governors will miss his counsel at 
their meetings as much as his host of friends 
will feel his absence from the social gatherings 
of the club. 

At a meeting of the Board of Governors the 
following was spread upon the minutes : 

**The New York Athletic Club has been 
advised of the death of Daniel D. Youmans 
while traveling abroad. The announcement of 
his death was a shock to all of the members of 
the club, and the sudden manner of his demise 
made it hard to realize that the club had lost 
one of its most staunch and valued members. . 

** Mr. Youmans joined the New York Athletic 
Club in 1889. He was elected to the Board of 
Governors in 1893, ^^^ i^ ^^94 became Chair- 
man of the Committee on Admissions, as well 
as a member of the House Committee. In 1896 
he was appointed as Chairman of the Office and 
Auditing Committee, and occupied that position, 
as well as a member of the House Committee, 
at the time of his death. He was always de- 
voted to the interests of the club; always active 
in and attentive to the performance of his 
duties, and his counsels were those of a conserva- 
tive, thoughtful and conscientious man. This 
club has met with a serious loss in his death, 
and in placing its tribute to his worth upon 
record, desires also to express to his family its 
most sincere sympathy in their bereavement." 

In addition to holding a prominent position 
in the New York Athletic Club, Mr. Youmans 
was a member of the Colonial and Republican 
Clubs. He was also a member of the Ameri- 



can Museum of Natural History and the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, and one of the princi- 
pal movers in the Blooming Grove Park Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Youmans has for many years been a 
director of the Oriental Bank, and Treasurer 
of the Church of the Divine Paternity. 

His re-election to these offices occurred as a 
matter of course, and it is a source of gratifica- 
tion at the present moment to think that one of 
the greatest tributes to his worth was paid by 




the New York Athletic Club when its members 
re-elected him to the Board on an opposition 
ticket while Mr. Youmans was traveling in 
Europe and was not even aware of his nomi- 
nation. 

The hat trade, of which Mr. Youmans was 
such a prominent member, met in convention 
since his death. Many speeches of regret were 
made, and the following is one of several resolu- 
tions which show how highly our fellow member 
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was regarded by his commercial brethren : **That 
in the death of Mr. Youmans the trade has lost 
one who, by his integrity of character, ability 
and application to business, and enterprise as a 
merchant, lifted its standard and maintained its 
dignity as an important factor in the commer- 
cial world. " 

CYCLE ROUTE TO TRAVERS 
ISLAND. 

BY WILSON R. YARD. 

FROM the Cycle House we wheel up the 
Boulevard to io6th Street, then east to 
Central Park, emerge from the Park at 1 1 oth 
Street, and follow Seventh Avenue to ii6th 
Street ; we then turn to the left upon 
St Nicholas Avenue, and make a long, 
gradual ascent over smooth macadam to i6ist 
Street. Taking the west fork, we cross the 
cable-road into the Kingsbridge road, traverse 
Washington Heights, turn in at Christ's 
Hotel and cross Washington Bridge. Leav- 
ing the bridge, we turn to the left, 
pass the Ogden estate, swing to the right 
through Featherbed Lane, shaded with oaks 
and elms, then turn to the left on the Macomb's 
Dam road, where, at the top of the hill, we 
pass on the left the old stone mansion of the 
Morrises ; then down the hill and by ** Fairlawn" 
and the Berkeley Oval. Now the way leads up 
a slight hill, ihi-ough a bower of trees, and 
presently brings us to the Fordham Landing 
road, where we turn to the right, over the 
aqueduct, cross Jerome Avenue, and run 
down hill to Fordham. Crossing the sunken 
tracks of the Harlem Railroad we go out 
Pelham Avenue, passing, on the left, the 
extensive grounds of St. John's College. Now 
comes a gradual ascent, and then a race down 
the hill, across the Southern Boulevard and the 
bridge over the Bronx. To the left lies Bronx 
Park, with the Lorillard mansion and the old 
snuff mill close by. Proceeding over a slight 
rise, we find that the road forks. The branch 
to the left leads to the park ; the right fork, 
which we follow, leads over the hill and through 
the small settlement of Bronxdale, where we 
cross the old Boston road and keep straight out, 



following the trolley-line to Mt. Vernon as far 
as Morris Park, where the track bends sharply 
to the right, toward West Farms. Leaving 
the rails, we keep straight on by the handsome 
race track, down the hill under the New Haven 
Railroad, and turn to the left into Westchester, 
following the street-car line on Westchester 
Avenue straight into the village, which has 
little to detain us except the beautiful shaded 
old graveyard around the handsome church. 

Leaving Westchester Village we follow the 
main street on to the bridge crossing Westches- 
ter Creek, then turn to the left where the road 
branches. 

Beyond Westchester Creek our route (the 
Pelham road) makes a gradual ascent of a bluff, 
skirting the broad salt-meadows along the creek 
verge. 

A short distance farther, where the road 
turns, there stands a wayside inn, built in 1753. 
We bear to the right beyond this relic of 
colonial good cheer, and up over the hill 
through a little settlement, and then enter Pel- 
ham Bay Park. From here on through the 
Park the road has been broadened and im- 
proved as •* Pelham Parkway;" beyond the 
Park the Pelham road resumes its name. The 
Parkway is now in fine condition, and offers 
good wheeling; it leads us rapidly across a 
stretch of shoreland, then up a slight hill, and 
down on the Pelham Bay bridge. 

We wheel along a shady avenue through 
Bartow, where a road leads to the right to City 
Island and to pretty spots along the shore of 
Pelham Bay Park. 

Beyond Bartow, which is ensconced in large 
woods, comes another bit of salt-meadow, 
where, to the right, we catch a distant view of 
Long Island Sound; and after that a rising 
stretch, where the riding is not more than pass- 
able among park improvements, until we reach 
the stone-pillared entrance to Hunter Island, 
now a part of the Park, but not long ago the 
homestead of an old family, who had here a 
finely cultivated estate. 

The road now bends to the left down into a 
little dell, then around and up a slight hill to 
Pelham Priory, deep among the trees, op- 
posite which is the entrance to Travers Island.

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OPENING OF HUCKLEBERRY 
ISLAND. 

THE pomp and ceremony for which the tribe 
of Huckleberry Indians are justly famous 
were brought into play on July 12, when the 
Island was formally opened for the season. A 
grand success must be chronicled ; in fact, the 
greatest in the history of this great people.

The eight, six, fours, doubles, 
pairs and singles were quickly manned and 
headed for the scene of revelry, until no craft 
remained but the flat-bottomed ferry boats, and 
even one of these was pressed into service by a 
belated Indian 

The cargo of supplies had been landed early, 
including the clam steamer presented by E. P. 
Reynolds to his clansmen. Frank Roe's naphtha 
launch also made frequent trips, carrying pro- 
visions which were found necessary to appease 
the appetites of the ravenous horde. 



After the Indians had gorged themselves 
until they were ashamed to look a clam in the 
face, and disported themselves to their heart's 
content in the sad sea waves, Commander-in- 
Chief Bob Kammerer marshaled his forces and 
surrounded King Schaefer, who, in response to 
the cheers which greeted him, addressed his 
subjects in this manner: 

** Fellow Indians and Lunatics — This im- 
mense gathering marks a new era in the history 
of the Huckleberry Indians, and it is our duty 
to suitably recognize it. During our winter's 
exile from the happy hunting grounds of soft 
clams and sunburn, I have tried to fit myself 
for the leadership of this great tribe. In pur- 
suit of knowledge I have, though no cannibal, 
devoured all authors of Indian literature from 
J. Fennimore Cooper to Richard Croker, but 
can find no trace of any Indian nation that 
owned a flag. Let the Huckleberries be the 
first to possess a standard. I take pleasure in

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presenling to the tribe a flag thoroughly emble- 
matic of our origin and purpose. Defend it 
with your lives, and while it waves over you in 
your feasts do not consider your duty done until 
the last clam in the steamer has been dispatched 
and every keg stands on its head." 

After the cheering had subsided General 
Cable was summoned from the ranks. He ac- 
cepted the flag in a few well chosen words, and 
the presentation ceremony then concluded with 
the execution of the German Fifth March.

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N. Y. A. C. WINS THE POWELL CUP. 

QUARTERN-MILE running has always been 
a strong forte of the New York Athletic 
CluD athletes, and the team that went to Phil- 
adelphia, on July 4, to compete for the Powell 
Cup in the one-mile relay race were well quali- 
fied to sustain the reputation of the club.

Harry Wheeler, who. with C. M. Murphy, the old 
New York A. C. racer, recently invaded Europe under 
the management and trainership of W. B. Troy, who 
had charge of the New York A. C. championship team 
in 1 890-9 z, has returned from Paris. Wheeler's home- 
coming Ifeas made sooner than expected on account of 
the illness of his father. In speaking of the European 
riders, Wheeler says: '* Jaap Eden is the fastest man in 



Europe. They are riding in remarkable form over 
there, and I don't think that our men have much of a 
chance. The conditions there are so different. The 
Frenchmen ride high gears^anywhere from 86 to 96. 
Then the American wheels are not exactly suited for 
those tracks. The Municipal track in Paris has such 
high embankments that our low-built machines handi- 
capped us considerably. They ride high wheels, and 
that helps them on the banked corners." 

It was gratifying to the sportsman who was at Man- 
hattan Beach on July 25 to observe the enormoua 
crowd of Metropolitans that turned out to the meet. It 
has been estimated that the assemblage numbered all the 
way from five to twelve thousand souls, and a more 
enthusiastic and jubilant audience has not been seen 
in the vicinity of New York for many years. It showed 
that the interest in cycling as a sport in place of dying 
out, as has been claimed among New Yorkers, is, on the 
contrary, growing in intensity. When the New York, 
policemen won over competitors from various cities in 
the country, the gjand stand simply went wild. 

Eluott Burris, New York A. C. , managing director 
of Humber & Co. , America, Ltd., sailed Wednesday with 
a member of his staff on the steamship New York. Mr. 
Burris' object is to take his superintendent through- 
the several Humber factories abroad in order that such 
improvements may be made in the Westboro factory as- 
are practical in handling American machinery and the 
employment of American workmen.

Elliott Mason, the substantial, persevering and 
always-on-the-spot manager of the Pope Company's- 
Warren Street branch, is fishing for two weeks in 
Canadian waters. Of all the cycling trade representa- 
tives In New York few possess more admirable traits- 
than does Mason. He cares little for print-notoriety, 
and it is doubtful if his photograph has ever been pub- 
lished more than once. He has developed in a high 
degree the faculty of strictly minding his own business. 
He does not believe in gas vocabulary. He is the acme 
of conservatism, is free from gossip, and does not run 
down his competitors. — The Wheel, July 17. 

Mr. a. W. W. Evans recently made an attempt to- 
reduce his own American road record for 100 miles. 
After riding for awhile a downpour of rain necessitated 
his abandoning the attempt for the time being. He 
will make another attempt on August 10. 

George E. Ruppert. of the New York A. C, rode 
a mile paced by a '* quint" at Manhattan beach on July 
25, in I min. 55 2-5 sec. This is faster than the amateur 
record, but will not be officially recognized as only one 
timer held a watch on the trial. 

Mr. Wilson R. Yard is the author of two books, pub- 
lished by Rand, McNally & Co., entitled "Handy 
Guide to the Country Around New York" and ** Road 
Maps and Cycling Guide of Westchester County.'"

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NATIONAL CHAMPIONS. 

THE NEW YORK ATHLETIC CLUB EIGHT AND DOUBLE 
WIN HONORS AT SARATOGA. 

SINCE the memorable year in which the 
famous •* chippie " crew of the New York 
Athletic Club won the junior, intermediate and 
senior races in one season, no more popular 
victories have been gained by the club oars- 
men than those achieved at Saratoga on the 
occasion of the National Regatta on August 
1 2th and 13th. 

Unusual interest attached to the races this 
year in which the New York Athletic Club 
had entries from the fact that the men com- 
prising the eight were entirely new men, and, 
after the pattern of the old ** chippies," had 
shown promising form in the first few weeks of 
their training, bidding fair to develop, with a 
few more years of experience, into as good a 
crew as the ** chippies/' which is considered the 



standard of excellence in the aquatic depart- 
ment of the club. The success achieved by 
the new crew is the more remarkable as, in ad- 
dition to their all being new men, they were 
unable to avail themselves of the preliminary 
practice in the rowing machines of the gym- 
nasium, as they were out of order at the time 
that the crew commenced the light gymnastic 
work and initial practice of swing, which is one 
feature of the coaching of Athletic Director 
Giannini. 

A point which indicates that the eight will 
achieve great success in the future is the ster- 
ling racing qualities of the men, who, though 
they may lack in essential points in practice 
work — notably form, swing and determination — 
develop an entirely superior style when the 
eventful time for the race arrives. A crew of 
this kind may always be depended upon to im- 
prove with age, and place many more victories 
to the credit of the club. 
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contest. In spite of this they rowed a remark- 
able race, but it naturally rendered them more 
tired at the finish than they would have been 
bad the water been smooth. They rowed with a 
boat two inches narrower than that of the Lau- 
reate crew, their opponents, and, of course, 
shipped more water. The New York boys took 
the lead from the start, though rowing a slow 
stroke, and quickly increased their advantage 
to a length. They were content to hold this 
advantage until one and a quarter miles of the 
course had been covered; then Coxswain Smyth 
called for a spurt and the boys responded 
nobly, showing their real calibre by adding an- 
other length to their lead in less than twenty 
strokes. As may be noticed in the illustration 
of the finish of the race, the boys stopped row- 
ing as they reached the finish flags and floated 
over the line the winners by two and one- 
quarter lengths in 8 minutes and 26 seconds. 
The following was the winning crew : W. W. 
Griffith (bow), G. Kollstede, G. F. Grant, E. 
Crawford, T. E. Tomlinson, F. V. Dobbins, 
A. G. Fry, S. M. Seamon (stroke), D. G. Smyth 
(coxswain). 

In the intermediate doubles, Crawford and 
Howard started off with a very fast stroke of 40 
to the minute. It was scarcely a wise proceeding, 
and, coupled with the rough water, rendered 
them very tired at the finish when they had 
slowed to 32. The race needs no description, 
as our boys simply went away from the begin- 
ning, and won by eight lengths in 9 minutes 
and 21 seconds. The Pennsylvania Barge 
Club was second, the Vesper Boat Club, of 
Philadelphia, was third, three lengths behind, 
and the Crescent Boat Club, of Philadelphia, 
four lengths further in the rear. 

The second day's racing furnished the most 
interesting competition in the race for the 
senior doubles. Many reports have been pub- 
lished in which it would appear that the New 
York Athletic Club crew only won the race by 
a fluke, owing to the Vesper Boat Club, of 
Philadelphia, overshooting the stake before 
turning. The various distances which imagina- 
tive persons have estimated the Vespers to go 
over the mark before taking their turn would, 
if added together, have landed the crew clear 



on the shores of the lake. In fact, the circum- 
stances have become so distorted in the effort 
to prove how easily the Vespers would have 
won this race if it had not been for their mis- 
take in turning, that one eyewitness, to whom 
in ordinary cases every credence would be 
given, declared that even after this mishap the 
Vespers overtook the New Yorks and finished a 
dead heat with them, but that the race was 
awarded to the New Yorks. Unfortunately for 
this contention, the official time places the 
Vesper Boat Club 13 seconds behind the New 
York Athletic Club, or about four lengths. 
Under these circumstances a full description 
of the race will be interesting. At the start 
the New York Athletic Club crew, acting under 
the instruction of Athletic Director Giannini, 
rowed a long steady stroke and were soon a 
quarter of a length in the lead. A ding-dong 
race ensued to the buoy, which the New York 
crew reached first. The Vespers did overshoot 
their mark, but only so far that the New Yorks 
had only taken two strokes in turning when the 
Vespers began to turn. Starting on the return 
journey the New Yorks had a lead of about 
two lengths, which they increased at every 
stroke and won by a good four lengths. The 
winning crew were P. L. Howard, bow, and 
R. H. Crawford, stroke, and the time 9 minutes 
10 3-5 seconds. The eight-oared crew made a 
gallant bid for victory in the senior shell race, 
but the Baltimore crew had not rowed in the 
intermediate race the day before, and conse- 
quently were a little more fit for a hard strug- 
gle. At the end of the race the New Yorks, 
who had been some distance in the rear, rowed 
so hard and pluckily that they came within a 
length of scoring a double victory, and it is safe 
to say that should the two crews meet again 
the honors will rest with the wearers of the 
Mercury Foot. The time of the race was 7 min- 
utes 48 1-2 seconds, and the New York Athletic 
Club crew finished in 7 minutes 521-2 seconds.

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THE SWIMMING CHAMPIONSHIPS. ATHLETES DEFEAT RESIDENTS. 



THE amateur swimming championships of 
America took place at the Wayne Nata- 
torium, Pennsylvania, on August 22. The New 
York Athletic Club swimmers took second 
place in both events, premier honors being won 
by the members of the Chicago Athletic Asso- 
ciation. 

In the hundred yards Whittaker, of Chicago, 
went away with the lead and at fifty yards was 
two yards in front of Percy Dickey. The New 
Yorker soon began to overhaul Whittaker and 
was almost on level terms at eighty yards 
when the Chicagoan ran into one of the posts 
bordering the course. After a moment of hesi- 
tation Whittaker got a push-off from the stake, 
which offset the delay, and a desperate race 
ended in his favor by a few inches. The time, 
I min. 13 2-5 sec, was fast, considering the cir- 
cumstances. 

There were seven starters for the mile race. 
F. A. Wenck, of the New York A. C, was the 
favorite, but B. A. Hart, an Englishman, 
wearing the cherry circle of the Chicago A. A , 
surprised the spectators by his peculiar and 
powerful stroke. He swims a combination 
breast-side stroke, but more of a breast than a 
side stroke, as his legs are drawn exactly as in 
the breast style, and he has a fine, powerful, 
wide kick. He submerges his head at the 
beginning of the kick and draws his arms back- 
ward, not like a breast stroke, but alternately 
like the side stroke, each arm describing some- 
what of a circle, one of the arms covering a 
larger or greater distance than the other, the 
only part of the movement like a side stroke. 

Hart led all the way and won by sixty yards 
from Wenck, who beat S. B, French, of the 
Knickerbocker A. C, by twenty yards, for the 
place. Time, 30 min. 27 3-5 sec. 



SEEKING new worlds to conquer, the Ath- 
letes of the club issued a challenge to the 
** Regular Boarders" for an eight-oared shell 
race. 

The defi was promptly accepted by the 
Boarders, in whose ranks were oarsmen, cham- 
pions in their palmy days, but now, through a 
steady course of training on club dinners, un- 
willing, as a rule, to indulge in any more 
laborious way of speeding o'er the water than 
sitting in the stem of a steam launch or haul- 
ing on the main sheet of a yacht. 

The race took place over a half-mile course 
on the evening of August 19. By a little 
strategy the Athletes induced Campbell Smyth, 
who had been selected to coxswain the R. B.'s, 
to sit in their boat, and then rowed off with the 
popular little coxswain. The opposition crew 
were forced to retain W. H. Pinckney, whose 
weight told when added to that of Jim Cremins 
and Frank Roe. 

It was a proud moment for the Boarders 
when they took the lead at the start, but the 
novelty of rowing soon wore off, and after 
gaining half a length on the track team, the 
coxswain of the Boarders noticed that his boat 
was carrying several passengers. The Athletes 
passed the tired residents and at the finish won 
by half a length. Time, 2 min. 40 sec.

Probably no cycle contest ever held in this coun- 
try has more positively focused the interest of 
cyclists on the merits m particular makes of wheels 
than the finely and equitably managed coasting 
event given under the auspices of the Metropolitan 
Association of Cycling Clubs, at Pompton Turn- 
pike, near Montdair, N. J., Saturday, August 8th. 
ultimo. Contrary to usual practice, this* contest 
was decided in heats, the final heat narrowing 
down to three men, each riding a different make of 
wheel, Mr. Harry A, Woodward, on a Humber 
Roadster, being among the number. The condi- 
tions of the contest provided that no special me- 
chanical appliances were to be used that would 
tend to increase the speed. Whatever latitude may 
have been allowed in this direction in former 
<ontests, there certainly was none allowed in this. 
At any rate, the dictum was followed !|^ the case of 
the two Humber Roadsters, entered and respec- 
tively ridden by Mr. H. A. Woodward and Mr. C. 
K. Alley. Both were regularly equipped Humber 
Roadsters, stripped of toolbags and unnecessary 
paraphernalia, geared to seventy inches, the same 
^s when they left the factory, and had been ridden 
all the season by Messrs. Woodward and Alley, 
respectively. 

Mr. Woodward's triumphal win was an eminently 
fair one, and added one more to the thousands 
upon thousands of instances tending to demonstrate 
the easy running qualities of Humbers. 

It is worthy of note that three different makes of 
cycles entered in this contest, outside of Humbers, 
were equipped with Humber chains. 

From all parts of the country where this admir- 



able wheel is known, the testimony is in the same 
strain—" It is a revelation to cyclists when they 
mount one for the first time." 

Those who witnessed the coasting match by 
members of the New York Athletic Club, will 
remember that alter all competitors had finished, 
a certain party coasted down the hill, and landed 
some distance beyond the mark made by the 
winner. The ways some people adopt in deceiving 
the public were illustrated in the advertisements 
immediately published, that a certain party on a 
certain make of cycle, had out-coasted all others in 
the New York Athletic Club match, witholding the 
fact that the party had taken a flying start, that 
the competitors in the contests were all started 
from standing position, that the party Is not a 
member of the Club, and was, therefore, ineligible 
as a contestant. 

Mr. Harry Woodward, the manager of Humber 
& Co.'s Fifth Avenue Depot, was so incensed by 
the action of this party, that he followed him up 
until he succeeded in getting on a match with him. 
Mr. Woodward allowed the party to select the 
hill and name conditions of the contest. Both 
started at the same time from a standing position. 
Mr. Woodward's competitor did not rush to the 
press with advertisements of the result of this bona- 
fide match. 



HUMBER REPUTE. 

Away back before the Christian era began, in 
the year 43, Publlus Syrus gave utterance to the 
truism, ^^ A good reputation is more valuable than 
money." Many variations have been struck on 
this theme since that time by Christian, pagan and 
secular writers. It has been sung in verse, chanted 
in prose and indelibly graven in national and in- 
dividual experiences. Never disputed, it stands 
an ever-present fact for all time. There is, it will 
be observed, nothing qualifying in the observation 
beyond the great strength embodied in the word 
"good." Reputation has many varying aspects, 
many degrees of quality, but none so eminently 
expressive and so thoroughly indicative of respect 
as the prefixed little word "good."

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CYCLING NOTES. 

Ray Dawson, of the New York Athletic Club, was 
very successful at the race meet of the Associated Cycle 
Clubs of New Jersey, on August 8. His victories were : 
First in one mile; time, 2 min. 18 sec. First in t>»o 
miles ; time, 4 min. 35 sec. First in five miles ; time, 
II min. 53 sec. Third in one-third of a mile; time, 44 
sec. All the races were for the championship of New 
Jersey. 

Ray Dawson continued his successful career at 
lliddletown. N. Y., on August 26, winning every event 
open to all amateurs at the meet of the Barnes Wheel- 
men. In the half-mile he defeated W. H. Owens, of 
the Knickerbocker A. C, a well-known local crack, in 
I min. 4^ sec. The mile was won by Dawson in 2 min. 
i6>^ sec, with W. S. Slavin, of Suffern, second, and 
W. A. Barbeau, of the Riverside Wheelmen, third. In 
the five-mile handicap Ray Dawson and Barbeau were 
on the scratch mark. The New York A. C. man was 
again successful, the Riverside wheelman only finish- 
ing third. The time was 14 min. ii^ sec. 

At the National Circuit meet of the Bridgeport 
Wheel Club on August 28, Ray Dawson again carried 
off the honors of the day in the amateur class and 
proved a worthy successor to Irwin A. Powell, who was 
carrying all before him at the spring meets prior to the 
accident which has since incapacitated him for racing. 
In the mile-open amateur race, Ray Dawson won in 



a min. 14 2-5 sec. ; the Riverside crack, Barbeau, was 
third. Dawson also won the two-mile handicap in 
4 min. 28 sec, conceding long starts to his opponents. 

When a machine is left standing for a long period — 
say for several weeks or months — it is wise to turn the 
wheels occasionally, so that the weight may not always 
be borne by the same part of the tire. . It tends to in 
jure the tires if the machine rests too long on one part. 

Even pedaling produces easy steering; varying the 
pedal pressure has a corresponding influence on the 
straight running of the steering wheel. 

The Gorge Road, where so many ignorant, brakeless 
and foolhardy riders have met with accidents, is the 
subject of an article in the current issue of TAe WheeL 

The Gorge Road leads down from the Palisades, leav- 
ing the main road between Fort Lee and Guttenberg, 
to the Old Bull's Ferry, from which boats run to Forty- 
second Street, New York, at long intervals. 

Why anyone should wish to take so unpromising a 
route to the city when the fine road to Nungesser^s and 
thence on the Hudson County Boulevard stretches out 
so invitingly before him, is beyond comprehension. 
Notwithstanding it is a little further to the Weehawken 
Ferry by way of the Boulevard, yet the longest way 
round is the shortest way home sometimes, and it 
might do to add in this instance it is the safest and 
surest. The safest coarse is to steer clear of the 
treacheroy*; G^rgfe Road altojjrether.

THE LATE HEYWARD G. MEEKER. 

IT was only a few months ago that the death of 
one of the founders of the club, Mr. Jason H. 
Miller, was announced. It is with deep regret 
that we now chronicle the decease of another

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HOCKEY. 

THE Journal takes pleasure in announcing 
a new pastime for the wearers of the 
Mercury Foot in the game of hockey, adding 
another sport to the many fostered by the New 
York A. C. The game is practically scientific 
**shinney •* on ice skates, and is vastly popular 
with our cousins across the border, where ice 
skating is indulged in from the first of Decem- 
ber until late in the spring. 

A number of games were played in this 
vicinity last winter, meeting with such pro- 
nounced approval as to insure hockey a promi- 
nent place among winter sports. 

Members of the New York A. C. were largely 
instrumental for the introduction of the game 
to the New York public, as among the members 
of the team which proved successful in every 
game which it played last season were A. R. 
Pope, A. L. Fry, Beverley Bogert and E. M. 
Littell, conspicuous wearers of the Mercury 
Foot in aquatic and field sports. 

Recognizing the embryo talent in the club 
ranks, the Athletic Committee has decided to 
place a team in the field to represent the club, 
appreciating the fact that with the nucleus 
already developed in the club, a ** seven " may 
be formed that will prove second to none. 
Athletic Director Giannini, who has shown a 
keen interest in the game, has the matter in 
charge, and it is requested that all good skaters 
desiring to play will forward their names to him 
at once. 

The game will be found interesting to the most 
exacting critic, his attention being fully occupied 
through every moment of play. From the time 
the referee blows his whistle signifying the 
start, the spectators' nerves are kept at a tension 
not relaxed until the call of time, there being 
very little or nothing of the element of **time 
calls," which have proved such a fruitful cause 
for criticism in football. Occasionally a skate 
will be broken, necessitating five or ten min- 
utes' delay, which is fortunately, however, very 
rare ; or a player insisting on continually being 
off-side will be sent from the ice, causing a 
momentary stoppage. Otherwise the time is 
employed in brilliant rushes, quick checking 
and clever passing. 



Its requisites are few — a clear sheet of hard 
ice, invigorating atmosphere and a number of 
quick and steady skaters, who, when aided and 
abetted by an enthusiastic audience, will fur- 
nish as interesting an evening's entertainment 
as any sport lover could desire. 

The principles of the game are so simple 
as to be readily understood by even the most 
disinterested. Seven men compose a team — 
four forwards, or rushers, a cover-point (better 
understood, perhaps, by the term quarter-back), 
who backs up and feeds the forwards, a point 
whose main duty is to assist in goal defense, 
and a goal-keeper. Goal posts are erected at 
either end of a rink, placed six feet apart and 
not over four feet high, in which space the goal- 
keeper stands. Each player is equipped with a 
"stick," made preferably of second-growth ash, 
IjBngth to suit the holder, resembling in form, 
somewhat, a shepherd's crook, except it is less 
curved on the end, allowing for two or three 
inches play on the ice. An ordinary pair of 
skates will suffice, although the regulation 
*' hockey blade," its runner being almost 
straight, is better adapted for the quick turns 
and sudden stops necessary in the game. The 
**puck " is a circular disk of hard rubber nine 
inches in circumference and an inch thick, and 
it is the object of the game to place it through 
the opponent's goal posts. 

Unlike shinney, a better result is obtained by 
shoving or scooping the puck than by striking it; 
in fact, the rules do not permit of the stick being 
lilted higher than the shoulder. The main object 
of an expert player, and difficult of accomplish- 
mtmt, is to **lift" the puck, making it travel 
o^'er the heads of his opponents a distance of 
forty or fifty yards before striking the ice. It 
is the duty of the point and cover-point to 
**hft" whenever possible to facilitate keeping 
the puck in the vicinity of the opposition goal. 
Two halves of thirty minutes each constitute 
time of play, and the game is in charge of a 
referee and two umpires. 

The formation of a league for the Metropoli- 
tan District is now in progress, and arrange- 
ments have been made for two or three nights 
a week practice for the New York A. C. team 
at the St. Nicholas Rink, Sixty-sixth Street and 
Columbus Avenue, when some excellent sport 
may be anticipated. 
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A SUCCESSFUL STAG. 

PROBABLY the most successful stag that 
has ever occurred at the club took place on 
the evening of October 26th, after sixty or more 
wearers of the Mercury Foot attended in a body 
at the Broadway Theatre and extended a royal 
ovation to their clubmate, Mr. Richard F. Car- 
roll, who was there impersonating the char- 
acter of Pat O'Hara in the opera of *' Brian 
Boru." 

At the clubhouse the party was augmented by 
a number of guests and other members of the 
club, among whom were Mr. Charles Evans, 
proprietor of the Herald Square Theatre ; Mr. 
Fred C. Whitney, director of the Whitney 
Opera Company; Mr. Max Eugene, of the 
same company ; Mr. Van Rensellaer Wheeler, 
of the Daly *• Geisha" Company, and T. D. 
Asten, of London, England. 

Supper was served at midnight, Mr. Arthur 
J. Moore being toastmaster. After the repast 
Mr. Carroll was presented by the members 
present with a club scarf pin composed of rubies 
and diamonds. Mr. James B. Moore made the 
presentation address. He spoke in part as 
follows: 

**Mr. Chairman, Guests and Fellow Mem- 
bers — This certainly has been a great night for 
Ireland, and, to perpetrate an Irish bull, a cold 
day for the perfidious Sassenach, who must have 
felt this evening, when the wild minstrel Harp of 
Erin floated proudly over the prostrate British 
lion, as full of the blues as Pat O'Hara's left leg 
was * full of the divil.' 

** I am loath to begrudge another his merited 
success and bright future ; especially, too, when 
that other is his clubmate and friend. But I 
state to-night, without fear of serious animad- 
version, that I cordially envy Mr. Carroll the 
happy trend of circumstances that ordained 
that his should be the prophetic hand that laid 
low the British standard, and by implication 
heralded the fact that there would yet be an 
Irish Parliament on Dublin Green. 

**Many of us gathered here to-night are 
descendants of what was, not long ago in the 
history of nations, a proscribed and banished 
race. Even now I daily behold the sad specta- 



cle of the last descendant of the Irish kings (the 
speaker here indicated Mr. Arthur J. Moore) 
in whose veins flows the red tide that made 
Brian Boru a hero and a monarch ; daily I be- 
hold him whose province should be empire, 
dominion and the destruction of the snakes that 
I learn have lately reappeared in Ireland, de- 
voting his energies to raising other kinds of 
snakes and sheol generally in and about the 
city and county of New York. 

*• But, gentlemen, let me tell you more in detail 
why it is I so much envy Mr. Carroll his future 
prospects. To-night, as* I passed out of the 
theatre, I saw gathered in consultation the last 
remnants of the old Irish clans, the O'Deeleys, 
the O'Doeschers, the O'Depplers, the O'Hamil- 
ton Burchs and the Jimmy O'Lees, and, as 
summing up the net results of their delibera- 
tions, I heard the Irish king exclaim : ' When 
Ireland comes into her own again, and I shall 
have regained the throne of my forefathers, 
the name of Carroll shall be great in the land; 
his raiment shall be purple and fine linen ; he 
shall bathe in potheen, and he shall have a castle 
on the hill of Stradbally.' " 

Mr. Carroll's response was replete with feel- 
ing, wit and humor. The party then adjourned 
to the parlor, where followed an impromptu 
entertainment that would have reflected credit 
on any gathering. Space permits but a refer- 
ence to salient features. Mr. Evans sang, 
in inimitable style, **The Dandy Colored 
Coon." Mr. Max Eugene's fine baritone was 
heard to great advantage in **The Heart 
Bowed Down," and later in the evening the 
same gentleman sang the Torreador song from 
** Carmen" with superb dash and fire. Mr. 
Van Rensellaer Wheeler signalized his first 
participation in a New York A. C. stag by lit- 
erally bringing his hearers to their feet in a 
furore of enthusiasm at his magnificent rendi- 
tion of some selections of Irish martial min- 
strelsy. 

As a fitting finale to the evening all present 
rose, and, led by Mr. Wheeler, sang the ** Star 
Spangled Banner" with a fervor that left little 
doubt as to the patriotism of those who give 
their athletic allegiance to the Winged Foot of 
Mercury.

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NEW CLUBHOUSE PLANS. 

WITH the interest in cycling always on the 
increase it is only natural that the dis- 
cussion of the plans for the new clubhouse 
should centre largely on the cycling depart- 
ment. During the past month the Journal has 
received many requests to publish the plans 
for the accommodation of wheels and some par- 
ticulars as to their storage. 

It has already been shown by the general 
plans published that the cycling accommoda- 
tions will be contained in the sub-basement, 
basement and first floors of the new building. 
The plan on the opposite page of the section 
and floors of that part will show clearly the 
manner in which the wheels will be stored. 
According to the estimate of the architect, the 
total accommodation reserved for the silent 
steed will admit of 755 wheels being properly 
taken care of, which is far in excess of the 
number now stored in the cycle and city houses. 
Without statistics at hand it is impossible to 
accurately compare these handsome provisions 
for the wheeling element with the accommoda- 
tion offered by clubs that make a specialty of 
cycling, but in all probability the club will be 
able to store twice as many wheels as any other 
club in the world. 

The Bicycle Committee have under consid- 
eration a plan of checking the wheels so that 
they may be quickly delivered to their owners 
in the waiting room. Repair and cleaning 
shops, complete in every detail of appointment 
and service, and a large reception room at the 
Fifty- eighth Street entrance, which will un- 
doubtedly be almost monopolized by wheelmen, 
furnish accommodations far superior to those 
obtainable under any other roof.

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CYCLING NOTES. 

Mr. Charles T. Lunt, a member of the club, is now 
secretary and treasurer of the Forcipede Company, 
which has just placed on the market a bicycle attach- 
ment of apparently much merit, inasmuch as it is de- 
signed to aid hill climbing, the pushing of high gears, 
and to nullify the retarding effects of head winds. The 
Forcipede consists of a rigid stop overhanging the 
seat in a position forwardly inclined to bear down- 
wardly on the sacral region of the back, in line towards 
the pedals when the latter are moving downward, 
whereby the leg thrust tends to push the back against 
the under side of the stop. This action of the Forci- 
pede prevents all oscillating or rocking motions of the 
body, or any tendency to rise from the saddle under 
any condition of work, and would prevent the chafing 
consequent to such movement, as well as the evil 
effects of rounding the shoulders and contracting the 
chest in attempting to put increased force on the pedals 
by pulling on the handle-bars. 

The much-heralded coasting contest of the Massasoit 
Bicycle Club was held October 26th on Meeting Hill in 
West Springfield. The weather was favorable, and 
the sport was witnessed by not less than 2,000 people. 

The prize winners were F. E. Halley, of Chicopee 
Falls; H. A. Woodward, of New York, and J. E. 
Whittlesey, of New York. Halley and Whittlesey rode 
Victors and Woodward rode a Humber. The distances 
were 2,798, 2,789 and 2,761 feet respectively.

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AN EPOCH IN CLUB HISTORY. 

THE cornerstone of the new clubhouse was 
laid, with appropriate ceremonies, on the 
afternoon of November 28th. Threatening 
weather prevailed, but fortunately the down- 
pour was withheld until the conclusion of the 
exercises. 

The arrangements were carried out in a 
thorough manner under the management of the 
Cornerstone Committee, comprising the follow- 
ing: A. G. Mills, chairman; General Thomas L. 
Watson, Walter Stanton, C. T. Wills, Bartow 
S. Weeks, secretary ; President James Whitely, 
ex-officio, and not the least hitch or confusion 
occurred. The attendance, of course, suffered 
from the inclemency of the weather, but still 
standing room was at a premium and the 
greatest interest was shown in the proceedings. 

An enclosed space was provided for the 
orators of the occasion and the past and pres- 
ent officers of the club. The interest still 
taken by ex-officials in the club may be deter- 
mined by the fact that all but two of the living 
ex-presidents were in attendance. 

After the benediction, a general adjournment 
was made to the clubhouse, where cloudy skies 
could no longer dampen enthusiasm, and the 
remainder of the afternoon was spent in joy- 
ous celebration of the new era in the club's 
history. 

The following is a detailed report of the 
proceedings: 



The ceremony was commenced by the invo- 
cation of the divine blessing by Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Potter. 

INVOCATION. 

Almighty God, we have assembled here in 
Thy presence to-day to lay the cornerstone of 
this building dedicated to the strengthening of 
the body. Thou hast created us in Thine own 
image ; Thou hast given us the body by which 
we express Thy mind ; in creating us Thou 
hast vouchsafed to us the power by which we 
go about among our fellow-men ; and Thou hast 
taught us in Thy holy word, when Thou, in 
the voice of the Apostles, hath said, ** Ye know 
that your bodies are the temples of the Holy 
Ghost," which Thou hast reared in this world. 
Thou hast given us the human body, which is 
but the tempile for the dwelling place of the 
Holy Spirit ; Thou hast taught us to care for 
them and reverence them ; Thou hast fashioned 
us after Thine own image as the instrument of 
Thy law, the means of Thy honor and service 
among men. 

Bless those to-day who have come here to 
lay th^ cornerstone of this building. We do 
so because we know that Thy mind and will 
are in sympathy y^ith every endeavor to care 
for the human body, enlarge its power, to 
make it the home of the Spirit; a home more 
worthy of its high and gracious presence. 
Teach each one of us to care for the sacred and 
precious tenement, that they may make all 
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that shall be done within its walls worthy of 
Thy glory and honor. Grant that those who 
come within the walls of this new building shall 
recognize the privilege that Thou hast given 
them that they may offer themselves for Thy 
ser\'ice a building to Thy honor and glory. 
Preserve those who are the officers and rulers 
of this club; teach them the duties of good 
citizenship, and make them to see in all the 
walks of this life the great dignity and honor 
of human life in this land and in this genera- 
tion. 

Bless, we beseech Thee, all undertakings in 
Thy name and fear ; remember those who are 
over us: the President of the United States, 
the Governor of this commonwealth and all 
others in authority. Protect this land which 
Thou hast so richly blessed and endowed ; and 
under Thy law keep us and make us faithful 
citizens, soldiers of Thy will, seeking for the 
extension of truth and righteousness among 
nations, and to the triumph of truth and love 
and peace ; and all these things we ask in the 
name and for the sake of Him who hath 
promised, if we pray to Him, our Father, who 
art in heaven, hallowed be Thy name ; Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done on earth as 
it is in heaven ; give us this day our daily 
bread ; forgive us our trespasses as we forgive 
those who trespass against us ; lead us not 
into temptation, but deliver us from evil, for 
Thine is the kingdom and the power and glory 
forever and ever. Amen. 

The President, James Whitely : 

**We are assembled to lay the cornerstone 
of this our new clubhouse. About a year ago 
we began the work of excavation for the foun- 
dation ; but we had difficulties and had to 
change our plan, and I know that at about the 
holidays we thought that the difficulties of 
carrying out our project, that we had started 
out with, would prove insurmountable. But 
all this has been overcome. There is now 
nothing in the way of trouble ahead of us. 
It gives me great pleasure, on behalf of the 
Building and Finance Committee, to say to you 
that we confidently believe that by the first of 
October of next year, we shall occupy this 



building as our home, and as a permanent 
home. 

**I do not think it would be proper for me 
to take up any of your time ; there are so many 
other speakers who will interest you much 
more than I can. I congratulate you on the 
progress that we have already made. 

** A list of the contents of the box which will 
be placed under the cornerstone will be read 
by ex-President Bartow S. Weeks."

The formal laying of the cornerstone was 
then proceeded with by the President of the 
club, who made the declaration, ** I have 
tried this stone, and find it plumb, level, square, 
and truly laid. " 

The President: ** It gives me great pleasure 
to introduce to you Hon. Chauncey M. Depew." 

Hon. Chauncey M. Depew: 

"Gentlemen of the New York Athletic Club: 
*' The laying of the cornerstone of what is to

be the most complete, commodious and perfect 
home of athletics in the world, is in harmony 
with the times. It is a significant note of prog- 
ress and prosperity. It can hardly be said 
that it is one of the evidences of returning good 
times, like the opening of mills, factories and 
furnaces; but it does show the strength and 
continued growth of athletics, both in good and 
bad seasons. It was during the worst depres- 
sion of the past two years, when financial and 
industrial conditions were the darkest, that this 
vigorous and plucky organization determined 
to invest a million of dollars in a new home. 
It is a tribute to muscular development, and 
the mental and spiritual hopefulness which it 
encourages, that situations which deter or de- 
stroy other enterprises have no effect upon a 
company of athletes. 

"It is a singular phenomenon of our days 
that athletics in their modern sense are of such 
recent origin. I read an article last night in the 
issue oi Public Opinion for this week upon the 
marvelous discoveries made by the French ex- 
plorers in their excavations at Delphi. I'hey 
ivould seem to indicate that in this ancient and 
classic home of the politics, th'e art, the public 
spirit, the religion and the patriotism of Greece, 
there were athletic clubs. They were not, 
however, clubs in our sense. They were, 
rather, gymnasiums or schools for professional 
athletes Fifty years ago institutions of this 
kind were unknown in the United States. This 
organization is only twenty-eight years old and 
it is one of the earliest in the country. Athletic 
exercises upon a scientific basis and with social 
associations originated in our colleges. Fifty 
years ago a man who was distinguished as a 
boxer, a wrestler, a runner, an oarsman, or a 
fine specimen of all-around muscular develop- 
ment, was regarded with distrust in business 
circles, was deemed unreliable in the profes- 
sions and suspected of an inability to grasp 
spiritual truths in the churches. I think the 
reasons can be easily found from the fact that 
the young men who entered the academies or 
the colleges or came to the city to seek their 
fortunes were from the farms. From early 
youth they had been accustomed to follow the 
plow from sunrise to sunset, to use the scythe 



and the rake, the spade and the hoe, to lay 
stone walls and fill stone boats, to sleep during 
the long winter nights in rooms without fires^ 
and to endure — no, not endure, but to enjoy 
with keen zest and ever fresh vitality — ^both 
work and play. When they left the old home- 
stead they had laid up a store of muscle and 
brawn, of health and strength which resisted 
the habits of the student or the cares of the 
business man. One of the most distinguished 
of our lawyers and statesmen said to me that 
he thought he owed his immunity from any 
sickness for forty years, and his ability during 
that time to live up to every requirement of 
professional and public life, to the fact that he 
had not in that period taken any exercise. He 
acknowledged, however, that he had stored up 
a reservoir of vitality in his youth from which 
he could draw, and that his former ancestors 
who had followed the plow for two hundred 
years had given him a constitution and a frame 
of iron. 

** It was common in our university towns, as 
well as in the counting houses, a third of a 
century ago, to see great numbers of men who 
were Bible -backed, because from leaning over 
desks and poring over books they had secured 
a curvature of the spine, which made the upper 
part of their anatomy resemble a reading desk. 
Men who had this figure were more likely to 
secTjre employment and promotion in sedentary 
pursuits than those who preserved and in- 
creased that noble form of humanity which, 
from its resemblance to the Maker, as we un- 
derstand Him materialized, is worthily called 
God-like. We are fortunate in the exacting 
requirements of our day that neither curvature 
of the spine, nor chronic dyspepsia, nor an 
acrid temper, due to physical ills, is a sure 
charter to a diploma for learning or entrance 
to heaven. 

** It is less than fifty years ago since the first 
college rowing club was formed. It is only a 
little over forty years ago since the first con- 
test was had, and that between Yale and Har- 
vard. Then came baseball, then football, and 
now, as we saw in the Yale team which went 
to Oxford and the Cambridge team which came 
over to the United States, every form of ath-

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sensitiveness and the verge of breaking. The 
medical faculty and the pharmacopceia are 
wholly unable to cope with the many forms of 
nervous prostration, malarial debility and other 
weaknesses. We all recognize the frequent 
failure of a friend whose medical adviser tells 
him he has one or all of these troubles. We 
all know that he is the victim of over-work, 
over-worry and over-strain. The time-honored 
prescription is travel and rest. It is the mis- 
sion and beneficent accomplishment of wise 
athletics to present the antidote for these dis- 
orders, to prepare the mind to meet the re- 
quirements of our age, of the telegraph and 
the telephone, of the morning and evening 
newspaper, and of the lightning express trains. 
It is another characteristic of our day that the 
opportunities for this education should also 
g^ve the best commercial surroundings and 
social recreation. We can do little in any de- 
partment of life without combination or organ- 
ization. The athletic club presents the social 
side of club life in its most attractive form. 
-Athletic pursuits are the handmaids of good 
habits and virtue. The amateur athlete, no 
more than the professional, can vitiate his 
blood with alcohol, or injure his lungs and 
heart with excesses in tobacco, or indulge in 
any vices which impair his vigor and his 
muscle. Ours are practical times, and sermons 
must be followed by service. It is useless 
now to give advice unless we can point the 
young man where he can follow it. So the 
healthful conditions of manly athletics have 
become the best aids to the preacher, the best 
assistants to the doctor, the best workers for 
the temperance societies, the best correctors 
of private morals and the best aids to good 
citizenship. 

''Manly sports and international games are 
factors in maintaining the peace of the world. 
We have witnessed the cordial reception of the 
representatives of our colleges in England, and 
of the English university men here. While at 
Henley last summer, I heard the cheers and 
felt the enthusiasm of an alien crowd, both for 
our Yale oarsmen and for the crew of French- 
men who came over from the Seine. These 
Frenchmen, despite our traditional views that 



there never was an athletic Gaul, beat some of 
the best crews on the Thames. Manly sport, 
like art, knows neither race nor territorial di- 
visions. I was present at the dinner given by 
the Sports Club to the Yale crew. Two hun- 
dred and fifty English athletes, members of 
this, the leading athletic club of Europe, were 
the hosts. Each of their six speakers vied 
with each other in commending the gallantry 
and modesty of their visitors, and in cordial 
expression that they might come over and 
again try their luck. The catholicity of sport 
was happily illustrated by an old gentleman 
who said that he had been an oarsman for over 
fifty years. He gave a rapid review of the 
progress of the English oarsman in experi- 
menting upon strokes, and oars and boats, and 
frankly admitted that the British crew had 
better opportunities for practice than American 
men, because they had open water all the year 
round. But he went further. He gave to 
our boys the result of his long observation and 
experience to the end, as he said, that they 
might utilize the best results of English prac- 
tice, so that when they came again there would 
be no handicap against them on account of a 
poorer boat or poorer oars or a defective 
stroke ; but with all these being equal, it 
should be a fair, manly and chivalric contest 
between American and English pluck, endur- 
ance, strength and skill. 

'•Upon this cornerstone let there arise a 
home lor honorable athletics, a home which 
shall frown upon the brutality of some of its 
forms, a home that shall encourage every kind 
of healthful sport." 

At the close of Mr. Depew's address, the 
benediction was pronounced by Bishop Potter, 
and the ceremony was brought to a close.

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THE NEW YORK A. C. 

THE following brief chronology of the club 
may be of interest : 

The first steps towards the organization of 
the New York Athletic Club were taken at a 
meeting held August 27th, 1868, and the or- 
ganization of the club was completed Septem- 
ber 8th, 1868, and the constitution adopted 
December ist, 1868, and articles of incorpora- 
tion were filed April 4th. 1870. 

The first boathouse was built on the Harlem 
River in 1870, and the first sculling race for the 
club championship was held July 29th, 1871. 

The first athletic track was laid out in 187 1, 
and the first handicap games for members were 
held October 21st, 1871. 

The first games open to all amateurs were 
lield on the Harlem River Grounds October 
12th, 1872. 

New athletic grounds were secured at Mott 
Haven and opened June 27th, 1874. 

The first open amateur handicap meeting on 
the Mott Haven Grounds was held July 29th, 
1876. 

The first competition for the Amateur Cham- 
pionships of America was held on the Mott 
Haven Grounds September 30th, 1876. 

New boathouse, foot of 138th Street, was 
■opened July 21st, 1877. 

First open competition for Mile Amateur 
Swimming Championship of America held 
August 25th, 1877. 

First winter meeting held January 4th and 
5th, 1878, and the prizes offered for the spar- 
ring and fencing championships of America. 

In 1879 the club membership was 170 active 
members and 9 honorary members. 

In 1883 the club bought the property at the 
comer of Fifty-fifth Street and Sixth Avenue, 
and on February 5th, 1885, the first athletic 
clubhouse ever built in this country was form- 
ally opened. 

In 1888 an island in the Sound, near New 
Rochelle, was purchased and renamed Travers 
Island, in honor of the late William R. 
Travers. 

The property at Fifty-ninth Street and Sixth 
Avenue was purchased July 6th, 1892. 

The present membership of the club is 2,629.

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THE CITIZENS' CUP. 

BY a wise decision of the Bicycle Committee, 
the scene of the annual road race for the 
Citizens' Cup was transferred this year from 
the confines of hilly Westchester to the neigh- 
borhood of Freeport, Long Island. Pictures- 
quely situated in the heart of Queens County, 
where good roads abound, the environment of 
Freeport proved perfect for the contest. 

The course selected was a level stretch of 
seven miles and a half from Freeport to a point 
in Valley Stream, and return over the superb 
Merrick Road. Over seventy five members of 
the club journeyed to the rendezvous in the 
village, and this number of spectators was 
increased to several hundred before the com- 
petitors were started. 

The day was almost faultless for bicycling, 
though the charms of a cloudless sky and a 
fresh, bracing atmosphere, laden with the salty 
aroma of the ocean, were slightly offset by a 
southeasterly breeze, against which the riders 
had to contend during the last half of the race. 
There was also considerable dust to annoy 
them, and at one point several of the competi- 
tors were interfered with by the members of 
the Meadowbrook Hunt Club, Theodore Burris, 
one of the scratch men, having to ride along 
the bordering field for some distance in order 
to avoid a collision. The ofl&cials were O. M. 
Beach, Jr. , referee ; Walter S. Wilson, starter ; 
S. D. Powell, Fred Vilmar and John B. Yates,, 
timers ; John C. Gulick, judge at turn ; C. H. 
Wilcox and G. S. Daniels, judges at the finish. 

During the lull after the last competitor had 
started, the spectators amused themselves with 
good-natured chaffing, and frequent guesses 
were made as to who would arrive first. A 
bend in the road, about one hundred yards 
from the finish, prevented the crowd from 
having a view of the course, but numerous 
scouts, assisted by the local police, were on the 
lookout and caused many needless alarms 



among the officials by announcing the coming 
of the contestants whenever a stray rider or 
two was seen approaching at a fair pace. Fin- 
ally the pickets sent in a genuine alarm, and a 
moment afterwards Weinacht shot across the 
line nine seconds ahead of Reynolds, his near- 
est competitor. Allen was about three minutes 
later ; then came Burris, Powell and Glover, 
their wheels almost lapping.

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AMATEUR HOCKEY LEAGUE. 

CHAMPIONSHIP RULES. 

1. The season shall be between December ist and 
April I St. 

2. The Championship shall be decided by a series 
of games, a schedule of which shall be arranged at the 
annual meeting. The club winning the most games 
shall be declared Champions. 

3. All Championship Games shall be played on 
covered rinks, arranged for at the annual convention. 

4. The League shall offer a Championship Trophy, 
the winning club to hold same and be recognized as 
Champions. 

5. Any team making default shall forfeit its right 
to compete for the Championship for that season, and 
all games played by defaulting team shall be de- 
clared off. 

6. A Referee should be decided upon by the 
captains forty-eight hours before a game. 

7. It shall be the duty of the captains of the con- 
testing teams to hand to the Referee the names of the 
players for each game, before the start. It shall be 
the duty of the Referee to forward to the Secretary of 
the League the score of each game, with the names of 
players and umpires. 

8. Captains before a game shall toss for choice of 
goals. 

9. A player must be a bona- fide member of the club 
he represents at least thirty (30) days before he is 
eligible to compete in Championship games. No 
player shall play in an Amateur Hockey League 
schedule game who, during the then current season, 
has played with another club in a recognized Hockey 
Association, without special permission of the Execu- 
tive. 



HOCKEY RULES. 



1. A team shall be composed of seven players, who 
shall be bona- fide members of the club they represent. 

2. The game shall be commenced and renewed by a 
face in the centre of the rink. Rink shall be at least 
112 feet by 58 feet. 

3. A goal is placed in the middle of each goal line, 
composed of two upright posts, four feet in height, 
placed six feet apart, and at least five feet from the 
end of the ice. The goal posts shall be firmly fixed. 
In the event of a goal post being displaced or broken, 
the Referee shall blow his whistle, and the game shall 
not proceed until the goal is replaced. 

4. The puck shall be faced by being placed between 
the sticks of two opponents, and the Referee then call- 
ing play. 

5. Two halves of twenty minutes each, with an 
intermission of ten minutes between, will be the time 
allowed for games. A game will be decided by the 
team scoring the greatest number of goals during that 
time. In case of a tie after playing the specified time, 
play will continue for ten minutes more. when, in 
the event of the score still being even, another game 
will be played at a time and place mutually agreed 
upon, such time to be prior to the next scheduled game. 
Goals shall be changed after each half. 



6. No change of playets shall be made after a game 
has commenced, except for reasons of accidents or in- 
jury during the game. 

7 Should any player be injured during a game and 
compelled to leave the ice, his side shall have the option 
of putting on a spare man from the reserve to equalize 
the teams; in the event of any dispute between the 
captains as to the injured player's fitness to continue 
the game, the matter shall at once be decided by the 
Referee. 

8. Should a game be temporarily stopped by the 
infringement of any of the rules, the captain of the 
opposite team may claim that the puck be taken back, 
and a face take place where it was last played from 
before such infringement occurred. 

9. When a player hits the puck, anyone of the same 
side who at such moment of hitting is nearer the op- 
ponent's goal line is offside, and may not touch the 
puck himself, or in any way whatever prevent any 
other player from doing so, until the puck has been 
played. A player must always be on his own side of 
the puck. 

10. In the event of -any offside play, the Referee 
shaH demand the immediate surrender of the puck to 
the opposing side, their opponents to stand at a dis- 
tance not less than five yards from the puck. If the 
offense be committed within ten yards of either goal 
line, it will be faced in the ordinary way. 

11. The puck may be stopped, but not carried or 
knocked on, by any part of the body. No player shall 
raise his stick above the shoulder. Charging from 
behind, tripping, collaring, kicking or cross-checking, 
shall not be allowed, and the Referee must rule off the 
ice, for any time in his discretion, a player who, in his 
opinion, has offended deliberately against the above 
rule. 

12. When the puck goes off the ice behind the goal 
line, or a foul occurs behind the goal line, the puck 
shall be brought out by the Referee to a point five 
yards in front of the goal line, at right angles from the 
point at which it left 'he ice. and there faced. When 
the puck goes off the ice at the side, it shall be similarly 
faced three yards from the side. 

13. The goal keeper must not, during play, lie, 
kneel or sit upon the ice, but must maintain a standingr 
position. 

14. A goal shall be scored when the puck shall have 
passed between the goal posts from in front and below 
an imaginary line across the top of posts. 

15. Hockey sticks shall be made of wood, with no* 
harder substance attached thereto, and shall not be 
more than three inches wide at any point. 

16. The puck must be made of vulcanized rubber^ 
one-inch thick all through and three inches in diameter. 

17. The captains of the contesting teams shall agree 
upon a Referee, who shall also act as timekeeper; and 
two Umpires, one to be stationed behind each goal, 
which positions shall not be changed during a game,, 
except by mutual consent. 

18. All disputes on the ice shall be settled by the 
Referee, and his decision shall be final. 

19. All questions as to goals shall be settled by the 
Umpires, and their decisions shall be final.

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THE Building and Finance Committee, 
through its chairman, President Whitely, 
has addressed a circular to all the club mem- 
bers, asking them to interest themselves in the 
building of the new'house, and suggesting they 
may be in a position to present the name of a 
friend or acquaintance as an applicant for ad- 
mission to the club. It is further suggested 
that prompt action on the part of members will 
materially aid our Building Fund and will be of 
great help to the Building and Finance Com- 
mittee, and each member who thus brings in a 
friend will have the satisfaction of having 
assisted in the construction of the new building, 
which, when completed, will afford facilities 
and advantages that no other club can offer. 
To anyone familiar with club life this statement 
is readily confirmed, as $50 a year for a resi- 
dent member in dues and $25 for a non-resi- 
dent member is indeed a small outlay for all 
that can be had in the New York Athletic Club. 
The facilities of our city house, with baths, 
bowling, billiards, gymnasium, cycle depart- 
ment, dining and sleeping rooms on one of the 
most beautiful building sites in New York, and 
the superb attractions of Travers Island in the 
summer, form a combination that no other club 
can offer. 

THE wearing of the New York Athletic Club 
emblem by persons not identified with the 
club has been a theme of comment in previous 
issues of the JOURNAL. It is time that steps 



were taken to put an end to the unenviable no- 
toriety occasioned the club by the action of per- 
sons unscrupulous enough to display in public 
places the insignia of an organization with which 
they have no identification. 

At the recent six-day bicycle race in Madison 
Square Garden the trainer of one of the profes- 
sional riders appeared resplendent in a sweater 
bearing the regulation Mercury Foot, and we 
have also seen the emblem worn by a colored 
individual in the streets of New York. 

The law on the subject, contained in Section 
674a of the Penal Code, is: 

Unauthorized wearing badges of certain orders and 
societies : Any person vvho willfully wears the insignia, 
badge or rosette of the military order of the Loyal Le- 
gion of the United States, of the order of Patrons of 
Husbandry, or of any society, order or organization of 
ten years' standing in the State of New York, or uses 
the same to obtain aid or assistance within this State, 
unless entitled to use or wear the same under the con- 
stitution and by-laws, rules and regulations of such or- 
der or of such society, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Under the above section a complaint was re- 
cently made against a negro for wearing, un- 
authorizedly, a college fraternity badge, and he 
was discharged on surrendering the badge. 

Members should make it their duty to inves- 
tigate cases coming under their notice where the 
emblem of the club is paraded in an objection- 
able manner, and if the offender persists in vio- 
lating all rules of propriety, the law is clear 
enough to teach him a salutary lesson. 
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OUR NEW GOVERNORS. 

T^HE frontispiece of the JOURNAL this 
month is a group of the new members of 
the Board of Governors. All the gentlemen 
are prominent figures in club life, and the fol- 
lowing brief personal description will serve to 
introduce them to those members who have 
not the pleasure of their acquaintance. 

Mr. Charles T. Wills is a well-known club 
man, and has served for years as a Governor of 
the Colonial Club. He is also an enthusiastic 
yachtsman, and is Commodore of the Indian 
Harbor Yacht Club. Mr. Wills is one of the 
most prominent builders of the city, and has 
<:harge of the construction of some of the most 
important of New York's lofty buildings, in- 
<iluding the New York Life, American Surety, 
Bank of Commerce and Johnson buildings. 

At the present time Mr. Wills* services to 
the club are invaluable in connection with the 
building of the new clubhouse, and he has 
been a most competent member of the Building 
and Finance Committee. 

Mr. W. D. Searls, vice-president of the 
Farmers' Loan and Trust Company, has al- 
o-eady served two terms as a Governor of the 
JNew York Athletic Club, having been elected 
to the Board in 1892 and re-elected in 1894. 
Mr. Searls was compelled to decline a renomi- 
nation in 1896 on account of ill-health. His 
standing in the world of finance renders him a 
particularly valuable addition to the new Board, 
which is destined to handle many important 
monetary questions. He is also a valued mem- 
ber of the Building and Finance Committee. 
To the military members of the club Mr, 
.Searls is well known as one of the Seventh 
Regiment Veteran Corps, he having served ten 
years in that crack regiment of the National 
Guard of the State of New York. 

Mr. E. W. Kearney scarcely needs an intro- 
duction to the members of the New York Ath- 
letic Club. He IS deservedly popular with 
those who frequent the club, and hardly a day 
passes in the winter season that Mr. Kearney 
does not put in an appearance at the city house. 
He is a member of the firm of Van Tassell & 
Kearney, the well-known carriage dealers and 
.owners of the great Auction Horse Mart He 



is an enthusiastic patron of the turf and is also 
a prominent figure in political circles of this 
city. 

Mr. Fred M. Hausling is another member 
whose interest in the club never fiags. He has 
always been willing to devote himself to the 
furtherance of any club project, and has pre- 
viously served on the Board of Governors of 
the club. He has a very extensive business as 
a contractor, and in the removal of some of the 
largest buildings in the city ranks among the 
first where experience and ability are needed 
in such a careful class of work. Mr. Hausling, 
in the palmy days of amateur baseball, achieved 
a reputation as a pitcher, and his services are 
still in demand in the friendly games that take 
place at Travers Island. He is also a well- 
known yachtsman, and many a jolly trip has 
been taken by club members on his steam 
launch Golden Rod. 

Mr. Louis H. Orr, though the youngest mem- 
ber of the Board, is a gentleman of large busi- 
ness experience and thoroughly qualified to 
assist in the arduous duties pertaining to the 
management of such a large club as the New 
York A. C He is treasurer of the firm of 
Bartlett & Co., The Orr Press, and as a printer 
has a national reputation. Mr Orr's magnifi- 
cent physique is probably the result of his early 
training as an oarsman, for in 1877-8 he was 
captain of the Winona Boat Club of Jersey 
City. At the present time he is an enthusiastic 
wheelman. Among the cyclists he is particu- 
larly well known, and his never-failing genial 
manner has made him extremely popular with 
those who have a personal acquaintance with 
him. 



A DRAMATIC ASSOCIATION. 

INITIAL steps are being taken to form a 
permanent dramatic association in con- 
nection with the club. When this is done it is 
hoped that the talent which has been lying dor- 
mant in the club will come to the front and, 
with organized and concerted action, make a 
huge success of the next annual entertain- 
ment. 
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MILEAGE. 

THE fact that only seventy-four members 
of the club have reported mileage of over 
i,ooo miles to the Bicycle Committee does not 
indicate a falling off in the riding strength of the 
club. On the contrary, there is no doubt that the 
number of members who have covered over 
i,ooo miles in the past year exceeded the 104 re- 
ported in 1895. The falling off is accounted 
for by lack of inclination, from various causes, 
to send in the mileage, especially on the part 
of those who come under the 2,000-mile class, 
and whose ambition would be appeased by a 
bronze medal only. During last year twenty- 
one men rode 3.000 miles, twenty-three, 2,000, 
and twenty, 1,000 miles. In the latter class 
last year fifty- four reported, and there is 
scarcely a doubt that several hundred mem- 
bers covered more than 1,000 miles, but failed 




to register at either the Cycle House or the 
City Clubhouse. 

Though the total mileage falls below the 
average, the three leaders are well ahead of 
the total made by the first three on last year's 
list, and Dr. F. A. Myrick, the ** Mileage 
King " of 1896, even eclipses the great per- 
formance of John B. Yates in 1895.

KKW YORK A. C. VS. BROOKLYN S. C. 

THE hockey team had no reason to complain 
of lack of encouragement when the league 
game against the Brooklyn Skating Club was 
played at St. Nicholas Rink on January 5th, for 
in the large crowd that lined the ice were many 
faces that are usually to be seen around the 
City Clubhouse.

ROWING. 

A GLANCE at the rowing prospects for the 
coming season does not present quite such 
an encouraging outlook as might have been ex- 
pected by the brilliant work done last year. 



That inexorable force which shapes and alters 
destinies has played havoc with the champion 
eight that otherwise should luive been in the 
van in senior races this year. At the ttme of 
going to press, it is almost certain that Griffiths, 
Dobbins, KoUstede, Grant and Fry, who had 
seats in the winning crew, will be unable to 
take their places again. It is possible that 
Keane and Crawford, of the famous four, may 
be induced to row in the eight, but even then 
three vacancies remain to be filled before the 
boat can be put in the water. Should the 
efforts to get a senior crew together prove 
successful they will have the advantage of a 
new cedar boat and the crew will row for the 
first time in a boat of that class. 

For a junior eight conditions are much more 
promising. The following men have been at 
work in the gymnasium for the past month: 
Campbell, Radcliffe, Hall, Freshmen, TumbuU, 
Wilson, Mueser, Scott, Findley, Bogert, Lynch, 
Spaulding and De Podesta. Their preliminary 
practice has *^een of the most satisfactory 
character. In less than a month from the time 
they organized their style was superior to that 
of last year's crew when it took to the water. 
This marked improvement is largely due to the 
alterations made in the rowing machines at the 
suggestion of Athletic Director Giannini. 

The double, P. L. Howard and R. H. Craw- 
ford, who met with such success last season, will 
again take to the water, but the four who have 
rowed with varying success for several years 
have disbanded.

The serious business of dining having been 
disposed of, Chairman Powell made his bow as 
toastmaster and presented the three special 
mileage prizes to Dr. F. A. Myrick, N. E. 
Gouldey and J. C. Howard. 

President Whitely, in his address, commented 
on the willingness of the Board of Governors 
to encourage and aid the wheeling enterprises. 
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of the club and advance in every manner pos- 
sible the cycling interests of the members. He 
congratulated those present on the fact that 
the new clubhouse would have increased facili- 
ties and provide better opportunities for cater- 
ing to the wants of the wheelmen, and prom- 
ised his personal assistance in carrying out the 
many improvements contemplated in that de- 
partment of the house. 

Captain Bartow S. Weeks responded to the 
toast ''My First Ride," and humorously re- 
counted his adventures in subduing the wild, 
untamed bicycle. He referred to the promi- 
nent part that cyclists had played in the victor- 
ies of the Winged Foot during the past season, 
and paid a high tribute to the five amateurs 
who carried everything before them on the 
State circuit, and spoke with deep regret of the 
accident to Irwin Powell, which deprived him 
of the pride of place in the amateur ranks, to 
which his ability entitled him. Captain Weeks 
said that the club would be represented by a 
team whom he expected to reflect great credit 
on the club in the coming season, and concluded 
his remarks with a generous tribute to bicy- 
clists generally and the club wheelmen in par- 
ticular. 

Judge William Travers Jerome responded to 
the toast ''The Wheelman and the Judge." 
Among other stories he told in a particularly 
happy vein how he had been held up by one of 
the city's guardians in Eighth Avenue for al- 
leged fast riding and taken to the station house, 
and the trouble he had in getting his family to 
bail him out. 

Police Commissioner A. D. Andrews spoke of 
the bicycle corps of the department and its 
efficiency. The corps was started a year ago 
with four men, and had since been increased to 
twenty-nine. More men will be added from 
time to time. The department had made a 
substantial effort to make the streets safe for 
all kinds of traffic. The bicycle squad made 
1,400 arrests in 1896, resulting in $5,000 in 
fines. 

The remarks of Colonel George E. Waring, 
Jr., in response to the toast ** Clean Streets," 
found a responsive chord in every diner in the 
room. He spoke of the wretched state such 



streets are in as are used by the street car com- 
panies other than cable roads. The car tracks 
are a positive menace to drivers and wheelmen. 
He had been promised that many of these 
offensive tracks would be replaced by better 
rails and the wheelmen of the city could force 
the other companies to do the same. 

Colonel Waring explained that his depart- 
ment is not to blame for the street sprinkling 
nuisance. In Europe the sprinkling in every 
city is controlled by the same authority that 
cleans the streets. Here a private concern has 
a monopoly of the sprinkling and does it for so 
much a house. 

Chief Consul James B. Townsend of the 
L. A. W. Consulate of New York City, com- 
pared the bicycle with the chariots of ancient 
Rome. Then he told how all the prejudices 
against bicycles had been overcome, and how 
the wheel had benefited mankind. He paid 
high tribute to the League of American Wheel- 
men, and told how its powers for doing good 
were brought about by numbers, by cohesion 
and by organization. He outlined the work of 
the local consulate, and illustrated its efforts in 
the wheelmen's behalf without asking special 
privileges. 

President Samuel McMillan of the Park De- 
partment spoke to the toast ** Good Roads." He 
concluded by saying : 

** As one who has worked out his road taxes 
behind the plow, I say that the township can't 
solve the matter, the County can't. You must 
apply to the State. We want a lot of improved 
roads that will cost thousands of dollars. The 
cry is against taxing the wealth for the purpose. 
But it is better to tax the wealth to feed the 
poor by means of honest labor than to have 
them begging at our doors for food." 

T. C. Martin, editor of the Electrical Ef^ineer, 
responded to the toast of the Round Table 
Cycle Club, a unique organization which, he 
said, might be spoken of as the club of the 
unattached, and therefore had more members 
than all the other bicycle clubs combined. 
Under the guise of describing its principles and 
rules, he made a series of playful hits at bicycle 
club life.

NEW YORK A. C, SWIMMERS WIN HONORS AT 
CHICAGO — REEDER BREAKS A RECORD. 

THE New York Athletic Club team who 
journeyed to Chicago to take part in the 
Amateur Athletic Union championships, were 
vmquestionably successful and fully justified the 
action of the Athletic Committee in sending 
them so far afield in quest of honors. 

The championship meeting took place in the 
natatorium of the Chicago A. A. on Friday and 
Saturday, February 26th and 27th. Our four 
sturdy representatives, Normandie Murray, Louis 
Fitzgerald, Jr., F. A. Wenck, and D. M. Reeder, 
left New York on Wednesday evening, and a 
tiresome railroad journey rendered them none 
too fresh for the opening night's contest. The 
principal event on the programme was the 600 
yards relay race, in which our men were pitted 
against the crack swimmers of the Chicago A. 
A. and Knickerbocker A. C. Considerable in- 
terest centered in the event, as it was expected 
to foreshadow the place winners in the champ- 
ionship events to be decided the following even- 
ing. The winning club also could justly claim 
the possession of the best team of swimmers, an 
honor as much coveted as the championship at 
any particular distance. 

The conditions of the race allowed four men 
to start from each club, two of whom were to 
swim 100 yards each, and the other two 200 
yards each. Normandie Murray led off for the 
New York A. C, and opened the eyes of the 
Westerners by the turn of speed he exhibited. 
At every stroke he drew further ahead of his 
competitors, and when at the end of a hundred 
yards he transferred the struggle to Louis Fitz- 
gerald, the Mercury Foot had obtained such a 
commanding lead, that victory was assured. 
Fitzgerald and Reeder increased the advantage 



gained by Murray, leaving Wenck a useful mar- 
gin when he plunged in for the final 200 yards 
against the formidable Knickerbocker represen- 
tative, S. B. French. In spite of good, hard 
swimming by French, Wenck fairly held his 
own, and placed the victory to the credit of the 
N. Y. A. C. by twenty yards, French beating 
Neumann, of Chicago, by three yards, for the 
place. 

Louis Fitzgerald finished fourth in the tub 
race, while prohibitive allowances in the 80- 
yards handicap barred the New York men from 
any chance of victory. The water polo game 
between the Chicago A. A. and Knickerbocker 
A. C. was won by Chicago. Four goals to one. 

On the second evening, when the champion- 
ship races took place, the Chicago A. A. team 
was reinforced by the Milwaukee swimmer, G. 
Whittaker, who captured two of the three events 
on the card. Those who remember Normandie 
Murray's great effort for the 100-yards champ- 
ionship last year, can easily depict how he fought 
every inch of the water with the Chicago crack. 
Whittaker, however, would not be denied, and 
staving off Murray's desperate rush at the finish, 
won by a touch in the fast time of 1 min. 10 1-5 
seconds. 

The New Yorkers* turn came, however, in the 
220-yards championship, when Reeder, of the 
New York A. C, drew clear away from Neu- 
mann to whom the Westerners pinned their 
faith, and won by a good margin, in 2 minutes 58 
seconds, beating the American record for the dis- 
tance. Wenck placed third honors to the 
credit of the N. Y. A. C. 

In the 440-yards championship, Whittaker 
was again successful, while French, of the 
Knickerbockers, beat Wenck, of the N. Y. 
A. C, for second place. The time, 6 minutes 
27 2-5 seconds, was faster than the American 
record. The summaries: 
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Friday, February 26. 

Relay race, 600 yards.— Won by N. Y. A. C, 
time, 8.05 — 100 yards, Normandie Murray; 200 
yards, L. Fitzgerald, Jr. ; 1(J0 yards, D. M.

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HAND TENNIS. 

BY E, J, GIANNINI, 
BESCRIPTION. 

THE game, which may be played either in 
singles or doubles, is as follows: 

"A" serves the ball to the opposing player, 
"B," who stands diagonally opposite. "B" at- 
tempts to return the ball over the net and within 
bounds, and failing, "A" scores one point. If 
"B" returns the ball, and "A" fails to return to 
"B", it is "hand out," and no points are scored. 
"B" then serves, and play continues as above de- 
scribed. The player first scoring twentyrfive 
points wins the game. 

In both singles and doubles, the server alter- 
nates from right to left court, until losing the 
ball. 

RULES. 

1. The server must stand back of the base 
line, within the limits of the width of the court. 

2. The ball must be bounced to the floor out- 
side of the base line before striking it on the 
serve. 

3. Tlie ball may be returned after the serve 
either on the first bounce or on the fly; on the 
serve the ball must be returned on the first 
bounce. 

4. The ball may be struck with either hand, 
but not with both together. 

5. In serving two tries are allowed if neces- 
sary to place the ball in the proper court. If 
two faults result, it is "hand out." 

6. A "Let" is the same as in lawn tennis. 

7. In serving, if the ball goes into the net it is 
"hand out." 

8. Stepping over the foul line at the net, strik- 
ing the net with the hand or reaching over the 
net is foul. 

9. A ball which rebounds by striking any part 
of the person other than the hand is foul. 

10. A ball striking on the boundary or court 
lines is good. 

11. Any fouls committed by the server or serv- 
ing side is "hand out." 

12. "Hand out" is the loss of the ball to the 
opposing side.

LADDIES who have been clamoring for a 
golf course in the vicinity of Travers Island 
are at last accommodated. The energy of C. 
Smyth and C. V. R. Radcliflfe has resulted in the 
laying out of a nine-hole link on the proper- 
ty kindly loaned for the occasion by the 
well-known club member and frequenter of 
Travers Island, E. C. Roosevelt The 
chappies who affect the latest form of 
sport will find the new links very diffi- 
cult, as they have been discreetly laid over hills 
and bunkers on the ground back of the priory. 
Many interesting contests have already taken 
place over the links, and it appears that Cam 
Smith, who laid out the course did it with due re- 
gard for his own ability, as he at present solemnly 
affirms that he holds the record for the course 
of fifty-three strokes. The low record is held by 
the enthusiastic sportsman, Ernest Thorpe, who 
spent the greater portion of an afternoon making 
427 drives at the ball in order to cover the nine 
holes.

THE BOWLING PRIZE. 

THE picture foreshadowed in a previous num- 
ber of the "Journal" is now hung on the 
wall of the reading-room, where it commands 
the admiration and commendation of those who 
view It. It is the championship prize of 1896 
won by the team of the N. Y. A. C. in the Ama- 



teur Athletic League. It represents the bowling 
of the last ball in "The Winning Game," show- 
ing a comer of our own alleys, the blackboard 
and names of players and score as actually 
bowled. 

The picture is the work of Mr. Charles C. Cur- 
ran, a member of the Art Committee, who kindly 
contributes the large difference between the 
value of the picture and the amount allowed for 
the prize. It is now the property of the club, will 
be properly inscribed, and will doubtless form an 
interesting memento, when hung in the new club 
house, of the old alleys, where so many champion- 
ships have been won. Experts pronounce it 
perfect in detail, and the picture being painted 
entirely at night, possesses admirable light 
effects. 

THE troubles of the Building and Finance 
Committee have been increased, and work 
on the new clubhouse considerably delayed by 
the tendency of the great American workman to 
^strike. The steamfitters had a grievance, and the 
carpenters expressed their sympathy with them 
by declining to work until the steamfitters started 
to fit again. Then, when the demands of the fit- 
ters were met, the helpers were left out in the 
cold, and more trouble ensued. At one time it 
looked as though the picture of the new club- 
house, "The way it looks now," would be avail- 
able as standing matter for many months, but 
just before the "Journal" went to press word was 
received that the strike was ended, and the com- 
mittee hope by energetic work to have the build- 
ing ready for occupancy in the fall, if no further 
complications arise. 
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BOTHXER'S CLEAN SWEEP. 

CHARLES G. BOTHNER, of the New York 
Athletic Club, eclipsed the performances of 
all other fencers in the national amateur champ- 
ionships, held under the joint auspices of the A. 
F. L. A. and A. A. U., on April 30th and May 
1st, by winning the leading honors in the foils, 
dueling swords and sabres, the three events de- 
cided. Such an achievement is unprecedented in 
the history of the championships, and is a fitting 
climax to the long list of victories earned by the 
New York Athletic Club fencers this season. 

Bothner has held the sabre championship since 
1895, and his victory with this weapon created no 
surprise, but he was scarcely looked upon as a 
formidable candidate in the foil competition, which 
last year was won by G. Kavanagh, of the New 
York A. C. A. V. Z. Post, of the Fencers' Club, 
who won the event in 1895, was strongly fancied 
for first honors, and the duel between Jiim .and 
Bothner was one of the most exciting <x>ntests of 
the final evening's sport; it was nip and tuck from 
]>eginning to end, and as the championship 
hinged on the result, the supporters of both men 
were in a state of feverish excitement until the 
judges announced Bothner the YictcMr by a score 
72 2-3 to 69. On figuring the percentages iar 
the fifteen bouts necessary to determine the caa» 
test, it was found that Bothner was victorious, 
having earned a total of 388 2-3 to 388 1-3 for 
Post. 

In the dueling swords, the New York Athletic 
Club supplied first and second men in Bothner 
and S. T. Shaw. The latter did not appear for 
the first evening's fencing, but was allowed to 
fence by common consent on the final evening. 
He improved his opportunity well enough to 
take second position only one point behind 
Bothner. 

In the sabres, Bothner again defeated Slazen- 
ger, emphasizing the result of the contest for the 
N. Y. A. C. club championships. This proved a 
surprise to many good judges, as Slazenger has 
improved enough this season to render him an 



extremely dangerous opponent with the sabre. 
It was Bothner's day, however, and he totaled 
twenty points more than Slazenger in the three 
bouts. The summaries:

THE fencers of the New York Athletic Club, 
after an up-hill struggle, won a great vic- 
tory in the Junior team championship, on April 
16th and 17th. The following teams competed:

At the end of the third round, the New York 
A. C. representatives were in third position, and 
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thirty points behind the Fencers* Club team, who 
were leaders at that time. Cornell University 
was second at this stage of the contest, ten points 
ahead of the New York A. C, while Harvard, 
the winner last year, was only eight points be- 
hind the N. Y. A. C 

Gradually the Mercury Foot wearers improved 
their position, gaining a few points each round 
until they assumed the lead at the end of the 
eighth round. In the ninth, which was the final 
round, the New Yorks drew further away and 
won by the handsome margin of 74 points. 

The victory was due in a great measure to the 
clever work of W. Lyon, who won the special 
prize for individual merit. His execution was re- 
markable for a Junior, and earned him the com- 
mendation of the expert spectators. 

The competition called for fifty-four bouts, 
style as well as touches being taken into con- 
sideration.

Dr. Hammond, an important factor in 
the events, did not appear on April 15th, when 
the final competitions took place, but in the 
sabres, the performance of F. L. Slazenger, who 
was only beaten by one point by such an ex- 
perienced fencer as Bothner, is worthy of com- 
ment. The evergreen S. T. Shaw was second in 
both foils and dueling swords. 



In the Junior foil championship, for which the 
final competition took place on April 24th, C. 
C. Curran maintained his lead, and won by about 
nineteen points from W. Lyon. The competition 
was interesting throughout, and the contestants 
show evidence of developing into accomplished 
swordsmen.

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N. Y. A. C. SWIMMERS VICTORIOUS. 

AFTER the showing made by the New York 
Athletic Club swimmers in the first of the 
open point competitions given by the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic Club, an easy victory was as- 
sured for the great aggregation who carry the 
Mercury Foot in natatorial contests. 

The events decided on April 8th and 14th 
were, with one exception, won by New York A. 
C. men, and they triumphantly bore away the 
banner for the greatest number of points scored. 
In the 220-yard swimming race, decided on 
April 8th, all three places fell to New York A. 
C. men, but in the dive and swim under water, 
Dr. C. F. Adams, the Knickerbocker represen- 
tative, won with a record-breaking performance 
of 219 feet. 

The sport on the final evening was limited to 
swimming races at 100 feet and 440 yards, Mur- 
ray winning the first, and Wenck the second 
event.

SWIMMING is likely to come into more than 
usual prominence during the ensuing sea- 
son, as the city of Chicago has appropriated 
$1,000 to be expended under the auspices of the 
Chicago A. A. in promoting contests to take 
place on July 4th in the lagoon where the 
World's Fair championships were held in 189»3. 
The Chicago A. A. have applied for permission 
to hold the Amateur Athletic Union champion- 
ships on that date, thus giving additional import- 
ance to the meeting. If nothing intervenes mean- 
while, the New York Athletic Club will make an 
effort to add more laurels to those already gained 
this season in that branch of sport. It is the in- 
tention of the Athletic Committee to send D. M. 
Reeder, the 220-yard indoor champion, and F. 
A. Wenck, the long distance swimmer, to com- 
pete in the Windy City. The meeting between 
Reeder and Whittaker, the Chicago A. A. 
champion, who has held the pride of place since 
Kenney's retirement, will be of special interest. 
With a few months more work Reeder has an 
excellent chance of defeating the Western crack 
in either the 100 or 220-yard events. Normandie 
Murray and Louis Fitzgerald, Jr., the two other 
fast swimmers of the club, will probably go to 
Philadelphia on July 4th, where the natatorial 
contests are a feature of the People's Day sports. 
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A RADICAL change in the stroke of the 
New York Athletic Chib crews has been 
introduced by Athletic Director Giannini this 
season. 

The change may be briefly described as fol- 
lows: Horizontal slides are being used in place 
of the inclined; the foot stretches are now on an 
angle of forty-five degrees, in place of thirty-two 
as heretofore used. 

In sliding the men only go sixteen in place of 
twenty inches, and a longer body swing is re- 
quired on both ends of the stroke. 

These changes are in conformity with the 
English ideas and appear to be an improvement 
on the old style of rowing previously in vogue 
at Travers Island. 

In order to give the change in style full effect 
It has been necessary to reduce the width of the 
oar-blades from 7J to 6 inches. This gives a bet- 
ter grip on the water, at the same time making 
it easier to pull the stroke through and finish. 

The eight-oared Junior crew are progressing 
favorably in training. They were first put into 
the '91 **Chippie" boat, but it was badly twisted 
and too small to carry them, so after a week's work 
a change was made to the '95 shell. The new 
cedar shell which has been ordered will not be 
ready until May 15th, but every effort is being 
made to have it delivered earlier, as the crew is 
held back by reason of its absence. 

Several changes have been made and the crew 
is now rowing as follows: Campbell, stroke; 
Hurd, 7; Radcliffe, 6; Hall, 5; Hamilton, 4; Ber- 
ger, 3; Scott, 2; Bogert, bow. 

Despite the energetic work no weight has 
been lost by the men, and the average weight is 
now 162 pounds per man, making a remarkably 
heavy Junior crew. 

The Junior double scull crew, consisting of E. 
J. Keane, stroke, and Campbell Smyth, have 
been rowing steadily since April 10th. They are 
now working in single shells, with an occasional 
spin in the double. They are showing excellent 



form, and should render a good account of 
themselves in the Decoration Day regatta. 

The idea of a Senior four has been abandoned, 
and all efforts will be concentrated on the Junior 
eight and Junior double. 

TO RUN IN ENGLAND. 
Walter S. Hippie, who has for some time been 
a prominent half-mile runner of the New York 
Athletic Club, will leave for England at the end 
of this month on a vacation; while there he will 
compete in the English championship meeting 
and carry the Winged Foot in the half-mile race. 
Hippie is a sterling runner, though last year he 
was slightly overshadowed when competing 
against such a grand performer as Kilpatrick. 
On several occasions he ran second to the in- 
vincible half-miler, occasionally giving him quite 
an interesting tussle for the honor of first place. 
There is no question that he will do credit to the 
club by his performance abroad, and on public 
form has an excellent chance of victory. His 
best record at the present time is 1 min. 57 2-5 
sec; with the exception of the University ath- 
letes there does not apear to be a runner in Eng- 
land at the present equal to this time. Hippie 
will also compete in the principal athletic meet- 
ings throughout the country, and should bring 
back a large share of the handsome prizes pre- 
sented across the water.

A RAW, blustering May-Day did not deter

He missed his twelfth 
bird, but killed the next; then just as the rooters 
were anticipating a victory for the popular 
Charles, he destroyed his chance by allowing 
four objects in succession to sink into the creek 
without clipping them. 

Ponvert failed to kill his sixth bird, and the 
unlucky thirteenth also got away from him. At 
this time Dr. De Wolf had missed three, and his 
chance for the trophy appeared extremely slim, 
but from this to the finish, it was a battle between 
he, Bradley and Ponvert. Dan put himself out of 
court by missing his seventeenth and twenty- 
second birds, and though Ponvert made a clean 
score to the end, his miss at thirteen proved fatal, 
for the Doctor, shooting with commendable 
nerve, killed all but the last pigeon, and won by 
the narrow margin of one bird. 

Some good handicap sweepstakes followed the 
important event, in one of which Dan Bradley 
distinguished himself by equaling Ponvert's 
record for the afternoon of twenty-three killed.

DEATH OF JOHN V. CRUM. 

A DISPATCH from Des Moines, Iowa, gives 
the sad intelligence of the death from ap- 
pendicitis of John V. Crum, one of the represen- 
tatives of the New York Athletic Club in the 
International games held in 1895. 

Though only in New York for a short while, 
Mr. Crum's athletic prowess brought him into 
general notice, and his pleasant, unassuming 
manner quickly made him a general favorite. 

Crum had moved to Des Moines two months 
ago from his native place, Bedford, where he held 
the office of City Attorney. He aspired to fur- 
ther honors on the running path, and a week ago 
went out with some local athletes and joined them 
in running and jumping. He was taken ill and 
removed to the hospital next day. 

He was a graduate of the University of Iowa. 
While there he developed such speed that he 
was thought to be the peer of John Owen, Jr., 
and Luther H. Cary, the fastest amateur sprin- 
ters, who up to that time had "come out of the 
West.'' At the 1894 championship meet of the 
Western Intercollegiate Association Crum won 
the 100-yard run in 10 1-5 seconds, and the 220- 
yard run in 22 2-5 seconds. The same year he 
captured the A. A. U. Central Association cham- 
pionships at the same distances in 10 2-5 and 
26 1-5 seconds respectively. But these perform- 
ances were dwarfed by his achievements, at the 
intercollegiate games, Berkeley Oval, May, 1895, 
when he electrified the Eastern critics by win- 
ning the 100-yard event in 10 seconds, and the 
220-yard dash in 22 seconds. In the latter event 
some of the watchholders timed him as running 
a couple of fractions faster. 

Crum then returned to the Westf and renewed 
his titles to all the championships he held. At 
the Western intercollegiate meet he captured 
the short sprint in 10 seconds, the 220-yard dash 
in 22 seconds, and covered these distances at the 
Central Association tournament in 10 seconds 
and 21 4-5 seconds respectively. When the 
New York A. C. started to organize a team to 
meet the Britishers later in 1895, Crum was invited 
to join the forces at Travers Island. All who saw 
Crum run against Wefers were convinced that 
the Western flyer was not nearly in such good 
form as he showed at the Oval and elsewhere 
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earlier in the season, and he apparently thoug:ht 
so himself, judging by his resolve to resume 
training this season and have another try for 
championship honors. 



THE coasting match proved such a success 
last year that the "Club Journal," in the 
hope of repeating it, has offered the Bicycle Com- 
mittee two prizes for a coasting match, to be held 
in the month of June.

Mr. Frank L. Slazenger was saved all 
trouble in disposing of his '96 wheel by an en- 
terprising and audacious thief, who slipped off 
with it while Mr. Slazenger turned his head for a 
second from a window fronting on the street. The 
abductor was evidently a scorcher, for a few 
moments later, when the victim dashed out on 
the street, there was no sign of him. The daring 
nature of the theft points a moral for other 
wheelmen, who should recollect that if they leave 
iheir wheels unwatched for a minute, they leave 
them a minute too long. 

A curious object lesson in the evolution of the 
wheel was given by a trio who made a trip to 
Travers Island on Good Friday. On leaving 
the club house I. B. Brennan and C. R. Pratt 
were mounted on a tandem, and H. P. Dis- 
becker on a single. How the transition oc- 
curred is not quite plain, but the tandem riders 
arrived at the Island on single wheels, while 
Disbecker's mount had changed to a hansom 
cab. Base rumor says that Disbecker grew 
wear}' at Strong Arm Kelly's and punctured his 
tire with a pocket knife. 

Mr. J. C. Reed, who died on April 23d, was 
taken off while engaged in his labors as secretary 
of the Executive Committee of the Grant 
memorial ceremonies. It is sad to contemplate 
that after many years of labor for the fund, Mr. 
Reed should have been taken away without the 
satisfaction of beholding the attainment of the 
object to which he gave so much attention.

IT seems almost like sacrilege to jest on the 
subject of golf. Yet some one has so far 
ignored all the national associations of the game 
as to speak Hghtly and frivolously of such a hal- 
lowed subject as a golf course. So the Journal 
is forced to confess that the golf links mentioned 
in last month's issue are not in existence, or if 
the holes do exist they are buried so deep be- 
neath a plentiful crop of hay that even the most 
recently imported caddy could not discover 
them. 

Since the Journal's announcement of the golf 
links, which seem harder to attain than the prom- 
ised land, chairman of the Athletic Committee, 
Walters. Baldwin, has worn a look of worry, now 
quickly changing to that of despair, as the task 
of dodging the golf fiends clamoring for the 
alleged course becomes more hopeless. 

The Journal regrets that an}^ members should 
have been put to inconvenience on account of 
the statement about the links, although from our 
knowledge of golf we opine that there would 
be just as much sport and exercise in looking for 
the links as in playing the game and looking for 
the ball. Hereafter all correspondents who are 
so impolitic as to joke on the subject of ''golf* 
will kindly label their communications appro- 
priately. 
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NEW YORK A. C. JUNIORS DEFEAT 
YALE. 

SINCE the days of the famous Chippie crew 
no more glorious result has crowned the 
efforts of the New York Athletic Club oarsmen 
than the brilliant victory in the junior race in the 
Harlem Regatta on Decoration Day, when the 
eight who wore the Mercury Foot vanquished 
the oarsmen of Yale and Columbia Universities, 
as well as the pick of the aspirants for aquatic 
honors from the boat clubs of the Harlem. The 
victory was the more pleasing because of its un- 
expected nature, as it has become almost a by- 
word among rowing men that it is impossible for 
a junior crew from a boat club to defeat the sea- 
soned university oarsmen. The advantage of 
the crew that came from New Haven on this oc- 
casion was not only due to their superior oppor- 
tunities for training, but there was serious ques- 
tion as to whether they were eligible to compete 
as junior oarsmen. Accordingly, a protest was 
entered against the crew, not because of any de- 
sire to antagonize Yale, but simply as a matter of 
principle. The fact was admitted that some of 
the members of the crew had been, if thty were 
not then, substitutes on the 'Varsity eight, and 
had also rowed in the winning boat in a. triangu- 
lar race, and while the Regatta Committee 
agreed that according to the spirit and the letter 
of the rule, these facts would render them ineli- 
gible, the Yale crew was allowed to row be- 
cause a member of the Regatta Committee had 
written a letter to the captain of that crew de- 
fining, according to his own ideas, the statvis of 
a junior oarsman. Relying upon this letter the 
Yale crew had entered, and under the circum- 
stances the Regatta Committee thought it would 
be unfair to punish them for the misunderstand- 
ing arising from the action of a member of the 
committee. 

That Yale was permitted to row is now a mat- 
ter for congratulation, as it added considerably 
to the honor won by the New York eight, and 
stamps them as the best eight turned out by the 



club since the Chippie crew made its glorious 
record. 

To Athletic Director Giannini belongs the 
credit of one of the most remarkable achieve- 
ments in rowing history. With one exception 
the eight men comprising the crew had never 
sat in a gig until April 4. They were coached 
in the entirely new stroke outlined in last 
month's Journal, which is a modification of the 
English ideas of rowing conceived and worked 
out by Mr. Giannini himself. Under these 
circumstances to defeat the crew containing ex- 
perienced oarsmen that sat in the Yale boat, with 
all the advantages of university coaching and op- 
portunity to row, was an achievement which 
stamps our athletic director as one of the most 
capable and brilliant coaches of the country. 

The details of the regatta show another vic- 
tory for the New York Athletic Club, and the 
most creditable showing on the part of 
Junior Sculler B. G. Wilson, who was the 
first representative of the N. Y. A. C. 
to take to the water. In his trial heat 
he had a disadvantage in the station, and 
finished only second, but when the final was 
rowed he showed much better form, and but for 
a bad habit of looking around might have been 
nuich closer to the winner, if not absolutely suc- 
cessful. When the start was made for the final, 
Vought, of the Atalanta Boat Club, immediately 
took the lead, and it was not until two-thirds 
of the course had been covered, and Wilson's 
boat was off the Nonpareil float, which held a 
large crowd of enthusiastic New York men, that 
the youngster spurted in response to the cheers 
of his club mates, and, drawing away from the 
other two men, who were keeping him close 
company, went in hot pursuit of the leader, who. 
however, had too good a lead to be overcome, 
and Wilson was beaten by nearly nvo lengths in 
6 min. 49 1-2 sec. 

There was an air of confidence about the spec- 
tators on the float, when Eddy Keane and Cam 
Smyth stepped into their double scull shell 
and rowed down to the start in the junior 
race. Both are finished oarsmen, with an 
immense supply of determination to back 
them up if a hard finish is necessar}-. 
and not a doubt was entertained of their 
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being the first crew to cross the finish line. 
A long delay at the start was occasioned by the 
Nassau Boat Club, who were finally disqualified 
for fouling the Harlem Rowing Club. Then the 
two remaining crews were again started, and the 
New York double began to forge ahead with a 
steady finished stroke. When they reached the 
Nonpareil float there was just daylight between 
the two boats, and the cheers from the float 
caused the double to increase their energies, and 
they quickly rowed away from the Harlems and 
won by about four lengths in 5 min. 45 1-2 sec. 

The excitement was intense as the eight 
sturdy juniors prepared to launch their boat for 
the struggle, which was recognized as the great 
event of the day. Their club mates gathered 
around them and whispered words of encourage- 
ment, which were scarcely needed as the boys 
were evidently full of pluck and determination. 
The Yale crew row^ed by before the New Yorks 
took the water, and, of course, were subject to 
criticism which was made rather to cheer up our 
own crew than to depreciate the merit of the 
New Haven boys, who certainly looked in great 
shape and fit to row a good race. The interest 
gathered in intensity as the crews took their 
places at the start which, for this race, was made 
at the McComb's Dam Bridge, the tide having 
just begun to ebb, and the cry of "They're off" 
seemed to set every muscle tingling as the forty 
men burst away to a perfect start. As they 
neared the float where the New York rooters 
were gathered a cry went up "The New Yorks 
lead,'' but if they led it could only have been by 
inches, for as they reached the float a glance at 
the flashing blades showed the five boats to be in 
almost perfect alignment. Our eight had the 
New York station, and their oars almost touched 
the float as Graham Smyth steered them deli- 
cately between that and the Yale crew, their 
most dangerous opponents. Both crews were 
rowing beautifully, and as they came in the line 
of sight it was seen that the collegians' boat was 
a foot or two ahead. Wild yells of encourage- 
ment from the New York men seemed to spur 
the oarsmen on, and, with a grand effort, they 
seemed to lift the boat until it shot by Yale's be- 
fore they had fairly passed the float. That was 
practically the winning stroke. With the boat's 



nose once in front the New Yorks worked like 
machines, and, rowing a steady thirty-six stroke, 
with a fine body swing, gradually drew away 
from Yale, until at the Y. M. C. A. boathouse a 
half a length's advantage had been gained. From 
that time on it was just a question of keeping it 
up. The crew being encouraged to do this by 
the cheers of another crowd of New York sup- 
porters on board the tug Harlem River, some of 
whom nearly fell overboard in their frantic ef- 
forts to encourage the club boat, which eventu- 
ally crossed the line three-quarters of a length 
ahead of Yale, the Bohemians being third, a 
lengthv further behind; time 5 min. 36 1-2 sec.

ROUTE TO TRAVERS ISLAND. 

ROADS leading to Travers Island are in 
such an uncertain state, through im- 
provements and reconstruction, that the Jour- 
nal has mapped out a route by which the Island 
can be reached on good roads, and which mem- 
bers will do well to follow until they are sure that 
other roads, perhaps more direct, are ridable. 

Take Boulevard to 181st street, cross Wash- 
ington Bridge and turn to the left, through 
Featherbed Lane; at the end of the lane turn 
left into McComb's Dam road. Take the 
second turning to the right, after passing Berke- 
ley Oval. This is the Fordham Landing road, 
and, crossing Jerome avenue, leads down hill 
into Fordham village. Cross Webster avenue 
and the car tracks to Pelham avenue, with St. 
John's College and grounds on the left; cross 
the Southern Boulevard, through Bronx Park, 
and over the bridge spanning the Bronx, to the 



junction of the old Boston road and White 
Plains road; turn to the left and bear to the left 
along the trolley line, where is the only stretch 
of poor road of about a hundred yards. Follow 
the trolley line through Williamsbridge and 
Mount Vernon, until about 100 feet of the cob- 
blestone road, then turn to the right along South 
Eleventh street, first turn to the left into West 
Second street, down which ride to Fourth ave- 
nue, the main business street of Mount Vernon; 
turn to right and follow the trolley Hne, which 
turns to the left at East Third street; continue 
down the hill, cross the bridge at the foot and 
turn to the right at the white house a little ^fur- 
ther on. Ride on the sidewalk for one block, 
then up the hill, taking the first turn to the left, 
across the Boston Post road, which leads into 
the Pelham Manor concourse, down the hill by 
the railroad station and to the right straight 
over to Travers Island.

Entering the new 
house of the New York Athletic Club the rich- 
ness and dignity of its spacious hall, with its 
walls and columns of marble, cannot fail to pre- 
pare one for the elegance and comfort of its in- 
terior, and were we describing that which had 
already an existence, instead of that which the 
drawings for the interior finish and decoration 
of the new rooms suggest, we could not more 
accurately outline their effect. 




DINING-ROOM 

The club parlor will be finished in East 
Indian mahogany, a wood of rich grain and 
of a warm red tone of color. Appropriately 
the design is of a pseudo Indian character, bor- 
rowing as it does, its motif from the art of India. 
Its coloring ornament and general characteris- 
tics consistently carrying out the intricate yet 
beautiful details universally employed by the 
Hindoo artist. The walls are paneled to a 
height of about six feet, with a broad and plainly 



treated wainscot, and the beams of the ceiling 
are supported by columns of red Numidian mar- 
ble, with hexagonal capitals, delicately relieved 
with appropriate ornament. In the centre of 
the room is a huge chimney piece covering a 
broad fireplace formed of richly glazed tiles, 
whose sole ornament is a tracing of silver in in- 
tricate pattern. The walls and ceiling are col- 
ored in deep, full tones, and in their detail bear 
impress of Indian art. Altogether the room is 
singularly unique in character, and when one 
bears in mind the oriental character of the fa- 
cade of the clubhouse, most appropriately sus- 
tains the suggestions therein contained. 

Of all the rooms in a clubhouse the library is 
the house committeeman's bete noir. It is, in 
all clubs, both a written and unwritten law, that 
in its sacred atmosphere no smoking nor loud 
talking shall prevail. Yet the atmosphere of 
most club libraries is such as to induce, rather 
than suppress, these two cardinal sins against 
the proprieties. There is something in the quiet 
mellowness of coloring found in an old cathe- 
dral, which unconsciously compels one to doff 
his hat and hush his voice to a whisper tone. 
Borrowing from this suggestion, the library has 
• been treated in a subdued olive color, its trans- 
verse ceiling beams held up by a column of ser- 
pentine marble, and its bays defined by a geome- 
tric arrangement of plaster groins, colored and 
defined by a proper use of harmonious tones of 
the same mellow color. Ranged around the 
room are ample book cases in antique oak, with 
leaded glass doors, affording a resting place for 
at least 6,000 volumes. A broad-paneled wains- 
cot, more than eight feet high, connects the 
cases, while the doors and windows are framed 
with the same massive wood. **Good books 
and old friends" is the suggestion, and a glance 
at the broad chimneypiece completes the quo- 
tation, for there is the broad hearth which will 
contain the **warm fire." 

The clubman's delight is in his lounging 
rooms, untrammeled by the nicities of club eti- 
quette: here he seeks that thorough enjoyment 
which good comradeship affords. A lounging 
room, to be perfect, should suggest not only in 
its fittings, but in its very color and atmosphere 
the uses for which it is intended. All sugges-

tions of formality should be banished, and all its 
appointments should conduce solely to creature 
comfort. It is needless to say that the treatment 
of the smoking or lounging room thoroughly 
carries out this idea. Its wainscoted walls of 
brown quartered oak, its broad and luxurious 
divans, its warm, golden-toned walls and simply 
ornamented ceilings become natural adjuncts 
to such a result. Nor has originality of treat- 
ment been overlooked. Above the massive 
mantlepiece is a huge panel in '*bumt wood" 
treatment, showing a number of Aborigines en- 
gaged in an exciting game of lacrosse, while the 
top panels of the wainscot contain in similar 
treatment representations of different athletic 
sports, hinted at in a conventional manner 
rather than realistically expressed. 

The windows at the north end of the room 
are in leaded clear glass, with a border of 
brightly colored glass, while in the upper centre 
of each window in color is the "Caduceus" and 
Mercury hat. Over the upper centre of the 
chimneypiece may be found the club emblem — 
the far-famed '*Mercdry Foot." 

It is sometimes said that where a man hangs 
up his hat, there is his home. If everyone who 
in the future hangs up his hat in the entresol 
of the N. Y. A. C, will only claim that club as 
his home the capacity of the new house w^ill be 
undoubtedly severely strained. Yet ample pro- 
vision has been made for the accommodation of 
head gear in the four corners of this room. An 
architectural necessity has compelled the forma- 
tion of a barrel arch to the ceiling of the entre- 
sol, which with its simple color and pattern 
treatment has become an object of beauty, and 
one may well pause for a moment's glance 
about before proceeding to the dining room be- 
yond to refresh the inner man. 

Bulwer Lytton truly remarked that **Civi- 
lized man cannot live without dining." Thrice 
happy then is that man whose good fortune it 
may be to dine in the club's new dining room — 
a vast ceiling in warm color supported upon red 
marble pillars with yellow bronze capitals. A 
paneled w'all in Greek red over a natural oak 
wainscot whose broad panels are heavily mark- 
ed with natural ribboning; arches right and 
left of the enormous sideboards whose simple 



lines are relieved with ornament of yellow 
bronze — all these details go to make up the 
whole of a room, dignified and homelike in 
character. Although the room is of vast pro- 
portions, the treatment is such that no sense of 
emptiness will be observable. A careful study 
of the relative proportions of the fittings one to 
the other, it is believed, will bring about this 
desired result. 

Opening from, the dining room is the break-

fast room, identical in detail with the larger 
room, but with the oak stained a beautiful 
"forest green" color. The wainscot is bisected 
like the dining room with two Hues of flat orna- 
ment finished in a natural bronze color. The 
coloring of the walls and ceiling, in admirable 
contrast to the latter room, is a study of yellows, 
each section of the wall forming a well-defined 
panel by the use of a painted (jreek border of 
simple design. Opposite to and balancing a 
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broad sideboard is the ample fireplace and wide 
chimneypiece, the whole treatment being 
friendly and homelike in the extreme. 

Each of the above rooms, except the lounging 
room, has its windows draped with heavy hang- 
ings in color thoroughly harmonizing with its 
decorative treatment and completing the out- 
lines of what will be when fully furnished the 
m.ost attractive suite of club chambers in the city. 

We understand that the water color drawings 
of the above rooms, prepared by Mr. Horace 
Aloran, Messrs. Hess & Co.'s talented artist, will 
be on view during the Spring games at the 
Travers Island clubhouse, when it is hoped 
that as many of the members as possible 
may, through their medium, make themselves 
acquainted with their future home. 



THE INTERCOLLEGIATE GAMES. 

THE strength of the New York Athletic Club 
team was clearly demonstrated in the an- 
nual struggle for intercollegiate honors, which 
took place at Berkeley Oval on May 29. In 
nearly every event on the programme the win- 
ners were members of the New York A. C, and 
in several instances all three places were won 
by athletes entitled to wear the Mercury Foot 
in competition. 

After the rumors of the many phenomenons 
who were to outsprint Wefers in the hundred, it 
was a satisfaction to New Yorkers to find him 
galloping in an easy winner, more especially as 
the popular Tommy Fisher, another member 
of the club, managed to squeeze home second 
to the (jeorgetown flyer. 

The quarter-mile was a foregone conclusion 
for T. E. Burke, who won the International 
event at that distance, with F. P. Garvan and R. 
D. Hoffman second and third, 'all members of 
the N. Y. A. C. 

In the mile (j. W. Orton and J. F. Cregan ran 
a great race, the former winning in the good 
time, for a windy day, of 4 min. 25 sec. 
Fetterman placed the mile walk to the credit of 
I^ennsylvania, so that the half-mile run won by 
Hollister, of Harvard, was the only track event 
other than the hurdles, in which a New York A. 
C. man did not break the worsted. The specta- 



tors were treated to a sensational race in the 220 
yards. It was apparent to all that Wefers had 
difficulty in holding Colfelt, the big Princetonian, 
after the first 50 yards, and the excitement was 
tremendous, as he strained every nerve, without 
avail, eventually finishing a yard in the rear of 
Colfelt. It was afterwards learned that the 
champion had rup:ured the sheath of a tendoD, 
and an exammation made shortly after the race 
by Dr. White, resulted in the decision that Wefers 
would be unable to run for some weeks, and his 
entry was withdrawn from the spring games. 
This is the first defeat Wefers has suffered at 
the furlong dash, and good runner as Colfelt 
undoubtedly is, there is but little doubt that 
the Georgetown runner will turn the tables in 
the near future. 

In the field events New York A. C. members 
were also to the fore, the three placed men in 
the shot-putting contest, Garrett, Sheldon and 
McCracken, all being members. The same being 
true of the hammer-throwing, in w^hich Mc- 
Cracken and Chad wick were both placed.

ANOTHER RECORD BROKEN. 

JOHN FLANAGAN, the hammer-thrower, 
who has recently joined the New York 
Athletic Club, made his debut at the games of 
the New Jersey Athletic Club on Labor Day and 
fully sustained the great reputation which his 
work in practice at Travers Island had gained 
for him. The hammer-throwing was the chief 
event on the programme of the annual carnival 
at Bergen Point, as Flanagan met the previous 
record holder, James S. Mitchell, whose grand 
work with the weights has for years past led to 
the belief that he was invincible. Mitchell had 
trained faithfully for the event, but even had he 
reached the figures which made for him the 
world's record in 1892 of 145 feet and 3-4 inches 
he would still have suffered defeat, as Flanagan 
whirled the 16-pound hammer 150 feet 8 inches, 
establishing a record that probably only he him- 
self will surpass for some time to come. J. C. 
McCracken, of the University of Pennsylvania 
and New York Athletic Club, finished second to 
Flanagan, with a throw of 129 feet 2 inches, 
Mitchell being third, with 128 feet 4 inches. In 
addition to the regulation event from the seven- 
foot circle a competition was included in throw- 
ing from the nine-foot circle, but this rather 
hampered than helped Flanagan, who having 
once changed from the Irish method and adapted 
himself to the American, found no advantage in 
the increase of turning space. In this style the 
former champion was also defeated by two N. Y. 
A. C. men, C. Chadwick throwing 131 feet 1 1-4 
inches and J. C. McCracken 126 feet 8 1-2 inches. 
In the 220-yard hurdle race there was a dead heat 
for first place between J. D. Winsor, Jr., Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, and A. W. Smith, New 
York A. C, which was won by Smith in the run- 
off. Colfelt's running was also a feature of the 
games, and his 31 1-5 seconds on a wet track 
was certainly a good performance.

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PROPOSED GRAND PLAZA FRONTING 
THE NEW CLUBHOUSE. 

COMMISSIONER of Public Works Collis 
has submitted to Mayor Strong a plan 
for a grand plaza in the centre of New York city, 
with the request that it be referred to the Park 
Department. The scheme does not involve tak- 
ing a foot of private property, as all the land in- 
cluded in it is owned by the city. The Commis- 
sioner gives this description of his project: 

"My scheme is to lay out this plaza at the 
southern end of Central Park, and to include all 
that area between Fifty-ninth and Sixty-second 
streets and Fifth and Eighth avenues. Apart 
from the attractiveness of the location, you will 
provide five avenues of approach from the south 
to the park — one of them (Fifth avenue) being 
devoted exclusively to private vehicles; another 
(Sixth avenue) being the terminus of one branch 
of the elevated railway system, and the other three 
(Seventh and Eighth avenues and Broadway) 
accommodating surface railways, with quick 
motive power. All of these avenues in the near 
future will be laid with the most improved 
modern pavement. On the west, where Eighth 
avenue and Broadway converge, and on the east 
where Fifth avenue intersects Fifty-ninth street, 
there are already two large reservations owned 
by the city, which most appropriately contribute 
to the general scheme. 

"Along the centre of this open space, I would 
construct a raised stone platform for the use of 
pedestrians, open only at the intersection of the 
bisecting avenues. These platforms from time 
to time will become the sites of monuments, 



fountains and memorials, erected by public and 
private enterprise. The sidewalks should be of 
similar material, the roadway of the best, smooth 
and noiseless pavement known, and the whole 
area illuminated by electricity. 

"I also enclose you a careful estimate, pre- 
pared by Mr. Webster, engineer in charge of 
street openings, from which you will learn from 
his opinion the aggregate expenditure would not 
exceed |1,250,()(H)."

He 
finished fourth from scratch, allowing handicaps 
to a fast field. His time, taken separately, was 
51 seconds. 
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THE SPRING GAMES. 

THE club's Fifty-eighth Games were held un- 
der almost ideal conditions. Never was 
Travers Island more beautiful. Never did the 
sun shine more brightly and at the same time 
send forth such a moderate degree of heat. The 
grounds, the track and the oval were in superb 
condition, the harbor contained its usual number 
of gaily decorated yachts and the club members 
and their guests to the number of 5,000 filled up 
every available space on the banks which sur- 
round the track. 

The picturesqueness of the scene was unusual. 
The grass seemed to be greener, the costumes of 
the fair sex brighter, and their faces seemed to be 
prettier than usual. Cyclists of both sexes were 
very much in evidence, and their wheels were 
piled in heaps at every convenient place. It has 
often been said that the ladies at the games of the 
New York Athletic Club are always an interest- 
ing sight, as the ennui that society is prone to 
aflfect generally blows away with the first crack 
of the starter's pistol. This was noticeably the 
case on June 5th, and it soon became clear 
that the crowd, although fashionable in the 
extreme, had come to the Island for healthy en- 
joyment, and meant to have it. Many were the 
dainty gloves that were sacrificed in the general 
desire of the fair sex to show appreciation of a 
well-earned victory. 

The fields in the races were small, and Bob 
Fisher, who was the clerk of the course, was very 
busy with his blue pencil. But those who re- 
mained in the races were of such calibre that all 
of the events were interesting. Flanagan, the 
mighty weight thrower, was the cynosure of all 
eyes as he stepped into the seven-foot circle and 
swung his hammer around his head in an effort 
to break his world's record, made two weeks 
previous. He won the competition easily, but 
failed to approach the record. One of his throws, 
which might have been a record-breaker, struck 
a hurdle about 140 feet away and smashed it in 
two. He was expected to create a new record in 
throwing the discus, but his arms seemed to have 
lost their cunning, for he did not even qualify for 



the final. This was probably due to the fact that 
he uses the double turn just as he does when he 
throws the hammer, while all the other com- 
petitors take practically no turn at afl. 

M. P. Halpin's win of the 120-yard run was 
one of the most popular of the day. T. E. Burke, 
who represented the club in the international 
match, was the star of the afternoon. He won 
the quarter-mile race without hurrying himself, in 
the very fast time, for a five-lap track, of 49 1-5 
seconds. He came out tired and not exactly 
happy at the prospect of a hard race for the half- 
mile. On the last lap, H. E. Manvel, of the New 
Jersey Athletic Club, thought to steal the race, 
and started to sprint on the back-stretch. He 
opened up a wide gap and everybody thought 
that Burke was beaten. But the intercollegiate, 
international, national, Canadian, Olympian 
and other kinds of champion, settled down a lit- 
tle lower, his stride became a little longer, and 
inch by inch he picked up Manvel, winning by 
the comfortable margin of two yards. 

W. B. Rogers got dangerously near the record 
in the running broad jump, and his performance, 
although not a winning one, eclipsed in actual 
merit any jump made on the Travers Island oval 
since his own jump there in the fall of *95. The 
broad jumpers who were in the competition said 
that the turf take-off and landing bed were the 
finest they had ever competed on. 

The hurdle race was a big surprise. E. C. 
Perkins, the intercollegiate champion, was 
thought to be a certain victor, and had a com- 
fortable lead up to the eighth hurdle. But acci- 
dents will happen. He struck the hurdle and 
lost considerable ground, and was beaten by his 
college mate, Thompson. George Orton, with 
his college and club mate at his heels, won the 
mile race well within himself. And the experts 
picked him for the winner in the three-mile race. 
But he proved a disappointment. This race was 
probably one of the most peculiar ever seen 
on a running track. E. W. Hjertberg, of 
the New Jersey Athletic Club, who started from 
scratch with Orton, left the latter a mile from 
the finish, and running strongly, soon caught the 
field, and passed all but P. H. Christensen, 
and running wide on the outside of the turns 
coached the youngster into the stretch, when 
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Christensen sprinted home, leaving Hjertberg to 
consider the ingratitude of his club-mate.

It was the New York A. C. that first started 
the wave of interest in coasting contests. Last 
year's event was the first of its kind, and it was 
but natural that club should lead off again this 
season. The match was interesting from start 
to finish. A breeze that was strong enough to 
be called a gale blew down the hill, and at inter- 
vals, at the turn, was strong enough to almost 
stop the coaster in his track. This added to the 
uncertainty, and, naturally, the interest. There 
were thirty-one competitors, and three trials 
were necessary to determine upon the first three 
men. 

The course was about seven-eighths of a mile 
in length, with the finish over a slight rise to a 
bridge, beyond which but seven riders were able 
to coast. The contestants were pushed off from 
a standstill, and where the foot touched the 
ground, where the wheel fell, marked the finish. 
Both feet were placed on the coasters and kept 
there throughout the race. Special appliances 
and gears were barred, and only road wheels were 
allowed. The conclusion of the third heat 
showed H. A. Woodward the winner by a con- 
siderable margin. J. Louis Cunningham was 
second and Theodore E. Belts was third. 

In the first heat Harry L. Howard, the winner 
of last year's match, coasted further than his 
competitors, and, indeed, further than the winner 
in the final heat, but he had the hard luck to 
strike an adverse wind on the next trial and was 
barely able to reach the bridge, and did not 
qualify for the next heat. Phil Howard, his 
brother, who finished second to him in the first 
heat, also had the same misfortune in the second. 

Some of the contestants in their efforts to 
maintain their balance, as their wheels began to 
wabble near the finish, could have easily given 
points to the cleverest of Japanese jugglers, as 
no sculling or aiding the momentum of the wheel 
in any way was allowed at the finish, It was ex- 
tremely ludicrous at times in watching the coast- 
ers trying to benefit by the eccentricity of the 



rstrti^le wind. One moment they were bent 
double to offer as little resistance as possible, the 
next moment,' rounding the longest turn, they 
were sitting upright^ sailing along serenely 
toward the crowd that usually marked the long- 
est coast previously recorded. 

The little bridge was the point at whteh* the 
majority fell off. When a rider passed it he was 
quite sure to bowl along for fifty yards or more. 

The club members and their friends turned out 
in force, most of them having ridden to Mamar- 
oneck, some from Travers Island and some from 
New York City. A number of outside cyclists 
were also attracted, and for half a mile from the 
start the course was lined with wheelmen and 
wheel women. They showed no favoritism, but 
cheered the coasters as they sped on their way 
to the foot of the hill, cautioning each one in turn 
to look out for the many small stones in the 
road, which were liable to retard their speed if 
struck. 

The ten leaders in the first heat were: H. L. 
Howard, P. L. Howard, H. A. Woodward, O. J. 
Stephens, M. M. Belding, Jr., C. K. Alley, J. 
Louis Cunningham, Theodore E. Belts, Byron 
French and P. F. Bruner. These men went 
back to the start and coasted again in the second 
heat, the finish of which found H. A. Woodward, 
J. L. Cunningham and Theodore E. Belts to 
have the three longest distances to ^heir credit. 

After carefully grooming and overhauling 
their wheels for the final heat, the men were 
pushed off for the last test. Woodward proved 
an easy winner by more than seventy yards. 
Cunningham was second, barely falling over the 
line which marked Belts' attempt. 

Woodward's win is a remarkable one, from 
the fact that he weighs 217 pounds, and rode a 
wheel geared to S8 inches. Cunningham weighs 
IIM) pounds and rides a 70-gear. Belts weighs 
but 145 pounds and rode an 80-gear.

JOSEPH J. O'DONOHUE died at his home. 
No. 5 East Sixty-ninth street, on the after- 
noon of June 25th, after a lingering illness In 
Mr. O'Dono- 
hue's death the 
club loses one 
of its oldest, 
m ost valued 
and popu- 
lar members. 
There was 
scarcel y a 
member of the 
club who was 
not familiar 
with the kindly, 
dignified face 
of the old gen- 
tleman who 
moved about 
the clubhouse 
so quietly, 
and yet en- 
tered into the 
spirit of the 
pleasure of his 
friends. H e 
was elected a 
member of the 
Board of Gov- 
e rn ors on 
March 9, 1886, 
and re-elected 
in 1888 and 
1890. He ser- 
ved as chair- 
man of Restaurant Committee and was on the 
House Committee for four years. He was 
born January 4, 1833. 




Mr, O'Donohue was prominent in commercial 
and political circles for thiny years or more. 
In 1858 he and his father organized the Long 

Island Ferry 
Company. In 
1 880 he formed 
the firm of Jos- 
eph J. O'Don* 
ohue & Son, 
which soon be* 
came a power 
■' in the coffee 
trade, and from 
which he re- 
tired but a few 
years ago. In 
1861, when he 
lived in Brook- 
lyn, he was sec- 
retary of the 
first great meet- 
ing held in that 
city to raise a 
fund for the re- 
lief of the wid- 
ows an d or- 
phans of Union 
soldiers. In 
1865 the nom- 
ination of 
Mayor o { 
Brooklyn was 
offered to him, 
but he declined 
it. 

Mayor Wick- 
ham, of New York City, made him Park Commis-^ 
sionerin 1874. In 1876 he was a Presidential elec- 
tor, and City Chamberlain under Mayor Gilroy.

IRWIX A. POWELL AND RAY DAWSON. 

IN Irwin A. Powell and Ray Dawson the New 
York Athletic Club has the smallest, and at 
the same time the strongest amateur cycle rac- 
ing team it ever had. Last year Powell was the 
star of the New York State Circuit. He won 
thirteen first prizes in sixteen starts. Then he 
had the misfortune to break his collar-bone in a 
race, and his brilliant career was brought to a 
sudden end. 

His collar-bone mended, however, and at the 
beginning of the '1)7 season, after training a short 
time, he was soon riding in his old form. He 
distinguished himself by winning races from 
high-class fields at the Quill Club Wheelmen's 
meet and at the Inter-collegiate meet, both of 
>which were held on the Manhattan Beach track. 




^AWSON AND POWELL AT ROCHESTER ON THE CIRCUIT 

Ray Dawson has long been known as one of 
the fastest amateur riders in the country. Both 
he and Powell are students in Columl)ia L'niver- 
Htv. Daw«ion won the mile and five-mile races 



and, in conjunction with Powell, w^on the tan- 
dem event at the Inter-collegiate meet. 

After the college season had closed, the Xmo 
young cyclists were ambitious to make a cam- 
paign over the New York State Circuit. Capt. 
Bartow S. Weeks secured the services of William 
B. Young, who is acknowledged by the experts 
to be the best trainer of cyclists in America, and 
Powell and Dawson started up the State under 
his care. 

They opened the campaign at Warsaw June 
11th, and each won a race. Under Young's 
watchful care the Mercury-Foot riders swept 
everything before them. At Buffalo, Powell 
w^on the mile open. At Rochester. Dawson won 
the mile open, with Pow^ell second, and together 
they won the tandem race. At Elmira, Powell 
won the mile open, with Dawson second; and 
Powell also won the mile handicap, scratch, after 
one of his famous sprints which have come to be 
known as the '*01d Seneca" finishes. At Bing- 
hamton, Dawson won the two-thirds-mile open, 
with Powell third. 

So it was all through the circuit ; the two riders 
were so evenly matched. This was continued 
until the close of the New York State season at 
the Kings County Wheelmen's meet at Man- 
hattan Beach, June 26th. Powell was entered in 
the Greater New York one-mile championship 
and was looked on as a sure w'inner by every- 
one present. He qualified in his heat easily, and 
in the final heat tacked onto the pacemaker nice- 
ly and entered the back-stretch in second posi- 
tion. The spectators smiled and said, '*It's all 
over, l^owell wins in a walk." 

But Miller, of the Greenwich Wheelmen, and 
Babcock, of the Harlem Wheelmen, and several 
others started their sprints, and passed Powell 
without his making an effort to follow. Enter- 
ing the stretch he was sixth man, and in the 
middle of the bunch. His position w'as so bad 
that he was compelled to backpedal to avoid a 
collision. Then he swept by around the bunch, 
and, picking up man after man, was only beaten 
by a small margin. Miller and Uabcock finishing 
first and second. Dawson, who was not eligible 
to ride in the New York State- championship 
races, won his trial heat in the half-mile handi- 
cap from scratch under great difficulties, but was 
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unable to catch the limit men in the final, the 
wind on the back-stretch bringing him almost to 
a standstill, as he was entirely without pacing. 

The record of Powell and Dawson's races 
while on the circuit is as follows: 

Syracuse, June 19. — One-mile open, Dawson 
second. Powell fell in his heat and did not 
qualify; both were excused in handicaps on ac- 
count of bad track. 

Saratoga, June 21. — One-quarter mile State 
championship, Powell third, riding with legs all 
bandages; one-mile open, Dawson, second; 
Powell and Fearing fell in the five-mile cham- 
pionship. 

Saratoga, June 22. — One-mile open, Dawson 
first; one-half mile State championship, Powell 
first 

Troy, June 23. — One-mile open, Dawson first; 
Powell secbnd; one-half mile open, Powell first, 
Dawson second. 

Albany, June 24. — One-mile open, Dawson 
first. Powell did not ride this track as this is 
where he broke his collar-bone last year. 

Manhattan Beach, June 26. — One-mile city 
championship, Powell third. Dawson rode in 
handicaps, won his heats from scratch, but could 
not overhaul the limit man. 

Warsaw, June 11. — One-mile open, Powell 
first, Daw^son second; one-half mile open, Daw- 
son second; five-mile handicap, Powell (scratch) 
third. 

Buffalo, June 12. — One-mile open, Powell 
first. Dawson did not qualify in heats. 

Rochester, June 14. — One-mile open, Daw- 
son first, Powell second; one-mile tandem, Daw- 
son and Powell first. 

Elmira, June 15. — One-mile open, Powell 
first, Dawson second; one-mile handicap, Powell 
(scratch) first, Dawson unplaced. 

Binghamton, June 16. — Two-thirds mile open, 
Dawson first, Powell third. Dawson fell in 
handicap, throwing Powell and others out of 
race. 

Cortland, June 17. — One-mile open, Powell 
first, Dawson second; one-mile handicap, Powell 
(scratch) first, Dawson (scratch) third. 

Utica, June 18. — One-mile open, Dawson first, 
Powell second: two-mile handicap, Dawson 
(scratch) first, Powell (scratch) second. 



Counting points 5, 3, and 1 for first, second 
and third places, Dawson has 8 firsts, 7 seconds 
and 1 third, making sixty-two points; Powell 
has 9 firsts, 4 seconds and 4 thirds, making sixty- 
one points, or a total of 123 points for the club, 
the best ever accomplished by any two athletes 
in thirteen meets. 

Fearing and Bird joined the team at Saratoga. 
Fearing had the misfortune to fall in the five- 
mile championship and cut his leg very severely, 
thus throwing him out of further competition. 
Bird, who is essentially a sprinter, took third 
prize in one-half mile State championship, to 
Powell.

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x\EW YORK ATHLETIC CLUB CHAMP- 
IONSHIP TEAM. 

THE championships of the Metropolitan As- 
sociation of the Amateur Athletic Union 
will take place at Columbia Oval on August 7th, 
and the Amateur Athletic Union championships 
will be held at Manhattan Field on August 
28th. Spirited competitions are expected at each 
of these meetings, especially at the latter, when 
the Chicago Athletic Club, who are this season 
making a big bid for supremacy, intend to be 
represented by a team that has achieved a great 
reputation in the West. Capt. Bartow S. Weeks, 
however, feels confident that the N. Y. A. C. will 
be represented by a team in every respect worthy 
of the reputation they have to sustain, and that 
a majority of the points will be scored by wearers 
of the Winged Foot. 

In the sprint races, the matchless Wefers will, 
of course, be the leading string, and no opposi- 
tion worthy of consideration may be expected in 
the Metropolitan championships. In the Na- 
tional event, however, the Westerners will have 
May bury, who is credited with 9 4-5 seconds for 
the hundred, and 21 2-5 seconds for 220 yards. 
Should he run up to expectations, he will, at 
least, make Wefers extend himself. The athletes 
relied on to support Wefers in the short dis- 
tances are E. B. Bloss, M. P. Halpin, 
R. D. Hoffman, R. W. Moore and Charlton 
Wallace. They look on paper a formidable con- 
tingent, and will doubtless score a fcAv points for 
the club. 

In the middle distances, the club will have as 
representatives, T. E. Burke, J. F. Cregan, Lane 
Cooper, M. W. Long, H. S. Lyons and T. B. 
Turner. The winners of the quarter and half- 
mile at both championship meetings should cer- 
tainly be found among them. 

For the distance runs, G. W. Orton, Lane 
Cooper and Theodore ( j. McGirr will be depend- 
ed upon to furnish the winner. 

In the hurdle races, the loss of Stephen Chase 
Vv^ill, of course, be felt, especially as the Western 
club will be represented by two reputed flyers in 
J. R. Richards, with a record of 15 4-5 for the 
high, and A. Kraenzlein, who is said to be equal 



to 25 3-5 seconds for the low. T. W. Chase, a 
brother of the famous "Cy," will carry the N. Y. 
A. C. emblem. He is a well-built specimen and 
has shown promising form in practice. His per- 
formance will be watched with interest, espec- 
ially if his trials give any evidence of his follow- 
ing the footsteps of his famous brother. M. V. 
liastian, E. B. Bloss, J. H. Thompson, Jr., M. P. 
Halpin, Herbert Wheeler and W. Maync will 
be the other club hurdlers. 

For the first time in several years the 
New York A. C. will have a first-class repre- 
sentative in the walk in the person of 
W. B. Fetterman, Jr., who this season 
has beaten the Intercollegiate record and 
also lowered the colors of S. Liebgold, for years 
the undisputed champion at the game. 

A trio of high-jumpers, each equal to clearing 
() feet under favorable circumstances, are Walter 
C. Carroll, N. T. Leslie and Irving K. Baxter. 
They should certainly account for some points. 
E. B. Bloss, the champion broad jumper, may 
not be in the best form owing to his re- 
cent accident at the all-around contest. He 
should win if he recovers, but, in any case, J. P. 
Remington will make a fight for first honors, 
while the club has also T. W. Chase and Robert 
Garrett. 

In the weight-throwing contests the club has 
always been well represented, and the following 
formidable contingent will certainly obtain a ma- 
jority of the points in the shot, hammer and 56- 
pound weight events, George Gray, John Flana- 
gan, Charles Chadwick. Robert Garrett and J. 
C. iVlcCracken. 

The New York Athletic Club has not had a 
thoroughly reliable pole-vaulter since the retire- 
ment of Hugh H. Baxter. The following quar- 
tette are all near the top of the tree in this sport 
and should furnish the winner, F. W. Allis, J. L. 
Hurlburt. Jr., R. G. Paulding and C. T. \'an 
Winkle. 

The bicycle race winds up the championship 
programmes. There is no doubt of the suprem- 
acy of the N. Y. A. C. riders, but whether they 
will be able to demonstrate it on the very in- 
diiferent cycling tracks to be negotiated is not so 
dear. The riders are Irwin A. Powell, Ray Daw- 
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son, C. C. Fulton Schwarz, H. K. Bird and W. 
Ottman.

NEW YORK A. C. ATHLETES IN ENG- 
LAND. 

RICHARD SHELDON and Walter S. Hip- 
pie represented the New York Athletic 
Club at the English athletic championship meet- 
ing on July 3d. The former just failed to win 
championship honors, but his performance with 
the shot was good enough to have won the event 
in either of the thirty previous years in which the 
championship has-been given. Sheldon only ar- 
rived in England two days before the champion- 
ship meeting, and then had a long railroad jour- 
ney before reaching the scene of the contest at 
Manchester. 

The conditions of competition vary from those 



in vogue in America, rendering his put of 44 feet 
5J inches the more remarkable. The event was 
won by D. Horgan, an Irish athlete, who has 
carried everything before him in this branch of 
sport for years, but on this occasion his put of 
45 feet 4 inches gave him a very small advantage 
over the young American. Sheldon took third 
place in the hammer-throwing contest, with 102 
feet 2 inches. 

Hippie, who ran in the half-mile champion- 
ship, seemed unable to do himself justice, the 
cold weather and high wind telling against him. 
His performances prior to the championship 
meeting were in many instances meritorious.

YACHT HOUSES AND APPROACH AT TRAVERS ISLAND. 
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THE proverb "Pride goeth before a fall," 
was never better exemplified than at the 
Cup and People's Regatta at Philadelphia on 
July 5th. We were justly proud of the mag- 
nificent performance of the Junior eight at 
the Harlem Regatta, and totally unprepared for 
the crushing defeat which they suffered in the 
Senior race on the Schuylkill. Viewed in the 
calm light of retrospect it is apparent that too 
much was expected of a green crew, and many 
causes tending to excuse their poor showing ap- 
pear in examining the circumstances under 
which the race was rowed. 

The physical condition of the men was far dif- 
ferent from when they made their great effort on 
the Harlem. Campbell and Burger were suffer- 
ing from boils, while Hall had just gone through 
a difficult medical examination lasting a week. 
The noise made by the Independence Day cele- 
brators deprived the men of much-needed sleep, 
and the extremely hot weather also affected 
them severely. 

It was evident from the start of the race that 
the crew was outclassed. Their form and time 
was good, but there was a painful lack of* life and 
vigor in the stroke, and a consequent absence of 
the necessary speed. 

The defeat sustained does not appear so mo- 
mentous when it is taken into consideration that 
the crew were rowing in a class above their rank. 
There being no intermediate race for eight- 
oared shells, it was decided to give the boys the 
benefit of the experience to be gained by a race 
in the Senior class. 

Fortunately the New York A. C. had entered 
Wilson in the Junior single sculling race. He 
scored a brilliant victory, and in a measure 
atoned for the defeat of the eight. 

The race was a mile and a half, with a turn, 
and in his trial heat Wilson had gained a lead of 
a length at the half distance, when in turning he 
went the wrong side of the buoy. Instead of be- 
coming rattled and either abandoning the race 



or continuing on, eventually to suffer disqualifi- 
cation, the young sculler coolly rowed back and 
rounded the buoy on the proper side. This 
placed him several lengths behind the leader, but 
nothing daunted, the plucky New Yorker went 
in pursuit of his opponents, whom he entirely 
outclassed and easily defeated at the finish. 

The delay of several of the competitors kept 
the New York A. C. man waiting under a broil- 
ing sun for nearly an hour prior to the start of 
the final heat. When the men were finally dis- 
patched, Wilson immediately took the lead, and 
at the half distance, three-quarters of a mile, was 
about seven lengths in the lead. He increased 
the distance between himself and competitors all 
the way to the finish, winning in hollow fashion 
by nearly two minutes. 

The form displayed by Wilson is the more re- 
markable considering the short time he has been 
rowing. He was also compelled to use the 
shell built for Athletic Director Giannini, which 
is a larger boat than would be necessary to carry 
to the best advantage our promising young oars- 
man. 

It is hoped that the club will soon add to 
its fleet of single shells and thereby encourage 
the development of scullers. It is noticeable that 
as soon as the club purchased a fine double scull 
racing boat, two crews of championship class 
came to the front in two successive seasons. 

Wilson will compete in the Intermediate single 
scull race at the National Regatta, with an ex- 
cellent chance of success. 

The eight-oared crew will also compete in the 
Intermediate race, Scott taking his original posi- 
tion, which was occupied by Keane when the 
crew rowed as Seniors for the Sharpless Cup at 
Philadelphia. 

The inclement weather has hindered the work 
of the crew and but little idea can be obtained at 
the time of writing of the speed at which the boat 
travels. 

The National Regatta will be held on the 
Schuylkill on August 13th and 14th, and doubt- 
less a large crowd of members will be present to 
encourage the N. Y. A. C. oarsmen.

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RULES OF THE ROAD. 

CYCLING members will do well to memor- 
ize the principal points embodied in the 
following summary of the new rules of the road 
just passed by the Board of Aldermen: 

Cyclists going in a northerly or southerly direction 
have right of way over vehicles going in an easterly 
or westerly direction. 

Ambulances, Fire and Police Department wagons 
have right of way in all directions. 

Any vehicle or bicycle overtaking another shall pass 
on the left side of the overtaken vehicle. Any over- 
taken bicycle or vehicle must turn to the right when 
requested to do so or as soon thereafter as possible. 

Above Fifty-ninth street no bicycle or other vehicle, 
upon passing another, when both are in motion, shall 
go in front until they are fifteen feet apart. 

In turning corners to the right, cyclists must keep 
to the centre of the street, and in turning corners to the 
left they must turn to the right of the centre of the in- 
tersection of the two streets. 

No bicycle or other vehicle shall stop in any public 
street or highway, except near the curb thereof. 

No vehicle shall turn, nor start and turn from the 



curb until the rider, driver or person having charge 
thereof shall have given a signal to be plainly seen from 
the rear and from the side toward which the turn is 
to be made. 

Every bicycle, velocipede or motor wagon must carry 
an alarm bell or gong not less than one and one-half 
inches nor more than three inches in diameter, and it 
must be sounded when turning corners and when pass- 
ing another vehicle or equestrian from behind. 

No bicycle shall be propelled at a greater speed than 
eight miles an hour, and it shall keep to the right of 
the centre of the roadway. 

No more than two bicycles shall be ridden abreast 
within the city limits of New York. 

No cyclist shall coast on any of the streets or ave- 
nues of the city lying south of 125th street. 

Every bicycle using the streets from one hour after 
sunset until one hour before sunrise shall show a light 
or lights so placed as to be seen from the front and 
from each side. Each light must be visible at a dis- 
tance of 200 feet. 

No bicycle or other vehicle must be propelled or 
driven around a corner of any streets or avenues at 
a faster gait than at the rate of three miles an hour. 

No bicycle shall be allowed to carry or transport 
on his wheel any child under the age of five years. 

No one shall ride a bicycle on the sidewalk of any 
street or avenue which has been Ragged, curbed, gut- 
tered and paved. 

Bicyclists may push their wheels along in single file 
on the sidewalks. 

Park avenue, between Thirty-fourth and Fortieth 
streets, and between Fifty-sixth and Ninety-sixth 
streets and the Western Boulevard, between Fifty-ninth 
and Manhattan streets, are declared to have but one 
roadway. 




WILL THE CHAIRMAN JOIN THEM?

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AN ATTEMPT AT RECORD BREAKING. 

LIEUTENANT HUGH D. WISE, of the 
New York Athletic Qub, made an heroic 
attempt to establish a record from New York to 
Washington, starting on July 16th. Though un- 
successful, the circumstances were so against the 
rider toward the end of the route, that an account 
of the trip provides interesting reading. 

Arrangements were made by Secretary John 
C. Gulick for pacemakers at various points on the 
road, and the start took place from City Hall at 
12.09 a. m. In spite of bad roads, and many ac- 
cidents to pacemakers, Philadelphia was reached 
with the rider only five minutes behind schedule 
time, and Elkton, one hour ahead of the 
schedule, the lieutenant at this time being in 
good form and riding strongly. 

The remainder of the trip is best described by 
Lieutenant Wise's own statement: 

"When we passed Elkton it commenced to 
rain, and then to pour. Finally, we had to dis- 
mount and walk, and so we trudged along mile 
after mile, hoping always to get beyond the rain, 
which we thought mig'ht be local. The roads 
got worse and worse, until near Havre de Grace 
the tandem was forced to stop. 

"Leaving the tandem, Hollett and I pushed 
on, arriving at Havre de Grace at 5.45 — 1 hour 
and 45 minutes behind the original schedule. 
When we reached Maryland, the roads were 
worse. They had one of the heaviest rains ever 
known in that section. About half way between 
Havre de Grace and Baltimore, the roads were 
running with water, and in places they were al- 
most washed away. Ten Eyck could have 
rowed it, but no bicycle could stand up in it, and 
the mud in places was so deep that it came over 
the top of my bicycle. We found it impossible 
to ride up hill or even on the level. When we 
struck a down-grade, we would get on and ride 
down through the mud and darkness until we fell 
off, and then would walk again. Mr. Hollett was 
to pace me only to Havre de Grace, but when the 
tandem quit, he said he would stick by me to 
Baltimore, or even to Washington; that he did 
not know the roads beyond Havre de Grace, but 
we would fight it out together. To add to other 
inconveniences, we could not get a thing to 



eat until 12 o'clock at night, when an old wo- 
man took pity on us, gave us some milk and 
such accommodations as she had for a couple of 
hours* rest. 

"We arrived at the point where the shell road 
to Baltimore commences at 5 o'clock a. m., and 
were then able to ride most of the way, seven 
miles, to Baltimore, though frequently the water 
in the road was half way up to the hubs. 

"We arrived at Baltimore at 6 a. m., and were 
told that no one could be found who would go 
to Washington, or even start out with us in the 
rain to show us the way. Portions of the road 
had been entirely washed away by the deluge of 
the day before, so that even a horse could not get 
to Washington from Baltimore in twenty-four 
hours. I wished to ride the railroad tracks, but 
they pointed out to me how ridiculous it would 
be, as I had ridden all of the day before and 
walked all of the night through the rain, mud 
and darkness. I realized that probably their 
opinion was worth more than the opinion of a 
man in my condition. Physically, I felt quite 
able to make the trip. In Baltimore the storm 
had been worse than where we were caught by 
it. Houses had been unroofed, cellars flooded 
and trees uprooted, and it would have been an 
impossibility to walk to Washington that day." 

Lieutenant Wise, undismayed by his discour- 
aging experience, is willing to undertake the 
trip again, when we trust that the weather will 
be more favorable for the attempt of the plucky 
rider. 

THE fast pair of New York Athletic Club 
cyclists, Irwin A. Powell and Ray Daw- 
son, have been given many long breathing spells 
during July after their hot-weather campaign on 
the State circuit in June. 

Both riders have fairly held the position 
gained by them in the early part of the season as 
the fastest team in the East, and Trainer Young 
is hopeful of their success in the National cham- 
pionship races of the L. A. W., which take place 
at Philadelphia on August 6th and 7th.

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THE SWIMMING CHAMPIONSHIP. 

THE New York Athletic Club swimmers took 
the long journey to Chicago on July 3d, 
where they competed for the amateur champion- 
ship before 15,000 spectators. The team, in ad- 
dition to Dr. J. M. Davis, who was in charge, 
consisted of D. M. Reeder, F. A. Wenck, Nor- 
mandie Murray. Owing to the central location, 
all parts of the United States were represented in 
the competitions. Taking into consideration the 
exceptionally high quality of the swimmers thus 
brought together, the honors captured by our 
members compare favorably with the results ob- 
tained by former representatives of the N. Y. A. 
C. in this branch of sport. D. M. Reeder, who 
has come so rapidly to the front, was the most 
successful, for, although he failed in a desperate- 
ly contested race to cross the line first for the 
hundred-yard championship, his staying power 
stood him in good stead for the 220-yard race, 
which he placed to the credit of the N. Y. A. C. 
F. A. Wenck had to succumb in both the half- 
mile and mile championship to Dr. P. Neuman, 
of the Chicago Athletic Club, an Austrian with a 
wonderful record for long distance swimming, 
but took third place in each event. The good 
form of the team, as a whole, is shown by the 
fact that they were victorious in the most im- 
portant event, from a club standppint, the 400- 
yard relay race, in which they were strongly op- 
posed by the local swimmers of the Chicago A. 
A., who had all the advantage of competing in 
their own vicinity. In spite of this, our repre- 
sentatives were victorious by 1 3-5 seconds. 

A strong southerly breeze blew diagonally 
across the course, and when the men started for 
the hundred-yard championship it could easily 
be seen that the N. Y. A. C. representatives, 
Reeder and Murray, had the worst positions, and 
were bothered considerably by the wind and 
choppy water. It was anybody's race at fifty 
yards, but the conditions eventually proved too 
tiresome even for a swimmer of Reeder's calibre, 
and at seventy-five yards he was clearly beaten 
for a place. At this time Renear, of the Lurline 
Swimming Club, of San Francisco, began to 
draw away, finally winning by three yards from 
J. F. Haunty, of the Milwaukee Rowing Club, in 
1 minute 7 2-5 seconds, which is 2 1-5 seconds 



better than the previous American record over a 
straightaway course. It is scarcely likely that 
the figures will be officially accepted, as both 
the current and wind may have aided the com- 
petitors. Reeder made up for his defeat in the 
100 yards by taking the lead in the 220 at the 
start, and holding it throughout, although the 
straightaway course was evidently not as much 
to his liking as tank racing. Murray was just 
beaten by Beach, of the Chicago Athletic Club, 
for second place. Reeder's time was 2 minutes 
57 2-5 seconds, which is also a new record. 

A series of handicap contests was given in 
connection with the championship events, and 
Dr. J. M. Davis proved successful in the hund- 
red yards, with the short allowance of seven sec- 
onds.

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PROGRESS OF THE NEW HOUSE. 

AN inspection of the interior of the new club- 
house, made just prior to the Journal 
going to press, shows that the work has pro- 
gressed rapidly during the past month, and indi- 
cates that the decorations will be completed and 
the house ready for occupancy early in January, 
should nothing unforeseen occur to delay the con- 
tractors. A brief review of the present condition 
of the house will doubtless be interesting to those 
who have not the opportunity to roam over and 
inspect our new quarters. 

On entering the clubhouse the first room to 
attract attention is the library, in which all the 
plastering is finished, and a general idea of what 
the room will be, when furnished, may be gained. 
A glance at the bath is even more interesting, 
and it already bears evidence of the imposing 
appearance it will present. The plastering is 
finished, and the marble work on the three-story 
side walls and pillars is almost complete. The 
windows are trimmed and the tank is complete, 
with the exception of the tile lining. The 
bright appearance of the bath is heightened by 
the white marble walls and pillars: in fact, all 
the surroundings are pure w^hite. The arched 
entrance to the smoking and lounging room al- 
ready presents a very pretty effect. A trip to 
the basement and sub-cellar shows that the work 
in that portion of the house has been delayed 
owing to the necessity of providing a system of 
sub-drainage to carry off the water. This diffi- 
culty has now been overcome and the work will 



proceed rapidly, the foundation for one of the 
boilers being already built. 

On the second floor the plastering of the bil- 
Hard-rooni is finished, which almost completes 
the work there, as that room will not be decor- 
ated further for the present. The lounging- 
room, at the head of the stairs, is also plastered 
and ready for the decorators to commence work. 

The sleeping-rooms on the third floor have 
been partitioned off with solid makite walls, ren- 
dering them entirely fire-proof. The plastering 
is also finished here, fittings for telephone and 
electric light in place, and the wood trimming 
is being proceeded with. 

The gymnasium on the fourth and mezzanine 
floors is also plastered, and other rooms parti- 
tioned off with fire-proof brick walls. Sleepers 
for the running track are laid; the sharp corners 
originally designed have been modified at one 
end, and the track provides quite a good 
straight for practicing sprinting. On the fifth 
floor the locker-room is ready for the erection 
of the lockers, and the windows and doors are 
being fitted. 

The sixth floor presents a very gratifying ap- 
pearance. The breakfast and supper room bids 
fair to be a bright and cozy apartment, while the 
dining-room is even more attractive than the 
committee expected. A few steps to the 
balcony outside, and a glance over the park 
shows at once how popular a spot it will become 
for the enjoyment of after-dinner coffee and 
cigars. 

In the cycle department the work is being 
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pushed forward with even more expedition than 
in the main building. The lease of the present 
cycle house expires on January 1st, and it will be 
necessary to have the new quarters ready for oc- 
cupancy at that time. This, it may be safely as- 
sumed, will be done, and the cyclists, in all 
probability, will have an opportunity to indulge 
in their usual watch-night festivities in the new 
building. 

THE following are extracts from letters re- 
ceived by the Secretary indorsing the ac- 
tion of the Board in regard to the rule against 
"tipping'': 

"I heartily approve of the rigid enforcement of the 
above rule." 

"I am glad to see that action has been taken in the 
above matter." 

"When first joining the club, I visited the club- 
house offices and tried to patronize the different de- 
partments, but the open way many of the members had 
of 'tipping,' in connection with one or two other 
things, has kept me away, and I was only waiting to 
see if there is a change in the new house ere resign- 
ing." 

"Good thing; hope you will succeed in breaking up 
the practice." 

"I congratulate you that this matter has had atten- 
tion. It is hard to control, but I should much prefer 
to increase the wages for faithful service or to con- 
tribute to a sum to be apportioned at Christmas which 
would fully compensate them." 

"I am very glad that the Board of Governors have 
taken up the matter referred to in this circular." 

"I believe that your circular will be the means of 
preventing that which would be very detrimental to the 
interests of the Club, and I trust that the other mem- 
bers will regard it in the same light that I do." 

"It is gratifying to see, at last, some effort made to 
stop this most caddish practice. It was a long while 
ago that I called somebody's attention to it. and was 
only met with the unsatisfactory rejoinder, *How can 
you stop it?" and it is doubtful whether the question has 
been simplified by the lapse of time. It is to be hoped 
that the present Governors may succeed, even if it re- 
quires strength apd continued efforts." 

"I am awfully glad that the enclosed notice has been 
sent out. Tipping at the Club and Island seems to have 
become general. This is wrong; dead wrong. I don't 
know how you are going to stop it; but I predict that 
if you discipline the members for violating that rule, 
you will strike some of the prominent and high mem- 
bers of the Club, and you will also discharge most of 
the employees. I mean by that, most of the em- 
ployees look for money, because a big number of the 
members — old and prominent— give it to them." 



CLUB REGATTA. 

THE oarsmen of the New York A. C. pro- 
vided an excellent afternoon's sport for 
the visitors at Travers Island, when the annual 
club regatta took place on September 18th. The 
piazza of the boathouse and the banks adjoin- 
ing the course were crowded with spectators, the 
m«ijority of them comprising the fair friends of 
the contestants, who enthusiastically applauded 
their favorites in the different events. The af- 
ternoon's sport commenced with the single-scull 
handicap, with B. G. Wilson and Dr. J. M. Davis 
at scratch. Lyons and Campbell, the long-start 
men, led until the clubhouse. Shortly after Wil- 
son and Reynolds deprived them of the lead, and, 
as they passed the float, Wilson, who had been 
considerably aided by the other men fouling 
each other, was half a length in front of Rey- 
nolds. Eddie spurted desperately, but a pass- 
ing launch gave him its wash, and he failed to 
catch Wilson by a quarter of a length. The 
double-scull gig race was a scratch event. Davis 
and Lambden led at the start, with Crawford and 
Bogert in close attendance. At the clubhouse 
the Davis boat drew away, and was a good 
two lengths in the lead, when they narrowly es- 
caped running down the Glen Island pier. 
Shouts from the banks, however, warned the 
oarsmen of their danger just in time, and, main- 
taining their admirable style to the finish, they 
won comfortably by two or three lengths. 
Campbell and Carr came strongly in the last 
quarter of a mile, and took second place from 
Crawford and Bogert. 

In the race for senior eight-oared shells the 
crew stroked by Eddie Keane jumped away at 
the start and gained half a boat length lead. 
This advantage was increased until, as they 
passed the float, there was just daylight between 
the contending crews. The judge's verdict was 
in favor of Keane's crew by a length and a half. 

Much interest and amusement was created by 
the six-oared barge race for Huckleberry In- 
dians. There were some antiquated athletes in 
both crews, the contestants being more remarka- 
ble for their energy than for style and speed. 
The crew stroked by Haubold was. handicapped 
by having "Midget'* Sam Stewart as coxswain. 
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and were never in the hunt. Tom Cooke set a 
strong stroke for his six, and brought his braves 
in easy winners. The obstacle swimming race 
also created much amusement, and fell to the 
track athlete, G. G. Winship. Little McGirr 
Held a commanding lead, until the horses had to 
be pushed home, when Winship rapidly over- 
hauled him, beating out Davis, the expert swim- 
mer, by a yard. The summary: 

Single-scull gigs, handicap — ^Won by B. G, Wilson 
(scratch); E. P. Reynolds (15 seconds), second; H. 
Lyons (25 minutes), third. 

Double-scull gigs, scratch — Won by Davis and 
Lambden; Campbell and Carr, second; Bogert and 
Crawford, third. 

Senior eight-oared shells — Won by Reynolds, bow; 
Pope. Bell, Davis, Haubold, Stephens, Hurd, Keane, 
stroke; Seaman, coxswain. 

Six-oared barge race — Won hy Reynolds, bow; 
Leibert, Paynter, Guerra, Bavier, Cooke, stroke; Ru- 
dolphy, coxswain. 

Obstacle swimming race — Won by G, G. Winship; 
J. M. Davis, second; Samuel Montgomery, third. 



THE CANADIAN CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

THE team to represent the New York A. C. 
in the Canadian championships was evi- 
dently selected with rare good judgment. Only 
twelve athletes competed under the New York 
A. C. colors, and in the eleven events in which 
these twelve men competed eleven first, five 
second and one third prize fell to their share. 
The unavoidable absence of Sheldon, Hurlburt, 
Burke and one of our fast bicycHsts prevented 
all of the championships coming to New York. 
Apart from the remarkable success of the New 
York A. C. team, the marvelous running of We- 
fers was a feature which will make the meeting 
of 1897 a famous one in the history of Canadian 
championships. In running 220 yards around a 
turn in 21 seconds, Wefers accomplished a feat 
which exceeded the expectations of his greatest 
admirers. Close investigation has developed 
no flaw in the record. The course was meas- 
ured by a competent surveyor, and all of the offi- 
cial watches agreed at 21 seconds. 

Wefers seems to be unfortunate in running a 
quarter of a mile. He has twice essayed the dis- 
tance, and each time been beaten by a narrow 



margin. Of course, his defeat by Long was, in 
a measure, due to his previous exertion in the 
sprint races, but this should not detract from 
the value of Long's performance. His plucky 
race and fast time deserve commendation. 
John Cregan ran another plucky race in the 
mile, winning from the Canadian, A. Grant, in 
the fast time of 4 min. 24 3-5 sec. The following 
is the summary: 

One-hundred-yard run — Final heat: B. J. Wefers, 
N. Y. A. C, 10 seconds; G. Paris, Montreal Lacrosse

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A RIP VAN WINKLE WHEELMAN. 

MR. FILL FONTY, New York A. C, an 
old "Cit," recently returned to New York 
from South America, after an absence of a num- 
ber of seasons. 

When he went away it was considered a great 
day's feat to ride his high wheel as far as Am- 
ityville, L. I., a distance of some thirty-five miles. 

Centuries had been ridden on the high wheel, 
but they were as rare as roast beef on the Klon- 
dike. When he left New York, Jones, then a 
young man, was leading the cyclers, with 377 
miles to his credit for the season. Gulick, with 
212, was esteemed the most graceful rider, and 
Sim Ford, with 251, the most daring and blase. 
Colonel Goldie was then in his teens, and his 
mamma forbade his riding anything but his 
papa's cane. Louis d'Orr was then unborn, and 
George Wilson had applied for a lowly position 
in the Equitable and could not afford a "bike." 

Among other things, the attitude of the police 
struck Mr. Fonty as peculiarly gratifying. He ob- 
served several upon wheels with astonishment. 
Theynolongercliibhedwheelmcn, Healso noticedan 
absence of stone-throwing hoodlums in Harlem, 
which, he said, was very gratifying. In the old 
days he rarely went out that he didn't come back 
bruised and bleeding and with bent spokes. He 
used to wear a special padded coat, but now he 
pads not for use so much as ornament. 

The increased speed of the modem wheel has 
led to some astonishing riding by Mr. Fonty. 
He started for Grant's Tomb the other after- 
noon, and in the lapse of his usual time in 1882 
for making Claremont, found himself in Yonk- 
ers, to his great surprise and consternation. 

Starting recently for a well-known brewery in 
Harlem, he found himself, to his great grief, in 
Astoria. He bought and adjusted a patent curb 
to his wheel to get things back to where they 
were when he went to Brazil. He now rides 
whither he pleases at his old-time gait. When he 
left the States ladies were not known to have 
limbs. Several learned scientists had predicted 
that legs would appear upon ladies toward the 
end of this century, but no one had positively 
seen them, and this prediction was generally dis- 
believed. 



Since he has been back, Mr. Fonty has per- 
sonally counted no less than 1,101 female legs, 
proving to his own satisfaction that ladies have 
legs, and, presumably, have always possessed 
these useful appendages, though not discovered 
till 1895. 

Mr. Fonty tells us that in Brazil ladies are not 
known to have legs. That, in fact, they have 
very little understanding of any kind, and that 
wheeling there is considered barbarous. 
He also volunteered the information that riding 
a Brazillian Uama was, in no sense, up to riding a 
bike. He had tried it, and found the llama al- 
together wanting. Mr. Fonty is welcomed back 
to civilization again with an increased sense of 
our cycle progress and wheeling improvements 
since 1882. 



WRESTLING. 



DESPITE the growing popularity of other 
sports, wrestling holds its position as 
one of the favorite exercises indulged in by 
New York A. C. members. Though still 
early in the season. Instructor Leonard has quite 
a number of pupils under his charge, as many 
as a dozen appearing in an afternoon for lessons, 
though the department is at present handicapped 
by the magnificent fall weather, which renders 
the most enthusiastic followers of the sport re- 
luctant to abandon cycling and other pleasures 
which may be partaken of in the open air. 
There is an interesting exhibit in the wrestling 
portion of the gymnasium, comprised of a set 
of 220 photographs detailing in the most minute 
manner all the principal holds practiced in the 
game. The photographs are taken from poses 
by Instructor Leonard and his assistant, George 
Bothner. They form a very valuable aid to 
learners, in addition to their value as an artistic 
exhibit. The collection has been presented to 
the club by the instructor, and when hung in 
the wrestling-room of the new house, will add 
decidedly to its appearance. The charge for 
wrestling lessons is ?5 for the season, and mem- 
bers will find no more beneficial manner of sub- 
stituting strength for adipose tissue than by tak- 
ing a course of lessons. 
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BASEBALL. 

THE New York A. C. baseball team wound 
up a most successful season with a game 
against the New York League team on October 
1st. Previous to that game twenty games had 
been played by the team, of which eighteen re- 
sulted in favor of the Winged-Foot aggregation. 
This is a record that Governor Fred Hausling 
may well be proud of. The team was greatly 
strengthened during the past month by the new 
pitcher, Garoni. He is only nineteen years old, 
but has shown exceptional ability. ^ In three 
games last month he struck out 53 men — 14 out 
of 18 of the All-Star nine, 15 of the Crescent 
A. C. and 20 of the Lincoln A. C. Due credit 
should also be given to Captain James Dunne 
for his excellent support in catching the new 
wonder's delivery. On September 12th, at 
Travers Island, the New York A. C. team de- 
feated a nine composed of AU-Star players, by a 
score of 8 to 4, and on September 6th the Lin- 
coln A. C, of Westchester, was trounced, the 
score being 17 to 1.

Then the X. Y. A. C. team went to pieces, the 
work in the field being very loose, and poor judg- 
ment in base running keeping the score down 
until the eighth inning, when three runs were 
brought in.

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A FEW REMINISCENCES, 

BY AN OLD-TIMER. 

IN the official programme of our fifty-eighth 
games, held June 5, 1897, at Travers Island, 
there appeared an historical article containing 
a brief allusion to the New York Boxing Club, 
from which the present organization of the New 
York A. C. undoubtedly sprang. As a few ad- 
ditional facts may be appreciated by some of the 
readers of the club's ^Journal," they are here 
presented as unearthed from the memory of one 
of its oldest members. 

The full title of the organization was the New 
York Athletic and Boxing Club, and it was com- 
posed of about a score of names, mostly men 
who exercised at Wood's and Maire's gymna- 
siums, or were connected with the boating clubs 
then located on the Hudson and the Harlem 
rivers. The most active of these, and their 
names, recollected at this late day because of 
their regular attendance, were Thomas Q. Stur- 
gis, Charles R. Roosevelt, Harry E. Buermeyer, 
William B. Curtis, William Henry, Thomas 
Hamblin, Theodore Wilson, William L. Bull, 
Francis M. Jenks, D. Henry Knowlton, William 
M. Murray, Charles S. Kingsley, J. Edward Rus- 
sell, Vincent Le Compte and Messrs. Jencks, 
Kingsland and Hobson. There were probably 
a few more on the roll who did not frequent the 
rooms. 

The club was formed in the autumn of 1866, 
on very simple lines, Tom Sturgis undertaking 
the dual office of President and Treasurer, and 
right well he performed his duties. If there were 
any other officers, their existence was not mani- 
fested in any visible way, and the probability is 
that there were none. There was no initiation 
fee. An assessment of $25 was levied on each 
member to cover the expenses of the season, in- 
cluding the rent of the clubroom, the purchase 
of exercising apparatus and the salary of the box- 
ing instructor. A small building in the rear of 
the old medical college in East Thirteenth street, 
now known as Clarendon Hall, was hired for the 
winter of 1866. This building was, in fact, the 
old dissecting room of the college, and its walls 
were, consequently, accustomed to bloody deeds 
long before we commenced to experiment on 



each other; and years later, in the palmy days of 
the "Tenderloin," its site was occupied by the 
assembly room of Clarendon Hall, where many 
a fierce battle with "skin gloves" was decided 
and variously described in the papers next day 
as fought at Coney Island, on a barge up the 
Sound, or in some gentleman's barn up the Hud- 
son. The door of the clubroom was provided 
with a special lock, to which every member had 
a pass-key, but as the room was not warmed, ex- 
cept on the regular meeting nights, there was a 
very light attendance at other times. Dumb-^ 
bells and Indian clubs, of various weights, were 
there, and a miniature set of parallel bars. How- 
ever, these were little used, and were furnished, 
no doubt, to give some color to the fact that we 
claimed to be an athletic club. Boxing was the 
real object and business of this organization. 
The other privileges could be, and were, enjoyed 
at home or in the gymnasiums. 

Tuesdays and Thursdays were known as lesson 
nights, and James Reynolds, an old pupil of 
Charlie Ottignon's, and the most popular in- 
structor of the day, was our teacher. Ottignon, 
at this time, taught occasionally when asked, but 
had already given up his old gymnasium in 
Crosby street, and was keeping a pistol gallery 
at Broadway and Houston street. A few of our 
members, like Buermeyer, were past masters of 
the art of self-defense and did not go through the 
drudgery of taking lessons; but the rank and file 
went to the rooms regularly for the instruction 
which the club assessment provided for them 
without extra charge, and which would have 
cost from f 1 to f2 a lesson outside. Reynolds 
used to put his pupils through an elaborate series 
of hits and guards, singly and in combination, 
and afterward sparred with the more expert. He 
would give a dozen or more lessons in an even- 
ing, and it was wonderful, to some of us, how 
Reynolds, who was a light middle-weight, could 
exhaust, with apparent ease, a succession of some 
of the strongest men in the city at that time. He 
always undertook to satisfy the pupil as to the 
length of the lesson, even to the conventional 
hour supposed to be given in private instruction, 
but ten minutes generally found the alumnus 
pretty well fagged out. Reynolds had a trick 
of bringing the lesson to a close, at will, by 
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introducing the straight counter and urging 
the pupil to strike harder and harder, till 
he saw the exhaustion point was reached. He 
then adroitly ducked and received the tyro in his 
arms in a state of collapse and laughingly took 
on a fresh man without turning a hair. He 
weighed, at this time, about 150 pounds, rather 
under than over, and was tall, lean, bony and of 
dark-bronze complexion. He occupied a posi- 
tion in the Custom House during the day, and, 
as he took excellent care of himself, was always 
in good condition for a set-to. He is still living, 
and is said to have made money keeping a livery 
and boarding stable. His style in sparring was 
generally to play the waiting game; and he 
would, by feints and manoeuvering, keep his 
man expecting an attack until the latter's droop- 
ing arms and tired legs told him he could sail in 
with impunity. On Saturday nights, however, 
when there was general sparring, Reynolds did 
not have everything his own way, for Buermeyer 
and other stars would come in and he would have 
to do some hustling himself. 

Harry Buermeyer, at this period, from his 
size, weight, strength, skill and activity, was 
probably more than a match for any man on the 
continent, arriateur or professional. At any 
rate, he was always ready for a trial, and many a 
would-be champion quietly retired into private 
life because he had had an unsuccessful set-to 
with this unassuming amateur. It is worthy of 
remark that Harry never took advantage of his 
great powers, and, during the season, every 
member of the club was expected by the profes- 
sor to put on the gloves with Buermeyer on some 
Saturday night. He could spar with a light- 
weight as gently as a lady, and yet in public ex- 
hi])itions made heavy-weights, like Ottignon and 
Johnny Dwyer, walk around. Such versatility 
is remarkable in a heavy, strong man, for Buer- 
meyer was upward of six feet in height, and, 
standing erect, could put up, simultaneously, two 
100-pound dumbbells, one in each hand, squarely 
from the shoulder. The first recorded knock- 
out with gloves in a public exhibition in America 
occurred some years later at the winter games 
given by the New York A. C, Gilmore's Garden, 
January 4, 1878, when Buermeyer, in sparring 
with George W. Lee, a giant member of the Bos- 



ton A. C, for the heavy-weight amateur cham- 
pionship of America, caught his man a right-hand 
cross-counter on the throat in the second round 
and knocked him completely out. Such a con- 
sequence was unprecedented; even Buermeyer 
knew of such things only by tradition, and in the 
case of bare-knuckle encounters. Great con- 
sternation prevailed, women fainted and men lost 
their heads; and the games, after a long wait, 
were resumed without the sparring, which was or- 
dered to be decided in private competition. 
Meantime, the other candidates withdrew in 
haste, and Harry E. Buermeyer was, conse- 
quently, proclaimed the first amateur heav>-- 
weight champion of America, a position which 
he might, probably, have maintained ever since, 
had he so elected. The heavy-weight class has 
seldom brought out great talent, Buermeyer 
being one man out of a thousand. 

His intimate associate, William B. Curtis, 
then in the prime of early manhood, and the 
strongest man in the country in respect of lift- 
ing power, was a regular attendant on the lesson 
nights, and worked hard, with small success, 
to make himself a boxer. What was lacking in 
his case is hard to say. A remarkably good 
all-round athlete, active, as well as strong, pos- 
sessing a mind and body that reveled in compe- 
tition, it was strange that hitting out from the 
shoulder was so difficult for him to acquire. 
Some said he was muscle-bound, but this was 
not the case. One thing was generally agreed 
among the cognoscenti, that any ordinary pu- 
gilist would have had small chance with him in 
a real encounter for the mastery, and two pugil- 
ists still less, for he could have taken each of 
them by the nape of the neck and banged their 
heads together till they cried quits. He was 
a noticeable figure as he walked down Broadway 
on a winter's day — a handsome, full-bearded 
man, wearing a single-breasted frock coat, not 
of heavy material and seldom buttoned, he 
seemed unmindful of changes in the weather, ex- 
cept that, occasionally, he would don a pair of 
enormous seal-skin gauntlets. 

Tom Sturgis, our President-Treasurer, was 
another one of our strong men. A little slow as 
a boxer, he was a sturdy and steady opponent to 
face, and was always willing to put on the mitts 
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with any one, the bigger the better. He took 
the hard knocks that came his way on his bullet- 
head without a flinch, and never dreamed of re- 
venge. He was a brilliant baseball player, and, 
in fact, clever in all athletic exercises. We have 
spoken of his able conduct of our business af- 
fairs. In the spring of 1867, the season for 
which the club was originally organized having 
terminated and many members wishing to con- 
tinue the good work, arrangements were made 
with Henry Gebhard, Twenty-second street and 
Broadway, top floor, where Pach, the photogra- 
pher, is at present located, for the use of his spar- 
ring-room and large gymnasium. Another as- 
sessment of f25 was levied, and the club carried 
its second season away into the warm weather. 
The athletic paraphernalia was sold to advan- 
tage for the general account, and, after the final 
disbanding of the New York Athletic and Box- 
ing Club, each man was sought out by the Presi- 
dent-Treasurer and given (7.50, which remained 
over and above the expenses. In all the writ- 
er's experience with baseball, rowing, bowling, 
dancing and other athletic associations, this re- 
mains the bright and solitary exception where 
he has ever received a dividend, or was not, in- 
deed, asked to contribute, in addition, toward the 
funeral expenses. He that is faithful in small 
things is faithful also in great. As Tom Sturgis 
now holds a municipal position in the gift of 
great New York, it may be assumed that in this 
much-abused metropolis there is one department, 
at least, where its affairs are ably, economically 
and honestly administered.

With 
10 seconds' handicap, he took third place to 
Christy, N. A. C, and Reuss, K. A. C, both 
being in receipt of 50 seconds. 

New York A. C. swimmers met with great 
success in the open races given in connection 
with the Atlantic Association championships, at 
Wayne, on September 18th. Two out of three 
of the events, open to all amateurs, fell to the 
representatives of the New York A. C. In the 
100-yard handicap, champion Reeder started 
scratch, and easily disposed of the handicap men, 
finishing first in 1 min. 22 4-5 sec. W. E. 
Dickey (6 seconds) was third. The 220-yard 
handicap was won by F. A. Wenck (8 seconds) 
in 3 min. 49 4-5 sec. The same swimmer fin- 
ished third to Dr. Paul Neumann and William 
Christy in the half-mile special scratch race. 



THE Cross Country Committee has decided 
to hold paper-chases from Travers Island 
on all holidays during the season.

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THE FIFTY-NINTH GAMES. 

WITH the attraction of the first dual meet 
between the Chicago A. A. and the New 
York A. C. on the programme, a large crowd 
was expected at Travers Island on October 2d 
to witness the fall games. The unpropitious 
morning, however, aflFected the attendance, but 
those who trusted to the proverbial good luck of 
the club in the matter of weather and made the 
journey to Travers Island were rewarded with 
an exciting afternoon's sport. 

In the dual meet, the New York A. C. gained 
an easy victory; score 8^ to 3 J. Though the 
Westerners were in a measure crippled through 
the defection of Ewry, the record-breaking

Kreanzlein. of the Chicago A. A., created a 
genuine surprise in the high hurdle race by de- 
feating Thompson. The New York A. C. man 
held a lead of three yards at the half distance, 
but Kreanzlein's strength served him against the 
strong wind, and he wore Thompson down, beat- 
ing him out by a foot. 

The race for the quarter mile produced a sen- 
sational struggle between Townsend, of Chicago, 
and Long, of New York. The men came down 
the straight locked, and fell across the finish 
line together. 



In the relay race, the adherents of the Chicago 
team were flattered for a moment with hope of 
victory when Jackson cut down the lead that 
Long and Cregan had given Lyons, leaving 
Wefers and Townsend to start level for the final 
quarter. Wefers was the quicker to start, and 
set the Chicago man a fast pace down the 
straight. Coming up the backstretch, the New- 
Yorker saved himself against the wind and 
Townsend drew up, but Wefers set himself go- 
ing in earnest round the bend, and romped home 
three yards in front of Townsend. 

In the 150-yard race, the time made by Wefers 
beat the existing, record of 14 4-5 seconds by a 
fifth of a second. His effort w^as a grand one, as 
the lane in which he ran was awkwardly made, 
but the wind favored the runners probably 
enough to compensate for the disadvantage of 
running round a curve.

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THE NEW CLUBHOUSE. 

THE enthusiasm with which the report of the 
Building and Finance Committee was re- 
ceived at the meeting of the Club, called to take 
necessary measures to provide for the comple- 
tion and furnishing of the new clubhouse, augurs 
well for the prosperity of the Club when estab- 
lished in its new home. It was evident from the 
moment that the business of the meeting com- 
menced that the members present thoroughly 
appreciated the unceasing and well-directed ef- 
forts of the Committee charged with the erection 
of the new building, and there was a disposition 
on all sides to further those efforts and indorse 
without question the actions of the Committee. 

After the subject of the meeting had been in- 
troduced to the Club by President Whitely, the 
report of the Building and Finance Committee 
was read by Secretary Gulick, which, in sub- 
stance, is as follows : 

"As the new clubhouse is now approaching 
completion, the Building and Finance Commit- 
tee deem it advisable to lay before the Club a 
full statement of the contracts already made and 
an estimate of the necessary expenses of com- 
pleting the building and furnishing the same. 

"By the previous resolution of the Club this 
Committee was authorized to expend |68o,ooo 
for the construction of the building, exclusive of 
architects' and experts' fees, borings and vault 
privileges. 

"The work necessary to be done in the con- 
struction of the cellar and the proper care of a 



much larger flow of water than was anticipated^ 
in view of the reports of experts, involved a con- 
siderable additional expenditure for the construc- 
tion of the building, so that it is now manifest 
that the entire cost will amount to nearly 
t700,ooo. This, of course, is exclusive of fur- 
nishing, for which, as yet, no definite provision 
has been made, and if the Club is to take pos- 
session of its new home in January, it is neces- 
sary that contracts for furnishing should be 
made at once; and, in fact, it has already been 
found necessary to make some of these contracts. 
The Committee estimate that the furnishing of 
the house will cost about f 100,000. In order to 
meet these expenditures the Committee desire to 
be given authority to issue 1 150,000 debenture 
bonds for the completion and furnishing of the 
new house. This issue to be in lieu of the issue 
of bonds of the same amount authorized by the 
Club on May 26, 1896, these bonds to be dated 
November i, 1897, payable November i, 1903, 
bearing interest at 6 per centum per annum, 
with the privilege of redemption by the Club at 
its option on any interest day at 102 and accrued 
interest, unless offered by holders at a lower 
price. 

"We, therefore, request the Club, first, to au- 
thorize the Committee to expend the sum of 
1700,000 for the construction of the building 
and f 100,000 for the furnishing of the same; 
second, to rescind the resolution of May 26,. 
1896, and to authorize an issue of f 150,000 de- 
benture bonds, as above suggested." 
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The report was formally brought before the 
Club for discussion by the following resolution 
offered by General T. L. Watson: 

"Whereas, The Building and Finance Com- 
mittee were, by resolution of the Club, passed 
May 26, 1896, authorized to expend f68o,ooo 
for the building of the new clubhouse; and 

"Whereas, This amount has been found in- 
adequate for the purpose; be it 

Resolved, That the said Committee be and 
it hereby is given full power and authority to ex- 
pend 1700,000 instead of f68o,ooo as previously 
authorized." 

The spirit in which the resolution was received 
is shown by the following remarks of Mr. J. 
Warren Lawton: 

"I think the resolution should be passed as an 
evidence of the regard and appreciation that the 
Qub has as a whole of the labors that have been 
performed by the Building Committee. How- 
ever much you may differ, and there are in this 
Club those who may differ as to the form and 
manner of building, which, in some respects I 
do, yet at the same time I recognize, as a mem- 
ber of this Club, the 'indefatigable labors of the 
members of the Building Committee (applause). 
As a compliment to them and merely based upon 
their statements that it is necessary for them to 
have that amount, it becomes the duty of every 
member of the Club, in recognition of the labors 
that I have spoken of and in appreciation of the 
patient efforts that have been made by the Pres- 
ident and other members of the Board, that the 
resolution should be voted on at once." 

On being put the resolution w«s unanimously 
carried, with considerable applause. 

The following resolution was then offered by 
General Watson: 

"Resolved, That the Building and Finance 
Committee be and is hereby given full power and 
authority to expend f 100,000 for the furnishing, 
equipment and decoration of the said house; and 
further be it 

"Resolved, That the President and the Secre- 
tary or Treasurer of the Club be, and they are 
hereby, authorized and directed to execute such 
contracts within the above limitation as to cost, 
upon such terms as may be approved by said 
Committee on Building and Finance." 

Captain Bartow S. Weeks, in speaking on the 
resolution, said: 



"So that the members of the Qub may not 
have any misunderstanding in regard to the 
portion of the report which stated that the Com- 
mittee had already found it necessary to make 
certain contracts toward the furnishing, I think 
it wise that the members should understand that 
the contracts there referred to are for the neces- 
sary furnishing of the new house, which required 
so much time for the completion of the work 
that the Committee felt obliged to make the con- 
tracts at the time that would allow their com- 
pletion by January ist, when we hope to be in 
the new house. That refers, for instance, to the 
new silverware, new china and glassware, the 
linen, mural decorations and work of that kind, 
which must, of necessity, take some time to com- 
plete; and inasmuch as the provision for proper 
table linen, silverware and crockery was one that 
the Board would have been obliged to provide 
for, even if we had not gone into the new house, 
the Committee felt justified in making these 
contracts, and in this f 100,000 provided for the 
furnishing of the house is included all of such 
furniture." 

The resolution was carried unanimously with- 
out further discussion. 

The following motions were made by General 
Watson, seconded by Captain Weeks and car- 
ried unanimously: 

"Resolved, That so much of the resolution 
passed by the Club on May 26, 1896, authoriz- 
ing and empowering the Board of Governors to 
issue f 150,000 in five-year 6 per cent debenture 
bonds be, and the same is hereby, rescinded. 

"Resolved, That the Board of Governors of 
this Club be, and is hereby, authorized and em- 
powered to issue f 1 50,000 debenture bonds, 
dated November i, 1897, due November i, 1903, 
bearing interest at 6 per cent per annum, paya- 
ble semi-annually on May ist and November ist 
of each year, with the privilege of redeeming any 
of said bonds at the option of the Club at 102 
and accrued interest on any interest day, unless 
they are offered by the holders at a lower price, 
these bonds to be issued for the purpose of com- 
pletion and furnishing of the new clubhouse." 

President Whitely having relinquished the 
chair in favor of Vice-President Watson, pre- 
sented a series of statements, the figures showing 
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the prosperous condition of the Club and the en- 
couraging outlook provided by a study of the 
probable receipts and expenditures when in the 
new house. 

On motion of Mr. W. H. Harrison it was de- 
cided to embody the substance of these state- 
ments in a circular to be mailed to the members 
of the Club. 

The following interesting remarks were then 
made: 

Mr. J. Warren Lawton: 

"We are proceeding in this great city of ours 
to become a Greater New York. This Club — the 
athletic club of the world — is about to proceed 
into a larger and more magnificent structure 
than any other club I think that I ever heard of, 
and that I believe exists in the world. That 
being the case, it becomes the duty, and should 
be the pleasure and delight of every member of 
our Club, to enter into anything and any meas- 
ure that would advance its interest and enable it 
to succeed and continue its life and the prosperity 
that has always attended it. Such being the feel- 
ing it should arouse properly in the hearts and 
actions of every member of this Club, they 
should resolve themselves into a committee of 
the whole to get members, both resident 
and non-resident, and that being done, you 
will remember that according to the esti- 
mate presented by the Secretary, we will 
have a very large sum of money without involv- 
ing ourselves in indebtedness, and in that way 
bringing us what we want — a great deal 
of new and healthy blood. If that spirit is suffi- 
ciently aroused in all our members, and if every 
one makes himself an individual member of the 
committee of the whole to bring in a member 
that he thinks worthy to belong to such a grand 
and noble club as ours, we will then have an op- 
portunity of relieving ourselves, to a great ex- 
tent, of the indebtedness that now attaches to 
it. In seconding the remarks made by our 
worthy President a while since, that it becomes 
the duty of every one to fill our membership as 
rapidly as he can, I appeal to you all, as an old 
member of the Club, to do as I shall do, or try to 
do, get in some man whom he thinks worthy of 
membership in this Club and thus fill our mem- 
bership at an early day." 



Vice-President Watson: 

"It seems to me that the first thought of sub- 
scribers might be, when they consider the 
J 1 50,000 debentures, that outside of the re- 
maining equity and the integrity of the Club of- 
ficials there was not much 'in the way of security 
behind them; but it occurred to me, while the 
report was being read over to you in relation to 
the valuation on our property, that it will bear 
an increased valuation, and the President could 
tell you that a price has been put upon the 
property considerably in excess of what he has 
modestly put it in his figures. We certainly 
know how the valuations have increased along 
Fifty-ninth street, and the character of the build- 
ings there assures us that the property is becom- 
ing more valuable all the time. The estimate of 
the equities in the Club property being placed at 
1500,000, this issue of fi 50,000 debenture bonds 
has behind it ample security. The attractions 
to non-residents have not been dwelt upon quite 
as much as it seems to me they ought to be. 
There are forty-four sleeping rooms in the new 
building, and several of them will be set aside 
for non-residents. Where can a gentleman liv- 
ing out of town get for his money as much as the 
New York A. C. will offer him? He will have 
the best baths to be found in this city or else- 
where, a swimming tank as fine as any in the 
world; as fine a billiard room as there is in New 
York, a good cafe, a fine dining room and a 
beautiful breakfast room. There are all the con- 
veniences of electric light, steam heating and 
everything one can find in any reputable club. 
Our resident members cannot do better than to 
encourage non-residents to take a membership, 
as well as increase the life-membership.'* 

Mr. A. G. Mills: 

"I will ask the indulgence of the members for 
a few minutes. It is not often in the life of a big 
club like this that a considerable body of repre- 
sentative members of the Club and a committee 
of members working for the interest of the Club 
are brought face to face. 

"I know that it is unusual in club life to refer 
to a committee member by name, and yet I be- 
lieve that my fellow members of the Building and 
Finance Committee will indulge me in calling the 
attention of our fellow members to a few facts:

You have been listening to-night to a series 
of financial estimates, to a number of facts 
scheduled upon the financial history of the 
Club. Those were drawn up by your Presi- 
dent.. Mr. Whitely, who has practically done the 
splendid financing of this great building project 
(applause). Now, I wish the members of the 
Club to take note of one thing that has been ac- 
complished, certainly the like of which has never 
been accomplished before in the history of any 
Club. Not only was the original mortgage made 
on most advantageous terms, but the second 
mortgage was issued, which, I am frank to say, 
many of us, conservative members of the Club, 
regarded with a great deal of scepticism, which 
even our President had to tell you at one time 
might have to be eked out by having the contrac- 
tors bear a portion of it; but that entire issue of 
f 300,000 has been sold at par and the money put 
into the treasury of the Club. I say that is an 
achievement which every member of the New 
York A. C. should be proud of, and I also say it 
is due, more than to all others, to the individual, 
unremitting and successful efforts of your Presi- 
dent, Mr. James Whitely. (Applause.) 

"I refer to these facts at this time for a double 
purpose. Partly to do justice to a fellow mem- 
ber who has given all his time to your service, 
time that should have been devoted to his own 
business interests, time that should have been 
devoted to healthful recuperation. He has been 
found here day and night. When not here he 
has been faithfully working and planning how best 
to carry forward this great project to make it a 
success. There has never been a project of this 



sort so far advanced that has been given so clean 
a shape on the books as this has been. One rea- 
son is to do him justice due to his great work, and 
another is that when you go out from here you 
will do your best to further his efforts to fill up 
this subscription to the debenture bonds to the 
amount of f 100,000. You will do it with a feel- 
ing that you are simply doing your bumble part 
in backing up this man who has done more than 
all of us put together could possibly accomplish. 
I know that fellow feeling will, ordinarily, among 
club members be a sufficient stimulus, but I also 
feel that you will look upon it as a labor of love 
to go out among your friends to bring them into 
our membership and among your fellow mem- 
bers to get them to aid in making up the sub- 
scription. So, it is right to send out this paper 
and give every member an opportunity, but, as 
our President has pointed out to you, Novem- 
ber I St is near at hand. Do not wait for your 
fellow members. Pitch in and fill this up at 
once. I know you can do it before the week 
ends if you try." 

The natural result of such enthusiasm was im- 
mediately forthcoming. Mr. Brent Good started 
the subscription ball rolling with an offer to take 
f2,ooo of the new bonds. Energetic Governor 
H. P. Frothingham backed this up with 
a ti»ooo subscription. The movement became 
spontaneous, and in a very little while nearly 
f 18,000 of the new bonds were taken. 

President Whitely ended the meeting with the 
following appropriate remarks: 

"We are ver>^ grateful for the interest mani- 
fested here to-night, which assures a further inter 
est to be taken outside. We hope to enter the new 
house without 'any aggravating debts to encum- 
ber us, and when we go there I think the only 
thing I will say at the opening will be, 'Let jov 
be unconfined.' *' 
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THE New York A. C. has never experienced 
a more deeply felt calamity than the death 
of Walter S. Baldwin, chairman of its Ath- 
letic Committee, who, when apparently in the 
prime of life, was seized with typhoid fever, to 
which he succumbed on October i8th. The ill- 



in the struggle for American independence. He 
came to New York with his family about twenty 
years ago, and at the time of his death was the 
most active partner in the firm of Eli Baldwin & 
Son, paper-box manufacturers. Sound charac- 
ter, good judgment, energy which never 
knew fatigue, and spotless honor in all transac- 




ness, of which Mr. Baldwin had complained for 
several weeks, necessitated confinement to his 
bed on the very day of the Fall games, for the 
success of which he had so energetically labored. 
Walter S. Baldwin was forty-three years and 
six months old. He was born in Boston, the 
pioneers of the family having settled in Massa- 
chusetts long ago, and some cf them bore arms 



tions made him a successful man. In social life 
a nature singularly free from envy and weakness 
of any sort, and at the same time manly, generous 
and kind, won for him the respect and friendship 
of all with whom he associated. 

The esteem in which Mr. Baldwin was held by 
his fellow members is apparent from the action 
taken by the Club, in general meeting assembled, 
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which passed the following minute, prepared and 
offered by Vice-President T. L. Watson, in the 
respectful solemnity of a rising vote : 

"The wisdom of a Divine Providence has called from 
us one of our most valued and efficient members, and 
in the unexpected death of Walter S. Baldwin this 
Club has lost a firm supporter and an earnest and in- 
telligent worker. 

"The New York Athletic Club and the Board of 
Governors, of which he was a valued member, take this 
means of placing upon the records of the Club their 
sincere appreciation of his sterling worth and feithful 
work. He became a member of this club in 1886; was 
first elected to the Board of Governors in 1895. In 1896 
he was appointed chairman of the Athletic Committee, 
and by virtue of this office became one of the House 
Committee. He was also a member of the Entertain- 
ment Committee, and these positions he held at the 
date of his death. To the work of the Athletic Com- 
mittee he devoted his energies with a frank and capable 
earnestness that brought the best results to the Club. 
He was universally esteemed by his fellow members, 
and his place among us will be most difficult to fill, 
while his genial personality will long be remembered 
by those who came in contact with him. To his family 
the Club and the Board of Governors extend their most 
profound and sincere sympathy." 

The following touching tribute was paid to the 
memory of Walter S. Baldwin by Captain Bar- 
tow S, Weeks, who was most closely associated 
with him in the management of the athletic af- 
fairs of the Club: 

"This is an occasion when words must prove inade- 
quate to express the feelings of the heart. When I 
heard of the death of Walter Baldwin, the shock seemed 
to make my own heart stand still. It seemed almost 
incredible that the man with whom I had been asso- 
ciated during the past two years, and who but a few 
weeks ago sat at my own table, had been taken away 
from the sphere of his usefulness and from the circle of 
his friends. Generous to a fault, the very embodiment 
of courtesy, indefatigable in his devotion to duty, al- 
ways imbued with a sincere love for the club of which 
he was an officer, his friends have lost a friend that they 
can never forget, the Club has lost a member who al- 
ways held its interests dear to his heart, and an 
officer who always performed every duty assigned 
to him with signal ability. Whatever of success this 
great club has enjoyed during the past two years 
in its athletic department, has been due, if it has been 
due to any one man, to the continued attention given to 
the duties of the Athletic Committee by Walter S. Bald- 
win. I cannot express now, nor do I believe any one 
ever can express, under such conditions as now exist, 
the deep sense of the loss that we have suffered, and the 
minute that has been proposed by General Watson, true 
as it is in the recital of Mr. Baldwin's devotion to the 
Club and the loss that the Club sustains, is inadequate 
to express the feelings of those who knew Walter S. 
Baldwin." 



LIEUTENANT WISE BREAKS THE 
RECORD. 

LIEUTENANT H. D. WISE, who recently 
failed on account of bad roads and heavy 
storms to establish a record between New 
York and Washington, succeeded in breaking 
the record between Washington and New York 
on October 14th. The best previous record for 
the distance was 36 hours, and, in spite of rain 
and bad roads, the Lieutenant covered the course 
in 27 hours and 39 minutes. 

The start was made from the Capitol at Wash- 
ington at 5.10 a. m. A bright moon and good 
roads rendered riding easy for the first two or 
three hours. Then a light drizzling rain came 
on, making the riding disagreeable until 11 
o'clock, when the clouds broke. The roads were 
still sticky and the riding hard against a strong 
head wind, long and steep hills adding to the dif- 
ficulties of the ride. The condition of affairs re- 
mained the same through Havre de Grace and 
Newark, Del., when sixty miles of up and down 
hill had been c6vered without a level stretch of 
any length. At one time it took nearly four 
hours to cover twenty-five miles, the Lieutenant 
at times having to walk through stretches of mud 
and sand. 

At Newark a tandem from the Wilmington Bi- 
cycle Club set the pace to Wilmington, and, al- 
though it was impossible to follow the machine 
very closely, the riders took the Lieutenant along 
at a fourteen-mile-an-hour gait. 

A few minutes' rest was indulged in at Wil- 
mington and a light lunch partaken of before the 
Lieutenant started behind the fine tandem team. 
Near Chester his chain jumped the sprocket, and 
before the wheel could be stopped had torn the 
rear tire. It was temporarily repaired and the 
hot pace was continued to Philadelphia, to which 
city good time was made in spite of delay from 
two punctures at Chester. 

A rub-down and a rest of thirty minutes was 
taken before the Lieutenant left Philadelphia 
again under the pacing of a tandem. At Frank- 
ford the tandem slipped on the wet road and 
brought down the record-breaker with it; but, in 
spite of an injured ankle, good time was made 
from Frankford to Trenton. Refreshed by a 
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lunch partaken of there, Princeton and Kingston 
were made at a strong pace. From Princeton 
to New Brunswick the pace was slow on account 
of the roads being poor and the side paths dan- 
gerous for night riding. 

The Lieutenant at this time began to show the 
effect of his exertions and loss of sleep, but as 
daylight came on he revived, and, after a short 
rest and light lunch at New Brunswick, he was 
• again in good condition and reeled off the four 
miles to Metuchen at a three-minute clip. From 
Rahway to Elizabeth the five miles were ridden 
in fourteen and a half minutes, and the fast pace 
continued through Newark to Marion. Here 
again the hard riding began to tell. Stimulated 
with a drink of whisky and the knowledge that 
he was approaching the end of his grand effort, 
the Lieutenant braced up and finished at a hot 
pace down the Hudson County Boulevard. He 
reached the City Hall, in New York, at 8.49 a. m. 
on October 15th.

Probably the most impetuous sparrer in the 
club was Tom Hamblin, whose dashing way of 
attacking his adversary, friend or foe, earned 
for him the soubriquet of "Red Hot."

It had the appearance of 
poetry, at any rate, for every line commenced 
with a capital letter and about an inch from the 
margin of the page. The writer mentions this 
in the assurance that Tom is either dead, or 
that, if living, his outside crust, at least, is not 
so warm as it was in 1866. Another "Hotspur" 
with the gloves was J. Edward Russell, who, af- 
terward, in 1868, became the first president of 
the New York A. C, and won the mile walk, 
open to all amateurs, in the indoor games at the 
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Empire Rink in the same year. He was well 
known, by reputation and appearance, to every 
youth in New York, for he had won the title 
of "Champion Indian-Club Swinger" in an open 
competition. At this period, be it remembered, 
everybody was Indian-club crazy, and club 
swinging was regarded as a panacea for all ills 
of the body, as well as the best all-round exer- 
cise, somewhat as "biking" is now. Moreover, 
Kehoe, the clubmaker, had published a portrait 
of Russell in his book of instructions, taken from 
a photograph, in which the pectoral muscles, 
accentuated by a cunning trick of pose and 
lighting, showed an abnormal development. In 
fact, if Madame Jumel, whose "Mammarial 
Ealm" was then the sensation of eccentric ad- 
vertising, could have secured Ed Russell as a 
boomer, her fortune would have been made, 
whether he used the "Balm" or not. As it was, 
his picture sold many a pair of clubs for old 
Kehoe. 

Charlie Roosevelt was a frequent visitor at 
the rooms, though he seldom donned the gloves. 
He was chiefly known as an oarsman, having 
rowed in two successive years in Yale's "Var- 
sity" crew, winning against Harvard, after sev- 
eral years of defeat. He was a good boxer, 
however, and had been a pupil of William 
Wood, the trainer, who coached Yale to vic- 
tory in the years mentioned, and whose spar- 
ring room, in Gebhard's Gymnasium, our club 
was using at this very time. Wood graduated 
from Ottignon's Academy, and had been a mem- 
ber of the Empire Club, an association of pro- 
fessional oarsmen, rowing on the lower Harlem 
in the old days. He is still living, and is a 
hale, hearty old man, surviving many of his 
young pupils. 

Several of our number were members of the 
Atlantic Rowing Club, of Hoboken, and I 
think that the six men above mentioned formed 
the heavy-weight crew that rowed in a regatta 
on the Hudson in 1867, and from whom great 
things were expected. Seldom has a boat car- 
ried more power; every man was celebrated for 
some prodigy of strength, and in their prelim- 
inary practice they were revered and feared ac- 
cordingly. It was not logy strength, either; 
every man was a fair oarsman and a lively and ac- 



tive athlete. But on race day they were igno- 
miniously distanced, and forthwith sensibly dis- 
banded. Power in a boat must be economi- 
cally applied or it goes to waste. It is proba- 
ble that the boat was pulled under, rather than 
over, the water, and hence this ponderous crew 
came to g^ef, even as great Casey at the bat 
sometimes "strikes out." 

These were not our only rowing men, for 
Charlie Kingsley, later secretary of the New 
York A. C, and Kingsland and Hobson were 
oarsmen, while Bull, Knowlton and Murray 
were members of the Viking Boat Club, a col- 
lege fraternity organization, which was proba- 
bly the first regularly constituted amateur row- 
ing club to locate on the Harlem River. Their 
boathouse stood, from 1861 to 1869, at the foot 
of East 124th street, opposite the entrance 
to the Harlem Kills and adjoining Kyle's float; 
their graduate crews rowing at night and the 
undergraduates in the afternoon. At this time 
they owned a barge, 35 feet long, built by New- 
man, and a four-oared outrigger gig. Their 
uniform was of heavy navy-blue flannel and re- 
sembled a real sailor's holiday togs, including 
the seamless heavy cloth cap with inscribed 
tarpaulin. It presented quite a contrast to the 
half-naked style of the present day, but was just 
as well adapted to the work contemplated, for 
the rowing was done in heavy boats, and often 
in heavy weather or at night. The Atalantas, 
then located at Christopher street and the North 
River, dressed similarly. Harry Knowlton also 
belonged to another boating club on the Har- 
lem — the Dual Club, so called because there 
were only two members in it, himself and Wal- 
ter Collins. Their floating boathouse was at 
Reilly's, 130th street and Third avenue, and 
their fleet a double-scull gig, painted white, and 
a cedar shell, both built by the celebrated Steve 
Roberts. The shell was rowed by Harry 
Knowlton exclusively, at great personal risk. It 
was, I think, about fifteen inches wide, and spoken 
of as very cranky. When these frail crafts of 
that day were not in the water their owners 
took turns reverently wiping the dust from their 
varnished sides with fine silk pocket handker- 
chiefs.

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THE NEW CLUBHOUSE. 

AS the new clubhouse approaches completion, 
the Building and Finance Committee is 
giving more consideration than ever to the detail 
of service and appointments necessary to secure 
a maximum of comfort for the members who will 
have apartments there, as well as those who will 
use the building as a clubhouse only. With the 
practical experience gained in the present house 
as a guide the Committee is in a position to en- 
sure an improvement on all methods now in 
vogue. 

The sleeping rooms provided for the use of 
members will unquestionably be in demand. 
They are all commodious, well lighted and are 
arranged en suite and singly. Every room will 
have telephone connection with the main office 
and with all other parts of the house. The rooms 
which are en suite are arranged with open fire 
places, private baths, and ample closet room for 
clothes, shoes, etc. Storage rooms for trunks are 
provided on each floor, and shower baths are 
easily accessible through private halls. 

A feature of the arrangement of rooms which 
will be appreciated, is the setting apart of several 
suites, which can be used jointly by two members. 
These have separate bed-rooms, dressing-rooms 
and wash-rooms, but a parlor for common use; a 
sociable provision that will surely meet with 
popular favor. 

The rooms will be fully decorated, and the at- 
tendance will be equal, if not superior, to any- 
thing in the city. 

The decorators are now at work in the dining 



and breakfast rooms; an original and manifest 
improvement over the old system of transmitting 
orders will be placed in these rooms. By means 
of pneumatic tubes, each waiter will send his own 
order direct from the dining or breakfast room, 
thus obviating the delay and liability to mistake 
occasioned by transferring the order to a third 
person as previously the rule. When the order is 
ready, an annunciator displays the waiter's num- 
ber, and the meal can be served without delay. 

MEMBERSHIP INCREASING. 

THE movement started at the recent general 
meeting, to fill the membership roll of the 
club before taking possession of the new club- 
house, is developing with surprising rapidity. 
The members now appear fully aware of the ne- 
cessity for filling up the ranks of the club, and 
the number of propositions received too late for 
consideration at the regular November meeting 
necessitated the calling of a special Board meet- 
ing to dispose of the applications.

THE CITIZENS CUP. 

FOR the first time since the institution of the 
race for the Citizens Cup, that event was 
not decided on Election Day. The heavy rain 
made it impossible to decide it on the day fixed 
and a postponement to the following Saturday 
was inevitable. Unquestionably this had the 
effect of reducing the number of starters, as only 
half of those entered appeared at the post. 

It was found impracticable to decide the event 
over the beautiful stretch of road through Pelham 
Parkway, and the committee finally selected the 
Shore road leading in the opposite direction, 
which, though far inferior for racing, w^as less 
liable to place the co;npetitors in danger of arrest 
for scorching. 

A small crowd of spectators assembled to wit- 
ness the start at the junction of the Shore and 
Depot roads, among them being Mr. J. C. Bab- 
cock, one of the founders of the club, and ex- 
President Jennings S. Cox, both enthusiastic 
wheelmen. 

The course led eastward on the Shore road to 
Echo avenue, thence north to the Boston Post 
road, which was followed eastward until the seven 
and a half miles were covered, when the turn for 
home was made, and the same course followed 
back to Travers Island. The west wind favored 
the competitors on the outward journey, and a 
fast pace was indulged in until Davenport's Neck 
was reached. There a sewer was being con- 
structed and the road for a short distance was un- 
ridable. In dismounting and scrambling over 
the obstructions, Relyea and Reynolds, who had 
practiced over the obstacles, gained considerably. 
At the Echo avenue turn, Mr. H. G. Barnard and 
Mr. J. C. Howard directed the contestants, and 
at this early stage it was evident that the back- 
markers would not be able to concede Relyea his 
allowance, for, aided by his thorough knowledge 
of the course, he was spinning along as fast as the 
scratch man. In going through Mamaroneck 
the riders were warned not to exceed a six-mile- 
an-hour pace, and all the contestants were in dan- 
ger of arrest, except Governor Henry, who is said 
to have slowed up in respect for the Mamaroneck 
authorities. 

After the riders passed Secretary Gulick, who 
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officiatea at the turn, their real troubles began; 
inost of them felt the eflfect of the fast pace, and 
were in poor condition to face the gale which 
blew almost directly in their faces on the return 
stretch. The rolling and hilly ground over which 
the course lay told on the most sturdy riders 
under the adverse conditions, and E. J. Benson, 
who rode a high gear, was forced to relinquish 
the struggle.

When Relyea reached the advance scouts at 
Echo avenue not another competitor was in 
sight on the three-quarter mile stretch of the Post 
road. It was five minutes before C. K. Alley and

company. Reynolds had nearly caught up the 
two minutes' handicap conceded Alley, but the 
veteran was by no means done with, and try as he 
would, Reynolds could not get away from him, 
and after riding together for the last mile and a 
half. Alley showed that he still retains a burst of 
speed by beating his younger rival in the sprint at 
the finish.

THE fencers of New York have suffer ed a 
severe loss by the death, on November 
18th, of Professor Jacoby, who, until his illness 
necessitated his retirement, was the instructor of 
the New York A. C. His pupils speak in the 
highest terms of his skill as a fencer and of his 
unusual ability to impart knowledge to others.

ALTHOUGH it is scarcely likely that any 
important water polo games will be played 
until the new year, the club players are already in 
practice, and the outlook for the season is receiv- 
ing attention.

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A FEW REMINISCENCES, 

BY AN OLD-TIMER. 
iContinued Jrom last months') 

William L. Bull, after the first few meetings, 
at any rate, was not a very active member of 
the boxing club, his business and social duties 
already making inroads on his time, but he had 
been favorably known as a good sparrer at 
Wood's Gymnasium. In fact, the only frag- 
ment of Tom Hamblin's poem the writer of 
these reminiscences can conjure up is the line: 

"You'll find quite a slogf^er in handsome Bill Bull." 

He was a compactly built man and a 
^ clever gymnast. He has since attained fame in 
other ways, having served two successive terms 
as president of the New York Stock Exchange 
and is recognized as an expert on the reorgani- 
zation of railroads. 

Harry Knowlton was a plucky little boxer, and, 
though hardly weighing more than the feather- 
weight limit, generally made it lively for his larger 
opponents by his impetuous and continuous at- 
tacks. His characteristic was energy. The 
present organization of the Athletic Club owes its 
record of uninterrupted existence to Harry 
Knowlton's personal and financial aid, for he and 
his intimate chum, Collins, fairly carried the club 
on their backs for several years of its history in 
the seventies. 

A sturdy sparrer of the so-called "welter" class, 
somewhere between light and middle-weight, was 
Theodore Wilson, still a member of the New 
York A. C. He was remarkable for his muscu- 
lar development, the result of systematic exercise 
at Wood's Gymnasium. Under a skin as fine 
and smooth as satin his muscles played in knots 
and bunches, every separate fibre showing dis- 
tinctly. He kept himself in almost too fine con- 
dition, and was perpetually on the verge of grow- 
ing stale, but made an admirable set-to, being 
gifted with the utmost good nature and a cool- 
ness quite in contrast with the nervous charac- 
ter of his strength. 

Billy Henry, then, and probably still, on the 
staff of the "Evening Telegram," was another 
welter-weight, who could make the heavier men 
hustle a bit. His height and reach, combined 
with very strong arms and wrists, made him a 
remarkably effective counter-hitter. Years af- 



terward, when Henry was working at Professor 
McClellan's Haymarket Academy, to keep from 
becoming a heavy-weight before his time, Jim 
Reynolds, become a white-haired veteran, would 
drop in to while away an hour and see the boys 
work; and it was McClellan's delight to make 
Jim's old pupils, then in his charge, of whom the 
writer was one, show off before him. On these 
occasions Mac would give openings and take big 
thumps on the face and stomach to try and con- 
vince Reynolds that he had made them much 
cleverer than Jim ever was himself. 

The shortest man in the club was Vincent le 
Compte, a little sawed-off athlete, but a veritable 
pocket Hercules. His peculiar build made him 
admirable on the parallel bars, on which he could 
perform feats impossible to most men, but he 
never could spar effectively. He was shoulder- 
bound, if any man ever was; and although he 
had a fighting mug, intensified by a flattened 
nose, the result of some accident of childhood, 
he made slow progress under Reynolds' careful 
teaching. 

Such was the cradle in which the infant of ath- 
letics in America was nurtured, for the following 
year, on August 27, 1868, a majority of the mem- 
bers of this little boxing club met at the Knicker- 
bocker Cottage, on Sixth avenue, and, with some 
others, proceeded to form a new organization on 
broader and more comprehensive lines, under 
the title of the New York A. C, which is to-day 
the greatest association of the kind in the world. 

Athletics without boxing had no charms for 
Old-Timer at this stage of his life, and the trans- 
fer of his domicile to Harlem kept him out of the 
way of his old comrades for several years. In 
the early seventies, however, the New York A. C. 
having meantime established a boathouse and 
track on the banks of the Harlem River, and the 
Nassau Boat Club, late of the Hudson River, 
having its headquarters adjoining, with crews in 
training, the oarsmen found it advantageous to 
hire a dwelling to lodge and board the members 
of both clubs who wished to live near their fa- 
vorite recreation. In this "bachelor's hall," a 
modest brownstone house in 128th street, east of 
Third avenue, many a friendly bout with the 
gloves took place ; the back parlor, the full width 
of the house, being kept uncarpeted for the pur- 
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pose. Harry Knowlton, Charlie Cone and the 
writer often performed there, and it was the in- 
terest taken in these impromptu exercises that 
induced the latter to organize, with the assistance 
of Edward Merritt, then a promising young ath- 
lete, the Harlem Boxing and Fencing Club, the 
membership of which was largely recruited 
from the ranks of the New York A. C. In- 
deed, all its officers, and they were residents of 
Harlem, belonged to that organization, for the 
president was Major George Moore Smith, since 
Colonel of the Sixty-ninth Regiment and now 
Police Commissioner. James Fraser was secre- 
tary, and Edward Reeve Merritt, treasurer. An 
unoccupied store in Park avenue, near 131st 
street, three rooms deep, was hired at a mod- 
erate rental; the large outer room being used as a 
sparring room, the middle room as a gymnasium, 
fitted up with the inevitable parallel bars, clubs 
and bells, while the back room, where a stove was 
maintained, served as dressing-room and lava- 
tory. The fees and dues were too light to admit 
of engaging a professional teacher in accord- 
ance with the original scheme, and recourse was 
had to home talent. William M. Murray, there- 
fore, acted as instructor in boxing. It was not 
his first experience in teaching, for he had given 
the Knowlton brothers. Bull and others of his 
college friends, their first instruction in the manly 
art, and had also organized and taught a spar- 
ring club in 1866, which met in an upper room in 
Clinton Hall, Astor Place, once a week. He 
now initiated all the beginners of the Harlem 
club in the rudiments as a duty, and sparred 
with those more expert by way of rest and recre- 
ation. Working with six or eight men every 
evening, he soon learned to economize his 
strength and adopted the trick of ending his les- 
sons in the Reynolds style, i. e., omitting the ex- 
pected counter and timing his duck so as to re- 
ceive the panting and over-reaching boxer ex- 
hausted in his arms. This, he thought, rendered 
the occasion more impressive, and increased the 
respect with which the teacher ought ever to be 
regarded by his pupil. Tom Keator, Tom Rice, 
Joe Muir, Caspar Barnette and other members 
of the Athletics and Nassaus, living or boarding 
in Harlem, were among our active practitioners, 
and to increase our agility we introduced the no- 



ble game of handball, to the great damage of the 
new plaster on the walls. Saturday nights were 
devoted to exhibition sparring, and Charlie Cone, 
Fitz Hines, Louis Mack and Theodore Roehner 
often dropped in as visitors and occasionally per- 
formed for our edification. 

It was in these rooms that A. C. Saportas was 
prepared, under the careful coaching of Gap 
Barnette, for the first contest for the light- 
weight championship of the New York A. C. 
in which he contended against E. J. Hudson. 
Barnette taught Saportas to fight for the trophy 
rather than to spar; not bad advice in Saportas's 
case. The latter was a good-looking, sturdy lit- 
tle chunk, strong as a bull and hairy as a goat, 
whose thick arms and wrists favored aggressive 
tactics. Ed Hudson was naturally a light sparrer, 
very graceful in his movements, and had been 
trained for this event by Professor Judd. He 
had considerable difficulty at first in opposing 
Saportas in his fierce rushes, and received not a 
little punishment. He managed, however, to 
preserve his form all through the four rounds, 
and won the championship on points. These 
laurels did not rest easily on the brow of the 
genial Edward. The heavy and middle weight 
champions, Buermeyer and Roehner, were so 
much above their club mates in their respective 
classes that they were not likely to be disturbed 
in the possession of their honors ; but there were 
enough uneasy spirits among the light-weights to 
render a periodical challenge not at all unlikely. 
The duty of remaining continually in a condition 
of good training and ready for a possible tough 
encounter, the medal being a challenge trophy, 
finally induced Hudson, who was rather fond of 
social enjoyments, to return the troublesome 
token to the possession of the club for general 
competition. There it remained undisturbed 
for a long period, until finally found by Athletic 
Director Giannini about three years ago, among 
some old properties in a forgotten drawer, and 
put up anew by him for informal competition. 
After a series of spirited bouts in the dormitory 
of the Travers Island clubhouse, the medal was 
won by Normandie Murray, in whose possession 
it remains. 

The fencing department of the Harlem Club 
was conducted by Caspar C. Barnette, who had 
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learned the art while a naval cadet at Annapolis. 
The foils were never very popular with the 
members, although "Gap" was a painstaking 
and capable instructor. We wore masks, but 
no jackets, and a sleeveless undershirt proved a 
sorry protection against the yard of steel, with 
a button on the end of it liable to come off in a 
rough bout. But we all liked to look on, and 
especially to see Barnette and Major Smith fence 
on Saturday nights and the exhibitions with 
which Charlie Cone occasionally favored us. 
Charlie was a self-taught fencer, and brought 
his boxing tactics into play in his prac- 
tice of the sister art. Prince Henri, or even the 
Count of Turin himself, would have stood little 
show in a duel with Charlie Cone. As in spar- 
ring, he was fond of administering the "post- 
man's rap" — di sharp double hit on some vulner- 
able spot, so he believed in following up his ad- 
vantage when he landed home in fencing. He 
never would have allowed the seconds time to 
examine the wounds to see if the man were dead 
or not, and he did not pay any attention to rules. 
He, therefore, stood in a class by himself as far 
as fencing was concerned. His boxing was 
much better, and as he had been trained in 
a rough school by constant practice with 
the redoubtable Frank Kinney, he always 
made an interesting and lively set-to. He 
was especially adroit in the use of his head 
in in-fighting, and would generally come out of 
a sharp rally unscathed. He used both hands 
with equal facility, and did not slug in friendly 
bouts, in which he invariably engaged with the 
utmost relish and good humor. 

The Harlem Boxing and Fencing Club went 
out of existence in 1875,. and though, when it 
was wound up, there was no dividend for the 
members, it left behind it no debts, and its fu- 
neral expenses were promptly and fully paid. 
In the spring of the following year the writer, 
Old-Timer, found, at last, that he could not do 
without the New York A. C, and, accordingly, 
became an active member in April, 1876. He 
has not been able to do without it since.

He had a most charming home at that 
time, having married an English lady, and had 
three lovely little girls. He was as handsome as 
ever, and strong and vigorous, and seemingly 
very contented with life. 

At that time, he expressed his intention of go- 
ing to the Argentine. The writer has not been 
in London but twice since, and then only for two 
days each time, so he has not had an opportunity 
to find out whether Mr. Hamblin carried out his 
then expressed intention or not.

BUSINESS of the utmost importance was 
transacted at the annual meeting of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, held on November 
15th, when the constitution and by-laws were 
amended by providing for a Registration Com- 
mittee, to which, in the future, will be referred 
all matters pertaining to competition of amateur 
athletes. This committee will also have 
power to grant or withhold sanctions for athletic 
meetings and to impose penalties for violations 
of the rules in this respect. In determining ques- 
tions affecting the amateur status of any athlete, 
the Committee is given the right to act upon any 
kind of evidence, circumstantial or direct. The 
Registration Committee also exercises censor- 
ship over the character of prizes, and has power 
to permanently suspend any amateur athlete who 
neglects or refuses, within thirty days, to answer 
questions touching his amateur status to the sat- 
isfaction of the Committee, and also has the right 
to establish regulations for handicapping, and 
appoint as many handicappers as may be deemed 



necessary. The New York A. C. received full 
recognition at the meeting. Captain Bartow S. 
Weeks was elected as the member of the Regis- 
tration Committee from the Metropolitan Asso- 
ciation, and Mr. A. G. Mills and Mr. W. B. Cur- 
tis were appointed delegates-at-large.

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HOCKEY. 

THE first few games played in the Hockey 
League championship series indicate a 
close contest for the honor of champion team. It 
is evident that there is very little to choose be- 
tween the New York A, C, St. Nicholas Skating 
Club and the Hockey Club. The changing of 
players has been detrimental to the chances of 
our team, but it is hoped that the necessity of 
further changes will soon be avoided, and that 
seven men will be picked out who will be strong 
in team play as well as brilliant in individual ef- 
fort. The team will suffer a loss by the defec- 
tion of I. A. Lynch, who has played point so ef- 
fectively since the organization of the team. Mr. 
Lynch leaves New York to take a business posi- 
tion in Pennsylvania. His place will probably be 
filled by either Baird or Spaulding. 

The second team played no games last month, 
but will meet the New Jersey A. C. team some 
time this month, when the following will proba- 
bly handle the sticks for the club: D. G. Smyth, 
R. D. Radcliffe, R. Baird, H. Cassels, D. M. 
Spaulding, A. R. Pope and J. B. Blair. 

NEW YORK A. C. VS. BROOKLYN S. C. 

When the New York A. C. and the Brooklyn 
Skating Club teams met in the opening game of 
the League championship on December 9th, it 
was evident that the players from over the bridge 
had improved greatly since last season. Inci- 
dentally they introduced into the game a rather 
vigorous method of blocking the onward rush of 
the winged-foot players, in which securing pos- 
session of the puck seemed a secondary object, 
the main point being to knock down the oppos- 
ing player. 

When the players lined up before a fair crowd 
in the St. Nicholas Rink, three new players were 
noticed on the New York A. C. team — Wallace, 
left centre; Belden, right end, and Watters, 
cover point. The latter proved a particularly 
useful addition, his well-directed long lifting 
shots eliciting frequent applause. Dobby was 
the mainstay of the Brooklyn team, his many 
brilliant runs only failing to result in goal 
through lack of support by his fellow players. 
The Xew Yorks' score was kept down consider- 
ably by the serviceable goal-keeping of Halleck, 



who did not miss a possible chance to block a 
shot for goal. 

About a minute after the puck had been put in 
play, Watters showed his quality . by lifting it 
from the centre of the rink to the vicinity of the 
Brooklyn goal, and, after a little skirmishing, 
Belden shot it through the posts. 

The rapid playing of the New York team re- 
sulted in another goal in less than two minutes, 
Watters lifting to Wallace, who made the goal. 

The game then took on a more even aspect, 
for though the Brooklyn goal was frequently in 
danger, the excellent defense prevented any fur- 
ther score, until after fifteen minutes' play. Then 
Dobby made a grand run the whole length of the 
rink, successfully eluding the New York defense, 
until the goal-keeper stopped the shot for goal. 
The puck was quickly returned by the New 
Yorks, and Bogart made the third goal a few 
minutes before time was called for the first half. 
The score standing. New York A. C, 3; Brook- 
lyn S. C, 0. 

The players were scarcely warmed up in the 
second half, when Dobby made another brilliant 
run, and this time scored a goal for Brooklyn. 
Encouraged by this success, the visitors played 
with a vim which surprised the local rooters. 
and, after ten minutes, Lounsbury scored the 
second goal for Brooklyn. 

This put the New York A. C. team on their 
mettle. Captain Fenwick especially playing des- 
perately. He made shot after shot for the Brook- 
lyn goal, but for five minutes the ever-alert goal- 
keeper defeated every attempt, and it was only a 
minute or so before time was called that Fenwick 
passed to Wallace, who scored the final goal for 
New York.

NEW YORK A. C. VS. ST. NICHOLAS S. C. 

A record-breaking crowd attended the St. Nich- 
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olas Rink when the New York A. C. and the St. 
Nicholas Skating Club met in their first cham- 
pionship game on December 23d. The specta- 
tors were rewarded with one of the best contested 
hockey games ever played. The adherents of 
each side were out in force and displayed en- 
thusiasm throughout the entire game, which re- 
sulted in a tie, both teams being credited with 
two goals. 

Though the New York men skated faster, and, 
as individuals, showed a greater knowledge of the 
game than the St. Nicholas players, they were 
for once lacking in the most essential feature — 
team play. Nearly all the time the puck was in 
the St. Nicholas territory, carried there by one 
of the New York forwards, who would rush 
into the opponents' camp, only to be blocked at 
the end of the grand run by the St. Nicholas 
team, massed around their goal like flies around 
sugar. 

When the score was 2 to 1 in favor of the 
New York A. C, a St. Nicholas player made a 
forward pass, and the whistle sounded for off- 
side play.

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REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 

A PROGRESSIVE policy has been pursued 
by the management of the Club in all de- 
partments of sport during the past season. Sev- 
eral new fields have been entered upon with 
marked success, while there has been no retro- 
gression in the branches of athletics, where the 
Club has for years reigned supreme. The follow- 
ing review presents as briefly as possible the chief 
features of the year's work: 

ATHLETICS. 

The first occurrence of note in competitive ath- 
letics last year was the appearance of Mr. Richard 
Sheldon at the English championship meeting, 
on July 3d. He was traveling for his health, had 
but just arrived in the country and taken no pre- 
liminary practice, yet he only succumbed to the 
famous Irish record-holder, D. Horgan, by a 
small margin, Mr. Sheldon's put of 44 feet 5i 
inches would have won this event in any of the 
previous years of competition. 

The appearance of the Chicago Athletic As- 
sociation team in the Amateur Athletic Union 
championships rendered the competitions more 
than usually interesting; but strong as was the 
contingent from the West, the New York A. C. 
representatives easily held their own by winning 
eleven of the seventeen events, scoring 74 points 
to the 34 scored by the Chicago A. A. 

At the Metropolitan championship meeting 
the Club, for the first time on record, scored a 
point in every one of the seventeen events on 
the programme, taking first place in nine com- 
petitions. 

At the Canadian championships our athletes 
were again remarkably successful, winning eleven 
out of the fifteen events on the programme, and 
had it not been for the unavoidable absence of 
several of the Club's best athletes the other four 
events would also have been won by the New 
York A. C. members. 

The arrangement of a series of dual meets with 
the Chicago Athletic Association was one of the 
most important of the many innovations with 
which the Athletic Committee are credited. The 
first of the meetings between the two clubs was 
held in conjunction with the Fall games, and won 
by the New York A. C. by eight and one-half 
events to three and one-half. 



• AQUATICS. 

No worthy opponents appearing to contest the 
water-polo championship with the New York 
A. C, the efforts of those directing the aquatic 
department were confined to swimming competi- 
tions, and in order to promote the interest and 
develop new material, two series of competitions 
were arranged early in the year — one for the 
Club championship and the other a handicatp se- 
ries. Normandie Murray won the champion- 
ship with 21 points, F. A. Wenck and D. M. 
Reeder tying for second place with 17 points. 
Louis Fitzgerald, Jr., won the handicap series 
with 19 points; H. N. Rawlins, 15, second, and 
F. A. Wenck, 13, third. A team was sent to the 
indoor swimming championships, held at Chi- 
cago in February, and they were successful in the 
relay race, with Normandie Murray, L. Fitzger- 
ald, Jr., F. A. Wenck and D. M. Reeder. Reeder 
also won the 220-yard championship in 2 min. 
58 sec, beating the American record. Murray 
took second place in the 100-yard championship, 
while Wenck was third in the 220 and 440 yard 
championships. 

The outdoor swimming championships were 
also held in Chicago, and the Club was again rep- 
resented by a relay team. Dr. J. M. Davis taking 
the place of L. Fitzgerald, Jr. The team was 
again successful; Reeder also won the 220-yard 
championship, while Wenck took third place in 
both the half and mile races. Dr. Davis placed 
the 100-yard handicap to the credit of the Club. 
There are now a number of enthusiastic swim- 
mers practicing water polo, for which champion- 
ship games are assured this season. 

BICYCLING. 

The five prizes offered by Dr. Powell for high- 
est mileage have proved quite an incentive for 
mileage work during the past season. The coast- 
ing contest took place on June 26th, and was en- 
tirely successful. The prizes were won by H. A. 
Woodward, J. Louis Cunningham and Theodore 
E. Belts. 

Irwin A. Powell was again the star of the am- 
ateur races, and he alone placed 31 first, 17 
second and 7 third places to the credit of the 
Club. How few times he competed without ■ 
catching the judge's eye may be gleaned from the 
fact that these 55 places were gained at only 34 



« 
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meets. Among the principal races won by 
Powell were the half-mile intercollegiate cham- 
pionship, one-mile tandem intercollegiate, in 
company with Ray Dawson; one-mile A. A. U. 
National championship, half-mile New York 
State championship, two-mile L. A. W. National 
■championship and five-mile L. A. W. Metropoli- 
tan championship. Ray Dawson was also re- 
markably successful on the path, no other two 
riders in this district scoring so frequently as the 
wearers of the winged foot. 

In road riding, our two representatives, A. W. 
W. Evans and Lieutenant H. D. Wise, made 
some remarkable records. Evans, on August 
11th, increased the 24-hour road record to 356 
miles, incidentally creating a new 12-hour record 
of 206 miles, and the 200-mile record of 11 hours, 
41 minutes, 45 seconds. A few oays later he 
lowered the 100-mile record to 5 hours, 1 minute, 
42^ seconds, and on August 19th he placed the 
New York to Philadelphia return record at 14 
hours, 37 minutes and 30 seconds. On October 
14th, Lieutenant Wise made his second attempt 
to break the record between Washington and 
New York. He was successful, covering the dis- 
tance in 27 hours and 39 seconds. This record 
has been accepted by the Century Road Club, 
and still stands. The Citizens' Cup was decided 
on November 6th, and brought to the front a 
speedy rider in C. M. Relyea, who won from the 
six-minute mark in 51 minutes and 37 1-5 
seconds. The winner narrowly escaped getting 
the time prize, which fell to E. P. Reynolds, who 
covered the course in 51 minutes and 1 1-5 
seconds. 

ROWING. 

Though the oarsmen of the Club have encoun- 
tered several defeats during the past season, they 
have also met with some encouraging successes, 
and in many instances have been beaten through 
a combination of circumstances entirely apart 
from their ability as oarsmen. The season was 
commenced in great style at the Harlem Regatta, 
with a victory by the Junior Eight, the success 
being the more meritorious, as among the de- 
feated crews were an eight from Yale and one 
from Columbia. At the same regatta E. J. Keane 
and C. Smyth won the Junior double sculls. At 
the Cup and People's Regatta at Philadelphia B. 



G. Wilson won the Junior sculls in hollow fash- 
ion, but the eight were in no condition to race, 
through sickness, and did not show prominently. 
In the National Championship, while the New 
York A. C. crew was rowing prominently in the 
race for intermediate eights, the boat was inter- 
fered with by one of the spectators, and all 
chances of victory destroyed. The Club Regatta 
was, as usual, a marked success, and introduced 
a new feature in the race for Huckleberry In- 
dians. 

FENCING. 

Greater success than ever has been the portion 
of the fencers who maintain the prestige of the 
New York A. C. in open competition, the 
team having won everything for which it com- 
peted. The season was commenced by competi- 
tion for the Shaw Cup and the team champion- 
ship. The following quartette succeeded in keep- 
ing the cup in the possession of the Club: C. G. 
Bothner, Dr. G. M. Hammond, W. T. Heintz 
and R. O. Haubold. The annual championships 
of the A. F. L. A. and A. A. U. saw C. G. Both- 
ner in great form. He won the first place in the 
foils, dueling swords and sabres, an unprece- 
dented performance. S. T. Shaw took second 
place with the swords, F. L. Slazenger second in 
the sabres, and W. T. Heintz third in the foils, so 
that but few places escaped the representatives of 
the New York A. C. That the young blood in 
the Club is destined to follow in the footsteps of 
the many champions who have worn the winged 
foot in this branch of sport, is apparent from the 
fact that the New York A. C. also won the Junior 
championship with C. C. Curran, A. Schroeder 
and W. Lyon. 

BASEBALL. 

Of late years baseball has only been 
played spasmodically by the Clujb, but last 
season a team was organized which scored 
many victories on the diamond through- 
out the summer. In addition to frequent 
games, which afforded much amusement to the 
visitors to Travers Island, a series of five games 
was arranged with the Crescent A. C. Elach 
club won two games, and the odd game was for- 
feited by the Crescent A. C, leaving the New 
York A. C. victorious. 

Negotiations for the formation of a league to 
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play under the auspices of the A. A. U. are now 
being conducted, and have proceeded far enough 
to ensure the establishment of amateur baseball 
on a firm footing next season. 

CROSS-COUNTRY. 

This sport has been languishing for years, and 
no championship has been given since 1892, until 
the Club took the event in hand again and or- 
ganized a successful championship meeting, 
which took place at Morris Park on the first Sat- 
urday in April. Eight teams entered for the 
event, and, as a result, the sport is now again on 
a firm footing. Accidents to several or the New 
York A. C. men crippled the team considerably, 
and though four men showed prominently, we 
were unable to place a fifth man, which was nec- 
essary to a score. G. W. Orton, however, made 
ample amends for the lack of team success by 
easily winning the individual championship. 

HOCKEY. 

The Athletic Committee of the Club speedily 
realized the grand qualities of the game of hockey 
and the opportunities for interesting sport which 
it presented. A team was organized by Captain 
Bartow S. Weeks, who also took prominent part 
in the formation of the Amateur Hockey League. 
The success of the team was unqualified, the 
championship being won without losing a single 
game. Great interest has been manifested by 
Club members in the success of the team, and 
there is no sport which now has a firmer hold on 
our members than the game recently established 
in this country. 

YACHTING. 

The yachtsmen of the Club have had a thor- 
oughly enjoyable season, and the department has 
steadily grown in numbers, until there is scarcely 
accommodation for the boats to be wintered at 
Travers Island. The Yachting Committee are 
now considering improvements, which, if they 
can be carried out, will result in more and better 
accommodations. In the racing field, the Jester, 
owned by Eugene N. Robinson, has carried the 
Club ensign in a number of successful races. 

WRESTLING. 

Wrestling has been as popular as ever during 
the past year. From January 1st to July 1st, In- 
structor Leonard had 106 pupils, and froni July 



to December, 65. The Club was represented for 
the first time in the A. A. U. championship by 
G. Bechtel and H. S. Thompson. In the mid- 
dle-weight class Bechtel showed himself good 
enough to win, but withdrew on account of the 
referee's decision, which was not in accordance 
with the championship rules. 

SHOOTING. 

The traps at Travers Island have been in great 
demand throughout the season, and several com- 
petitions have been held. Two club guns have 
been bought to accommodate those members who 
happen to be at the Island without their own 
guns. The grounds were selected for the deci- 
sion of the match between Yale and Princeton, 
and it is evident that facilities afforded for trap- 
shooting at the Island are being gradually recog- 
nized. 

HAND TENNIS. 

The first championship tournament was given 
last season and won by D. C. Watts. The tour- 
naments for doubles was also instituted, in which 
E. Weinacht and Dr. D. S. Tenney were success- 
ful. Large entries were received for both of 
these events. 



AMATEUR BILLIARD CHAMPIONSHIP. 

THE Sportsmen's Show at Madison Square 
Garden will be enlivened by a bill- 
iard tournament for the championship of the Me- 
tropolitan Association of the A. A. U., in which 
the prominent clubs of this district will be repre- 
sented. The championships will be run under the 
direction of a committee, of which Mr. Bartow S. 
Weeks is chairman. It will consist of 300 points, 
14-inch balk-Hne.

The Sab- 
bath winds of Hackensack have been blowing 
through his sandy whiskers, and, acting like two 
sails, Mr. Garlick has been often carried along 
by his hirsute appendages at a rate of more than 
a mile a minute. 

While thus happily crossing the Jersey mead- 
ows it seems that Mr. Garlick came into juxta- 
position with a common huckster's wagon, which 
was driven in such a curiously spiral and wholly 
ridiculous manner that Mr. Garlick was soon in- 
volved in its and his own wheels. 

For a time thereafter he determined thence- 
forth to ride only a wheelless bike. 

Then he thought better of it, and went to law, 
and the Sun says it thus: (There appears to be 
a slight error in one word N. Y. A. C.) 

Hackensack, N. J., Dec. 15.— Justice W. H. 
Harrison some time ago gave a decision against 
J. Garlick, a Nyack wheelman, who sued for 
damages to his wheel. The decision was given 
on the ground that he had no right to ride on 
Sunday. Lately the Justice became convinced 
that he had misinterpreted the New Jersey law, 
and last night there was another trial of the case. 
The evidence showed that Henry Lesswig drove 
his wagon across the road near Hackensack 
in such a way as to cut off Garlick from passing. 
He thus upset and broke the frame of his wheel. 
Many wheelmen watched the proceedings, which 
terminated in a verdict for Mr. Garlick for 
f 50. John B. Yits. 

THE three wheelmen who have ridden five 
miles every day since May 1, 1896, have 
been justly credited with great persistency. They 
have at last developed another characteristic — 
judgment. By the exercise of wonderful fore- 
sight it dawned upon them that they could 
scarcely expect the winter to pass without snow. 
T^ast winter Messrs. Alley, Weinacht and Myrick 
played at making believe they liked to ride five 
miles before breakfast, with the temperature be- 
low zero, and forced a sickly smile when starting 
out for their daily grind in the teeth of bhnding 
snow, whirled along by a sixty-mile-an-hour 
breeze. As the present winter came on apace 



reminiscences of cold snaps and blizzards were 
omnipresent with the trio, each told the other 
how ill he looked, and, finally, the proposition to 
discontinue the contest by mutual consent was 
made and cheerfuly accepted, and on December 
12th, a miserable rainy and entirely appropriate 
morning, the riders met at Travers Island and 
formally agreed to quit. A philanthropist, who 
desires to remain unknown, had offered to pre- 
sent a medal or cup to each of the competitors in 
commemoration of their long struggle. By this 
arrangement the Pendleton Cup will be engraved 
with the names of C. K. Alley, E. Weinacht and 
Dr. F. A. Myrick, remain in possession of the 
Club and take its place among the many historic 
trophies which serve to adorn the tales of past 
glories related by the old-timers to the fledglings 
of the Club. 

THE NEW JERSEY A. C. GAMES. 

IT is to be regretted that the liberal programme 
provided by the New Jersey A. C. at the 
meeting in Madison Square Garden, on Decem- 
ber 17th and 18th, should have received such 
poor patronage. Spectators, though sparse, 
were inclined to be critical, and when on the final 
night the judges decided that Wefers and Rush 
finished a dead heat in the forty-yard dash, over- 
looking Zinn, of the New West Side A. C, who 
undoubtedly won by nearly a yard, a great up- 
roar of disapproval greeted the announcement. 
In the run-off, Wefers, who was in very poor 
form, was beaten six inches by the Westerner. 
He also succumbed to Rush in the 300-yard 
scratch race. 

The defeat of Wefers, though somewhat of a 
blow to the New York A. C. members present, 
was more than compensated for by the brilliant 
victory of the club representative, A. Grant, in 
the five-mile scratch race, in which a field of 
about thirty competed.

NEW HOUSE NEARS COMPLETION. 

DURING the past month work on the new 
clubhouse has progressed with great ra- 
pidity, and the Building and Finance Committee 
is making every effort to have the building ready 
for occupancy as early as possible in March. A 
swarm of workmen are busy on every portion of 
the house, and on many of the floors the decora- 
tors are putting on the finishing touches. 

On entering the main hall, confusion appears 
to reign ; the floor being utilizeid for keeping ma- 
terials adds greatly to its unfinished appearance. 
The marble work on the walls is finished, 
and half of the mosaic floor laid, while the Hbrary 
is fitted with the book-shelves and the decora- 
tions nearly complete. 

On the second floor the decorations are nearly 
complete, the parlor already showing evidence 
of the artistic appearance it will present when fin- 
ished. The mural decorations of the cafe and 
lounging and billiard rooms are also in an ad- 
vanced stage, only the flooring remaining to be 
laid to complete the rooms. 

The finished floors are not yet laid in the sleep- 
ing rooms on the third floor, but the gymnasium, 
boxing and fencing rooms are practically finished, 
with the exception of placing the apparatus. 

The sleeping rooms on the sixth floor are much 
nearer completion than those on the lower floor. 
All the floors are laid and varnished, and many 
of the rooms are papered, presenting quite an 
inviting appearance. 

The most attractive room at the present stage 
is the breakfast and supper room. There the 



decorators appear to have harmoniously blended 
the colors, and the effect, even in its unfinished 
state, is most pleasing. The dining room is also 
painted with a combination of colors that serves 
to relieve the light oak of the wainscoting, the ef- 
fect of the mottled pillars, which contain all the 
colors used in the mural work, being especially 
gratifying. 

In the private dining rooms the floors are laid 
and varnished and the decorations well under 
way. 

The ranges, refrigerators and other fixtures of 
the kitchen are all in position, but little remain- 
ing to be done to complete this portion. 

With the exception of the racks, for which the 
contract has just been awarded, the bicycle de- 
partment is almost finished, while the natatorium 
is tiled and ready for use : the tank has been filled 
with water and satisfactorily tested. 

The bath will certainly be one of the most im- 
posing features of the new house, and it is doubt- 
ful if there is another swimming tank in the 
world which presents a better appearance. Work- 
on the Turkish baths is being pressed forward 
with all haste; in fact, there is scarcely a corner 
of the house where the workmen are not busy 
completing the magnificent edifice, which is 
shortly to be the home and pride of the New 
York A C. 



THE Christmas fund, which was distributed 
among the employees last month, amounted 
to f4,788, nearly ^400 more than was collected 
last year. 
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OUR CAPTAIN AND NEW GOVERNORS. 

THE Journal presents as its frontispiece this 
month a group picture of the new captain 
and governors elected at the annual meeting. 
The following brief description of their personali- 
ties may prove interesting: 

Mr. Robert C. Fisher, who was elected Cap- 
tain, has been for years considered one of the 
most eligible members in the Club for that ardu- 
ous post. His business interests, however, as 
partner of the firm of Robert C. Fisher & Co., 
marble merchants, has necessitated his refusing 
the nomination on several occasions. ' 

In every department of athletics "Bob" Fisher 
is deservedly popular, and his practical experi- 
ence in competition will be of great service to 
him in guiding the contests of others. 

Mr. Fisher was one of the fastest sprinters of 
his day, and when in condition ran but a shade 
worse than even time for a hundred yards. He 
is even better known as a baseball player, and 
among amateurs there are few men who can 
cover first base as efficiently as our new Captain. 
Mr. Fisher resides at New Rochelle, so that he 
may be depended upon to constantly supervise 
the training of club teams. This, coupled with 
his intimate knowledge of all sports, insures for 
him a successful administration. 

There are few members of the New York A. C. 
better known than Mr. Albert J. Morgan. For 
years scarcely a day of the winter season has 
passed without his spending several hours in the 
clubhouse, while in the summer many members 
of the Club have been his guests on the cruises 
of his yacht Viator. In business circles Mr. 
Morgan is well and favorably known as a mem- 
ber of the firm of Enoch Morgan's Sons. 

Mr. Brent Good is another governor whose 
large business experience will be of value in the 
Board meetings. He is a capitalist, and skilled in 
the handling of financial problems, such as fre- 
quently confront the Board of Governors of such 
a large club as the New York A. C. In addi- 
tion, he is a well-known clubman, and thoroughly 
in touch with club life in all its phases. 

Mr. Samuel T. Shaw is known to most mem- 
bers of the Club through his proficiency in fenc- 
ing.

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MILEAGE. 

A MARKED falling off is noticeable in the 
mileage records for last year. This is by 
no means an indication that the interest in wheel- 
ing has decreased, or that there are fewer bicy- 
clists in the Club now than in 1895 or 1896. On 
the contrary, there are considerably more riders, 
as the number of wheels kept in the cycle and 
city houses testify. The craving for big mileage 
records is, however, on the decline, and the ma- 
jority of Club wheelmen are content to use their 
machines for enjoyment only. There were nearly 
twice as many claimants of mileage prizes for the

season of 1896, while the "mileage fiends" of 1895 
were nearly three times as abundant as those of 
1897. This result, which may almost be styled 
desirable, has been partially brought about by 
increasing the standard for a bronze medal from 
1,000 to 2,000 miles. 

Although the highest mileage of the year is 
about 5,000 miles less than in each of the two 
previous years, the competition for the five prizes 
offered by Dr. Seneca D. Powell has been none 
the less interesting. 

Two of the leading divisions failed to observe 
the conditions required to qualify for the Powell 



prizes, and the Bicycle Committee has awarded 
them to the following: P. B. Matthews, first; 
E. J. Benson, second; Charles K. Alley, third; H. 
C. Bullard, fourth, and W. G. Bates, fifth. 

Mr. P. B. Matthews, who won the high mileage 
prize, rolled up a formidable score, considering 
that he did not commence riding until May 1st.

him a "sorrel-top." "Jack" says his hair is not 
red; it's blond. "Tom" Deeley and other mem- 
bers of the band looked cross when their names 
were mentioned, and pretended that they didn't 
like it, but they did. A great many in the audi- 
ence caught the point at once, when a loud noise 
was accounted for as an explosion of one of Ar- 
thur Moore's waistcoats.

CHAMPION IRWIN A. POWELL. 

T"* HE performances of Irwin A. Powell, of the 
New York A. C., during the season of 1897, 
fully justify the claim of his friends that be has 
earned the distinction of being the fastest ama- 
teur rider in America, an honor to which there 
are at least half a dozen claimants. 

Powell competed at thirty-four race meets in 
1897, failing to score in only three, his total being 
31 firsts, 17 seconds and 7 thirds. He began the 
season well by winning both open events, and 
securing second in the handicap at the famous 
Quill Club's spring meet. In fact, he won every 
open race (five in all) at their spring and fan 
games. 

For the second time Powell led the New York 
Stad? circuit in number of points scored by ama- 
teurs (F. Ed. Spooner's table, 1897). At the end 
of the season he had placed to his credit the fol- 
lowing championships: 

1 mile. Columbia-Princeton 
i mile.... Inter Collegiate 
1 mile. Tandem In.-Colleg. 
i mile New York State 

Powell has competed with the very best riders 
in his races, and has defeated every crack ama- 
teur of America, who has ridden in the East, 
many more times than any one of them has 
beaten him, as is shown by the following table, 
which is made up of firsts won and lost, counting 
scratch races and handicaps when both riders 
rode from scratch:
